AN  ACT 

To  regulate  the  Public  Printing  and  Binding,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  oj 
Representatives  oJ  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  .Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby   enacted  by  the 
What  may    authority  of  the  same,     That  no  report  from  any  private 
be  printed  in  corporation,  otiier  than   those  in  which  the  state  is  a  stock- 
journals         holder,  and  of  the  banks  of  this  commonwealth,  except   the 
bank  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  printed  on  the  journals  of 
either  House. 

Section  2.  That  of  tlie  journals  in  the  English  language. 
Journals         ^^^  hundred  copies  shall  be  printed  ;  of  the  journals  in  the 
number  of  CO- German  language,    two   hundred   and   fifty   copies   shall    be 
pies  and  vol.,  printed  ;  and  of  the  laws  in  the  German  language,  two  hundred 
how  printed   ^nd  fifty  copies   only  shall  be  printed :   Provided,  That  the 
.     journals  of  each   house  shall  be  composed  of  two  volumes 
only,  namely  :  one  recording  or  clerk's  journal,  and  one  docu- 
mentary journal. 

Printers  bills  SECTION  3.  The  printers  of  each  house,  in  making  out  their 
how  rendered  bills,  shall  furnish  the  number  of  ems  of  composition,  and 
and  paid  the  number  of  tokens  of  press  work,  which  they  may  have 
performed,  and  the  quantity  of  paper  furnished;  and  that  for 
the  performance  of  said  work,  thirty-seven  and  a  half  cents 
per  thousand  ems,  and  thirty-seven  and  a  half  cents  per  token, 
and  one-half  cent  per  sheet  for  paper,  only,  shall  be  allowed;! 
and  for  printing  one  hundred  and  sixty  copies  of  the  bills, 
one  dollar  for  each  printed  page,  only,  shall  be  allowed. 

Legislative  Section  4.  All  legislative  and  executive  documents  and 
andexecutive  j.g  jg^  communicated  to  both  houses,  shall  be  prinied  by  the 
documents  ■    ,         <-  ,  i  i  ^i       ■    ■    ^  •, ,  '  •    . 

prmter  ot  one  house  only,  and  the  joint  committee  on  print- 
ing shall  fairly  distribute  the  same,  between  the  printers  of 
the  two  houses  ;  and  no  clerk  shall  send  any  such  document 
or  report  to  the  printers,  until  said  committee  shall  have 
decided  by  whom  the  same  shall  be  printed. 

Cutting,  &c.  Section  ,5.  The  prices  paid  for  folding,  stitching,  cutting 
and  covering  the  documents,  pamphlets  and  journals  of  each 
house,  shall  be  at  the  rate  oi  thirty-seven  and  a  half  cents  per 
hundred  copies,  where  the  same  contains  one  sheet  and  no 
more ;  and  for  any  number  of  sheets  more  than  one  and  not 
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exceeding  three,  at  the  rate  of  sixty-two  and  a  half  cents  per 
hundred  copies  ;  for  any  number  of  sheets  more  than  three, 
and  not  more  than  seven,  one  dollar  per  hundred  copies  ;  for 
every  extra  sheet  over  seven,  twenty  cents  per  hundred  copies; 
for  extra  covers,  thirty-seven  cents  per  hundred  copies  ;  and 
for  folding,  cutting,  stitching  and  covering  journals,  at  the  rate 
of  fifteen  cents  per  hundred  sheets. 

Section  6.  All  the  printing  of  the  executive  and  different  Printing  of 
departments,  shall  be  done  for  the  prices  and  upon  the  terms  ^'Y'^^'^l^^^"*^ 
herein  provided,  in  regard  to  that  of  the  respective  houses.      ments  ^^^^  ' 

Section  7.  Before  any  bill  shall  be  paid  for  printing,  cut- 
ting, stitching,  folding  or  binding,  as  herein  provided  for,  the     . ''''■^'*'  °^ 
same   shall  be  verified  by  affidavit,  to  be  justly  and  correctly  P*^'"  ^^^ 
stated. 

Sections.  The  bills  shall  be  printed  in  folio,  with  pica  Printing  bills 
type,  and  on  foolscap   paper  number  two,  each  page  to  con- 
tain twelve  hundred  ems  as  near  as  possible  ;   the  journals 
and  documents  shall  be  printed  in   octavo   form,  with  long         "'"•'^ 
primer  type,  on  medium  paper  number  two,  of  good  quality, 
each  page  to  contain  fifteen  hundred  ems  as  near  as  possible. 

Section  9.  The  following  rules  shall  be  observed  in  the 
execution  of  said  printing,  viz  :  all  tabular  work  which  can  Rules  "for 
be  printed  upon  consecutive  pages,  without  destroying  its  printing 
proper  connection,  shall  be  so  printed;  and  tables  that  occupy 
more  than  one  page,  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  allowed  per 
page  according  to  measurement;  and  in  allorders  for  the 
printing  additional  documents  for  either  house,  they  shall  be 
printed  as  extra  copies  of  that  portion  of  the  journal  in  which 
they  are  contained,  and  the  price  of  the  paper  and  press  work 
shall  only  be  charged  :  Provided,  One  dollar  per  sheet  shall 
be  allowed  for  transposition  of  the  matter  of  extra  copies.

To  aathorize  the  Governor  to  incorporate  a  company  for  making  an  arti- 
ficial road  from  Butler  to  New  Castle. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  That  Jacob  Mechling,  John  Negley,  Andrew  Comms. 
Karns,  John  Bredui,  William  Stewart,  John  Gilraore,  Mau- 
rice Bredin,  William  Beatty,  John  L.  Maxwell,  Jacob  Sarber, 
James  Balph,  John  Dunn,  Jesse  Dodds,  James  Sullivan,  G. 
A.  Kirkpatrick,  William  H.  Thompson,  John  Moon,  Wil- 
liam Forester,  Robert  Craig,  Robert  Stewart,  John  Randolph, 
Joseph  Pollock,  John  Frazier,  John  Reynolds,  L,  L.  M'Guffin 
and  J.  Crawford,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  do 
and  perform  the  several  things  hereinafter  mentioned  ;  that  is 
to  say,  they  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  June  next,

who  shall  oiler  to  subscribe  in  the  said  books,  in  their  own  Subscribers 
name,  or  in  the  name  of  any  other  person  or  persons  who 
shall  duly  authorize  the  same,  for  any  number  of  shaies  in  the 
said  stock;  and  the  said  books  shall  be  kept  open  respectively, 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  at  least  six  hours  in  every  juridical        .bitoil 
day,  for  the  space  of  six  days,  or  until  said  books,  so  opened,       >yagM 
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shall  have  eight  hundred  shares  therein  subscribed :  and  if  at 
the  expiration  of  the  said  six  days,  the  books  aforesaid,  or

Notice  of  ad- ^^^'^  be  subscribed,  of  which  adjournment  and  transfer,  the 

journment  commissioners  aforesaid,  shall  give  such  public  notice  as 
occasion  may  require — and  when  the  whole  number  of  shares 
subscribed  in  all  the  said  books,  shall  amount  to  eight  hun- 
dred shares,  the  same  shall  be  closed. 

Section  2.  That  when  twenty  or  more  persons  shall  have 

subscribed  ore  hundred  or  more  shares  of  the  said  stock,  the 

•     -'        commissioners  shall  certify  under   their  hands  and  seals,  the 

names  of  the  subscribers,  and  the  number  of  shares  subscribed 

by  each,  to  the  governor;  and  thereupon,  it  shall  and  may  be 

Letters pat'nt  lawful  for  the  governor,  by  letters  patent,  under  his  hand  and 
the  seal  of  the  state,  to  create  and  erect  the  subscribers,  and  if 
the  "^subscription  be  not  full  at  the  time,  then  also  those  who 
shall  afterwards  subscribe  to  the  number  aforesaid,  into  one 
body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of 

Name  "  the  13utler  and  New  Castle  turnpike  road  company  ;"  and 

by  the  said  name,  the  subscribers  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, and  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a  cor- 
poration, and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  their  said 
capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of  en- 
larging the  same  from  time  to  time,  by  new  subscriptions,  in 
such  a  manner  and  form  as  they  shall  think  proper,  if  such 
enlargement  shall  be  found  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intent  of  this 
act,  and  of  purchasing,  taking  and  holding  to  them,  and  their 
successors  and  assigns,  and  of  selling,  transferring  and  con- 
veying in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  lesser  estate,  all  such  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments  and  estates,  real  and  personal,  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  works; 
and  of  sueing  and  being  sffed,  and  of  doing  every  other  matter 
and  thing  which  a  corporation  or  body  politic  may  lawfully 
do. 

Section  3.  That  the  commissioners,  as  soon  as  may  be, 
after  said  letters  patent  shall  be  sealed  and  obtained,  shall  give 
notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  Butler  and  New 
Castle,  aforesaid,  of  a  time  and  place  by  them  to  be  appointed,

Power 
construct  and  complete  a  turnpike  road  from  Buder,  by  way 
of  Portersville,  to  New  Caslie,  following  as  nearly  as  may  be 
found   expedient  and  practicable,  the  present  location  of  the 
public  road  heretofore  located  between  said  points,  and  shall 
have  like   powers,  authorities  and   privileges  necessary  for 
completing  and  carrying  on  said  turnpike  road,  and  be  subject 
to  ail  the  duties,  qualifications,  restrictions,  penalties,  fines, 
forfeitures  and  regulations,  as  to  entering  upon  land  and  taking 
material,  as  are  given  by  law  to  the  Butler  and  Mercer  turn-  Duties   re- 
pike  road  company,  and   shall  be  entitled  to  like    tolls  and  strictions 
profits  in  proportion  to  the  distance,  as  are  given  and  granted  ^°^'^  *'°* 
to  the  president  and  managers  of  said  Butler  and  Mercer  turn- 
pike road  company  by  the  several  acts  of  this  commonwealth:

To  abolish  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  city  and  county  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  first  Mon- 
day of  March  next,  the  act  of  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  Febru- 
ary, one  thousand  eiglit  hundred  and  forty,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  establish  a  court  for  the  trial  of  crimes  and  misdemeanors 
committed. in  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,"  is  hereby 
?lepeal  repealed;  and  from  and  after  the  said  first  Monday  in  March, 

the   court  of   general  sessions   for    the    city   and  county  of 
^  -      Philadelphia,  shall  cease  ;  and  the  commissions  of  the  several 

crim^essionsi^'^S^^  ^^  ^^^'^  court  shall  then  expire  and  be  of  no  effect: 
▼estedin  and  all  the  powers,  jurisdiction,  and  authority,  given  said 
court  of  oyer  court  by  said  act,  shall  be  vested  in  the  court  of  oyer  and 
and  terminer  terminer,  general  jail  delivery,  and  court  of  quarter  sessions 
qr  sessions     ^f  ^j^g  peace,  in  and  for  the  ciiy  and  county  of  Philadelphia.

Salary  &c.     receive  the  same  salary  and  compensation,  as  that  provided 

for  the  judges   of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  for  the  county 

of  Philadelphia,  by  the  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  incorporate 

the  Easton   iron  company,"  passed  sixteenth  of  July,  one 

thousand  eight  hundred  aud  thirty-nine,  before  its  repeal. 

Terms  of  Section  3.  And  the  court  of  oyer  and  terminer,  and  gene- 

oyer  &  termi- ygi  j^ji  delivery,  and  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace,  for  the 
^^^  ^^f^^"  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  shall  hold  six  terms  or  ses- 
sions in  the  course  of  each  year,  which  said  terms  or  sessions 
shall  commence  on  the  first  Mondays  of  March,  May,  July, 
September,  November  and  January,  respectively,  and  continue 
as  long  as  the  business  may  require. 

Section  4.  Anyone  of  the  judges  of  said  court  shall  have 
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full  power  and  authority  to  hold  said  court  for  the  trial  of  all  Who  may 
indictments,  except  in  cases  of  homicide,  when  there  shall  be  ^^^'^  *^<""^* 
two  of  the  said  judges,  and  also  for  the  passing  of  sentences, 
and  for  the  adjudication  of  cases  of  breaches  of  the  peace, 
master  and  apprentice,  for  the  punishment  of  all  contempts, 
and  to  make  such  orders  or  decrees,  and  render  all  such  judg- 
ments as  he  shall  consider  legal  and  equitable  in  such  cases 
as  he  has  jurisdiction,  and  if  the  business  of  the  court  shall 
at  any  time  require  it,  each  of  the  judges  may  hold  separate 
sessions  at  the  same  time,  for  the  trial  of  criminal  cases  over  " 

which  the  court  has  jurisdiction,  under  the  constitution  and  ^ 

laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  5.  The  court  shall  at  least  ten  days  before  the  Court  to  de- 
term,  or  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  decide  which  of  cide  who 
the  judges  shall  hold  the  courts  of  oyer  and  terminer,  and  shall  hold  ct 
general  jail  delivery,  and   quarter  sessions  of  the  peace,  for 
the  trial  of  indictments  and  other  cases,  of  which  one  judge 
has  juri^idiction,  by  this  act;  and  in  all  cases  which,  by  the        oyJjjQ 
same,  two  judges  are  required  to  try  a  case,  the  judge  holding 
the  court  shall  select  one  of  the  others  to  hold  the  court  with 
him,  and  also  when  he  is  unable  to  attend  the  business,  and 
it  is   necessary  that  another  judge  try  criminal  cases  at  the 
same  time,  and  in  case  of  the  inability  of  the  judge  assigned 
to  hold  the  term,  either  of  the   other  judges  shall  have  full 
power  to  supply  his  place,  without  any  previous  order  ;  and 
the  said  judge,  who  it  has  been  decided  shall  hold  the  court, 
shall  preside  during  the  session  :  and  in  all  cases  where  the 
judge,  who  tries  the  case,  has  suffered  to  be  entered  a  rule  to 
show  cause  why  a  new   trial  should   not  be  granted,  or  the 
judgment  arrested,  the  same  shall,  at  the  request  of  either 
parly,  be  heard  before  the  judges  of  the  court. 

Section  6.  The  jurisdiction  extended  to  the  court  by  this 
act,  shall  not  give  it  authority  to  appoint  any  high  constable 
for  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  but  it  is   authorized 
to  appoint  lip-staves  or  constables,  who  shall  have  power  to  Tip-staTea 
execute  its  process. 

Section  7.  Such  part  of  the  duties  incident  to  the  court, 
repealed  by  this  act,  as  is  now  performed  by  the  clerk  of  the 
court  of  general  sessions,  for  the  city  and  county  of  Phila- 
delphia, shall  continue  to  be  performed  by  the  said  clerk,  until  Clerk  duties 
the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  and  he  ^''' 
shall  be  entitled  to,  and  receive  all  the  fees  and  emoluments 
appertaining  to  the  performance  of  the  said  duties  ;  and  from  and 
after  the  expiration  of  the  terra  of  office,  for  which  the  said 
clerk  was  elected  in  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty,  the 
entire  duties  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  general  sessions 
shall  be  performed  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  ses-

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Supplementary  to  an  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  city  of 
Lancaster,"  passed  March  twentieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighteen. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commomveulth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city 
of  Lancaster  shall,  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  February,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  and  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  February,  in  each  and  every  year  thereafter, 
elect  by  ballot,  one  of  the  aldermen  of  said  city,  or  any  citi- 
zen of  said  city  qualified  to  be  elected  a  member  of  the  house 
of  representatives  of  this  commonwealth,  to  be  mayor  of  said 
city,  who  shall  perform  all  the  duties  which  the  said  mayor 
is  required  to  perform  by  the  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  incor- 
porate the  city  of  Lancaster,"  and  the  acts  supplementary 
thereto,  and  the  several  ordinances  of  said  city :  and  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive,  hold,  and  enjoy,  all  the  emoluments

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  .Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  'same.  That  the  deed  of  William  Stam- 
baugh,  and  wife,  to  David  Stambaugh,  for  a  certain  tract  of 
land  in  Centre  township.  Perry  county,  containing  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five  acres,  more  or  less  ;  and  the  deed  of  Da- 
vid Stambaugh,  and  wife,  to  William  Stambaugh,  for  a  tract  of 
land  in  Tyrone  township,  county  aforesaid,  containing  one 
hundred  acres,  more  or  less,  both  bearing  date  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December,  Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred

AN   ACT 

To  incorporate  the  town  of  Milesburg,  in  the  county  of  Centre,  into  a 
Borough. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the    Senate  and  House  of 
Bepresenfatives  of  the  CommomveaUh  of  Bennsylvania  in 
General  Jlssembly   met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.  That   the  town  of  Milesburg,  in  the 
county  of  Centre,  and  territory  included  within  the  following 
boundaries,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  the  junction   of  the  Bald 
Eagle  and  Spring  creek,  at  low  water  mark  ;  thence  up  the 
banks  of  said  Spring  creek,  to  the  line  of  James  Irvin  &;  Go's 
land ;  thence  along  the  same  south  eighiy-two   degrees  east  ' 
thirteen  perches   to  the   corner  of  Joseph    Miles'   meadow; 
thence  south  sixty-nine  degrees  east  forty-five  perches  to  turn- 
pike road  ;   thence  north  fifty-two  degrees  east  along  the  di- 
vision   fence  of  Joseph    Miles    forty-four   perches;    thence 
twenty-seven  degrees  west  fourteen  perches  to  corner  of  Wil- 
liam Lees'  lot ;  thence  north  sixty-four  degrees  east  sixteen 
perches  to  back  line  of  town  lots  ;  thence  north  fifiy-five  de- 
grees east  along  the  same  forty-three  perches  to  the  east  side 
of  Catharine  street;    thence    north  thirty-five   degrees   west 
along  the  east  side  of  Catharine  street  forty  perches  and  five- 
sixteenths,  to   the  corner  of   the   Baptist  church  lot ;  thence 
north  fifty-five  degrees  east  twelve  perches  to  the  east  corner 
of  school  house;   thence  north  thirty-five  degrees    west  ten 
perches  to  norlli  corner  of  grave  yard  ;  thence  north  eighty- 
six  degrees  west  along  the  line  of  grave  yard  sixteen  perches 
to   Catharine  street;    thence   north  thirty-five  degrees    west 
along  the  east  side  of  Catharine  street  thirty-two  perches  to 
Bald  Eagle  creek ;  thence  along  the  same  to  the  place  of  be- 
ginning; is  hereby  erected  into   a  borough,  which  shall   be 
called  and  styled  the  borough  of  Milesburg. 

Section  2.  That  the  inhabitants  of  said  borough,  entitled 
to  vote  for  members  of  the  general  assembly,  having  resided 
therein  one  month  immediately  preceding  the  election,  shall, 
on  the  third  Friday  of  March  next,  and  annually  thereafter  on 
the  same  day,  which  now  is  or  hereafter  may  be  fixed  bylaw 
for  the  election  of  constable,  and  other  township  officers 
within  this  commonwealth,  meet  at  the  now  school  house,  in 
said  borough,  and  then  and  there,  between  the  hours  of  one 
o'clock   and   seven  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  elect  bv   ballot, 
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one  of  the  citizens  who  shall  be  styled  the  burgess  of  said 
borough,  and  four  other  citizens  to  be  styled  the  town  coun- 
cil, one   assessor  and  two  assistant  assessors   of  the  county 
rates  and  levies,  tliree  school  directors,  one  to  serve  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  and  one  annually 
thereafter,  one  street  commissioner,  two  overseers  of  the  poor, 
and  two  justices  of  the  peace,  one  judge  and  two  inspectors 
of  elections,  which  election  shall  in  all  respects  be  conducted 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the  election  of  town- 
ship officers  within  this  commonwealth,  except  that  the  cer- 
tificates of  the  election  of  burgess,  town  council,  school  direc- 
tors, and  other  borough   officers,  shall   be    filed    among   the 
records  of  the  corporation:  ^nd  provided,  That  in  case  of pro^igo 
the  death,  resignation,  removal  or  refusal  to  accept  of  any  of 
said  oflaces,  the  vacancies  may  be  supplied  by  anew  election,  Vacancies 
in  all  cases  whereby  the  existing  laws  there  is  not  provision 
made  for  supplying  vacancies  by  appointment :  ^nd  provided 
further,  That  for  the  first  election  to  be   held  under  this  act.  First  election 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  Samuel  J.  Green,  John  T.   Hoover, 
Isaac  Buffington,  or  any  one  of  them,  to  give  notice  and  per- 
form all  the  duties   enjoined  upon  constables  by  the  existing 
laws  relative  to  township  elections,  and  in  case  no  election 
shall  be    held  on  the  first  day  mentioned,  they  shall  appoint 
some  other  day  and  perform  the  said  services  ;  but  previous 
to  opening  of  such  election,  such  of   the  citizens  entitled  to 
vote,  as  aforesaid,  as  may  be  present  at  the  time  and  place  of 
opening  the  same,  shallchoose  one  judge  and  two  inspectors 
and  two  clerks  thereof,  who  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  swearing  or  affirming 
election  officers,  and   they  shall  perform  the  duties  required 
of  them  by  law  relative  to  township  elections. 

Section  3.  That  the  burgess  shall  be  president  of  the  coun-  President 
oil,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  a  member  thereof  in  every  respect. 

Section  4.  That  the  burgess  and  town  council  shall  meet  Meetings 
on  the   first  Monday    next  succeeding  their  election,  in  each 
vear,  and  as  often  thereafter  as  occasion  may  require,  three 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business  ;  and  ihe^Liorum 
proceedings  of  a  majority  of  a  quorum,  when   there  is  one 
formed,  shall  be  valid.     They  shall  have   power,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  burgess,  to  elect  a  president  pro  lem.,  who  shall, 
in  the  case  of  death,  resignation,  refusal  to  accept  or  to  act,  or 
inability  of  the  burgess  to  attend,  perform  all  and  every  duty 
enjoined  on  the  burgess,  or  in  his  absence,  the  president  P^o  g      j^^j  j^^^gj, 
tern,  shall  have  power  to  call  special  meetings  of  the    coun- .^f^^ 
cil ;  but  in  all  cases  of  special  meetings,  personal  notice  shall 
be  given  to  every  member,  unless  absent  from  the  borough.

The  burgess  and  members  of  the  town  council  shall,  in  all 
cases,  continue  to  hold  and  exercise  the  duties  of  their  re- 
spective offices,  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  elected 
and  qualified. 

Section  5.  That  if  any  person  duly  elected  burgess  or 
member  of  the  tovi^n  council,  and  having  received  notice 
thereof  as  directed  by  this  act,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take 
upon  himself  the  execution  of  the  oflice  to  which  he  shall 
have  been  elected,  or  having  taken  upon  himself  such  duties, 
shall  neglect  to  discharge  the  same  according  to  law,  every 
such  person  so  refusing  or  neglecting,  shall  for  every  such 
offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars;  and  every 
other  officer  elected  or  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  the 
by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the  town  council,  aforesaid,  who 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take  upon  himself  the  execution  of 
such  office,  or  having  accepted  the  same,  shall  refuse  or  ne- 
glect to  perform  the  duties  thereof,  shall,  for  every  such  refu- 
sal or  neglect,  pay  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  burgess,  which  fines  and  all  other  fines  that 
may  be  incurred  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  by-laws  or  or- 
dinances of  the  town  council,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  said  cor- 
poration, and  shall  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  burgess 
and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Milesburg,  as  debts  of  like 
amount  are  recoverable  by  law :  Provided,  That  no  person 
shall  be  compelled  to  serve  more  than  one  year  in  any  terra  of 
three,  and  that  the  payment  of  a  fine  shall  be  equivalent  to  a 
service  of  one  year  in  any  office  :  t^nd  provided  further. 
That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  exonerate 
any  constable  or  other  officer  from  the  payment  of  any  fine 
or  penalty,  imposed  by  the  existing  laws  or  that  may  hereaf- 
ter be  enacted,  for  refusing  to  serve  in  such  office. 

Section  6.  Tlie  burgess  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath 
or  affirmation,  before  one  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  or  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  county  of  Cen- 
tre, to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  execute  the  office  of  burgess  of 
the  borough  of  Milesburg  with  fidelity;  and  when  so  quali- 
fied, he  shall  administer  an  oath  to  each  of  the  members  of 
the  town  council,  high  constable,  town  clerk,  clerk  of  the 
market,  (if  one  shall  be  appointed,)  and  such  other  officers  as 
shall  be  appointed  or  elected  under  this  act  or  any  by-law  or 
ordinance  of  said  borough,  before  they  shall  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  which  oath  or  affirmation,  so 
taken  and  subscribed,  shall  be  filed  among  the  records  of  the 
corporation. 

Section  7.  That  from  and  after  the  third  Friday  in  March 
next,  the  burgess  and  town  council  duly  elected,  and  their 
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fiuccessors,  shall  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the 

name  and  style  of  the   "  Burgess  and  Town  Council  of  the  Name 

Borough  of  Milesburg,"  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession  ; 

and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  to  have,  receive,  hold  and  possess 

goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tenements,  rents,  liberties,  juris-  t  -i     x-         j 

dictions,  franchises,  hereditaments,  to  them  and  their  succes-fj.^^jgjjjggg 

SOPS,  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise,  not  exceeding  the  yearly 

value  of  three  thousand  dollars,  and  also  to  grant,  sell,  let  and 

assign  the  same :  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  to  sue  and  be 

sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  law  in 

this  commonwealth,  in  all  manner  of  actions  whatever,  and 

to  have  and  to  use  one  common  seal,  and  the  same  from  time  Seal 

to  time,  at  their  will,  to  change  and  alter. 

Section  8.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  povver  to  pass 
and  enact  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances,  as  they  By-laws 
may  deem  necessary  to  promote  the  peace  and  good  order  and 
general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants,  and  well  being  of  said  bor- 
ough ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  keeping  in  good 
order,  the  side  walks,  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  public  squares, 
common  grounds,  lands,  wharfs,  landings,  or  other  property, 
whatsoever,  that  has  heretofore  at  any  time  been  granted  to 
the  use  of  the  citizens  of  Milesburg,  or  that  may  hereafter  be 
granted  to  the  use  of  the  corporation,  and  for  removing  nui- 
sances and  obstructions  therefrom,  and  the  same  to  alter,  make, 
renew,  or  annul,  as  the  occasion  may  require ;  and  also  to 
assess,  levy  and  collect,  and  appropriate  such  taxes  as  shall 
be  necessary  to  carry  their  rules  and  ordinances  into  effect, 
which  said  taxes  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  three  mills 
on  the  dollar,  except  by  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  taxa- 
bles  of  the  borough,  to  be  certified  under  their  hands  to  the 
town  council,  for  that  purpose.  They  shall  have  authority  to 
obtain  materials  for  improving  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  land- improving 
4ngs,  wharfs  and  public  grounds,  and  order  and  direct  the  streets 
manner  and  ways  in  which  the  same  shall  be  improved,  re- 
paired, and  kept  in  good  order.  They  shall  annually  appoint 
a  town  clerk,  treasurer,  collector  of-taxes,  clerk  of  the  market, 
when  necessary,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  and  the  same  to  remove  at  pleasure ;  the  officers 
to  be  appointed  by  the  council  shall  be  allowed  such  compen- 
sation as  the  council  may  fix  and  agree,  but  the  members  of 
the  council  themselves  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  compensa- 
tion for  their  services,  as  members  of  the  town  council.  The  .ig^^^"^^' 
council  may  remit  any  fines  or  penalties  that  may  be  incurred 
under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances,  when  in 
their  judgment  it  may  be  proper  so  to  do  :  Provided,  No  by-  Proviso 
law,  rule,  regulation  or  ordinance,  of  said  corporation,  shall 
be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States 
or  of  this  commonwealth,  and  that  no  person  shall  be  subjected 
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to  any  fine  or  punishment  for  a  violation  of  any  by-law  or 
ordinance  of  the  said  borough,  until  after  six  days  shall  have 
expired  after  the  promulgation  thereof,  by  at  least  four  copies 
of  the  same  being  put  up  at  the  most  public  places,  within  the 
said  borough,  and  signed  by  the  president  or  president  pro 
tern.,  and  attested  by  the  town  clerk.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  burgess  to  cause  all  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the 
council  to  be  carried  into  effect,  and  to  do  and  perform  all 
such  other  services  as  may  be  enjoined  on  him  by  the  game. 

Taxes  Section  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess  to 

issue  his  warrant  to  the  collector  as  often  as  occasion  may 
require,  commanding  him  to  collect  the  taxes  assessed  by  the 
town  council,  a  list  or  duplicate  of  which  shall  be  made  out 
and  delivered  to  said  collector,  and  to  pay  the  same  to  the 
treasurer ;  and  the  collector  shall  have  the  power  and  au- 
thority, in  the  collection  of  said  taxes,  as  the  collectors  of 
county  rates  and  levies,  and  may  be  proceeded  against  in  the 
same  manner  that  county  treasurers  or  county  commissioners 
are  authorized  by  law  to  proceed  against  the  collectors  of 
county  taxes,  when  they  neglect  to  collect  or  pay  over  the 

ProTiso  amount  of  their  duplicate  according  to  law  :  Provided,  That 

the  town  council  may  hold  appeals,  hear  any  complaint  in 
relation  to  the  assessment  of  the  said  taxes,  and  grant  relief, 
as  shall  seem  best,  at  any  lime,  and  also  exonerate  the  collec- 
tor from  the  payment  of  any  tax  that  may  be  impracticable 
to  collect ;  and  in  all  eases  of  any  tax  assessed  upon  any  va- 
cant or  unseated  lot  within  said  borough,  and  the  taxes  remain 
unpaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  collector  to  certify  the  same 
to  the  county  commissioners  of  Centre  county,  in  the  same 
manner  as  supervisors  of  the  roads  are  authorized  by  law  to 
return  road  taxes  on  unseated  lands,  and  the  county  treasurer 
shall,  in  the  like  manner,  collect  the  said  taxes,  or  sell  and 
convey  the  lot  or  lots  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  and  pay 
the  money  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  borough,  common 
school,  or  to  whatever  it  may  belong. 

Clerk's  dutj  Section  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  clerk  to 
attend  all  meetings  of  the  town  council,  when  assembled  on 
business  of  the  corporation,  and  perform  the  duly  of  clerk 
thereto,  and  keep  and  preserve  the  corporate  seal  and  records 
of  the  corporation,  and  be  answerable  for  the  same  ;  and  also 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  the  duties  which  may  be  en- 
joined upon  him  by  this  actor  of  the  acts  of  the  corporation ; 
he  shall  keep  a  fair  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  coun- 
cil, in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  ;  and  shall  enter 
all  by-laws  and  ordinances,  adoj)ted  by  the  council,  in  a  sepa- 
rate book  for  that  purpose,  and  when  signed  by  the  president, 
shall  attest  the  same.     He  shall  certify  copies  under  the  seal 
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of  the  corporation,  which  copies  of  any  book,  paper,  by-laws,  *'  ^]-^'if 
ordinance  or  proceeding  of  the  council,  when  so  certified  and 
attested  by  the  clerk,  shall  be  good  evidence  of  the  thing  cer- 
tified. He  shall  deliver  over  to  his  successor  the  seal  and  all 
the  books,  papers,  and  other  things  belonging  to  the  corpo- 
ration ;  and  upon  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do,  upon  demand 
made,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars,  and  be  accountable  for  all  damages  sustained  by  the 
corporation,  to  be  recovered  as  like  debt  and  damages  are  by 
law  recoverable. 

Section  11.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  Treasurer's 
receive  ail  moneys  due  to  the  corporation,  whether  for  taxes,  ""'•y 
fines,  donations,  or  in  any  other  way,  and  to  pay  out  the 
same  on  orders  of  the  president  or  president  pro  tern  ;  he  shall 
keep  fair  accounts  of  his  receipts  and  payments,  and  settle  his  ac- 
counts with  the  town  council  whenever  they  shall  require  the 
same  to  be  done,  and  pay  ovei*  all  moneys  or  balances  found  in 
his  hands,  and  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office,  all  books,  pa- 
pers and  accounts,  belonging  to  the  corporation,  or  pertaining  to 
his  official  duties,  when  demanded,  for  which  he  shall  give 
bond  to  the  burgess  and  town  council,  with  sureties  thereon, 
as  they  may  require. 

Section  12.  That  no  moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Money  ac- 
treasury  but  by  authority  of  the  council,  on  order^ signed  count  &c 
by  the  president  thereof,  and  attested  by  the  clerk.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  town  council  to  settle  the  accounts  of  street 
commissioner,  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  of  the  several  offi- 
cers, annually;  and  to  cause  a  fair ^^statement,  showing  the 
receipts  into  the  treasury,  and  how  the  same  shall  have  been 
expended,  to  be  published  by  the  town  clerk  every  year,  in 
the  month  of  March,  by  setting  up  at  least  four  copies  thereof 
in  the  most  public  places  within  the  borough. 

Section  13.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  all  persons  en- 
titled by  law  to  vote  for  burgess,  and  other  officers  of  the 
borough  of  Milesburg,  at  the  same  time  and  place  where  they 
vote  for  borough  officers,  to  elect  two  respectable  citizens  of  Constables   '■»?> 
said  borough  for  constables,  and  return  the  names  of  the  per-  ' 

sons  so  elected  to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the 
said  county,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  constable  of 
said  borough,  in  the  like  manner,  with  the  like  powers  and 
authority,  and  receive  like  fees,  and  be  subject  to  regulations  and 
penalties  as  are  provided  and  contained  in  the  laws  now 
existing,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  passed  concerning  consta- 
bles within  this  commonwealth  ;  and  the  said  constable,  so 
appointed,  shall  do  and  perform  all  the  duties  required  to  be 
done  by  the  high  constable  of  said  borough,  in  pursuance  of 
this  act  and  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  borough. 
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dis-  Section  14.  That  the  territory  within  the  limits  of  the 
said  borough  shall  be  a  separate  district  for  school  purposes, 
and  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  county  rates  and  taxes,  and 
shall  be  a  separate  election  district,  and  hold  all  their  elec- 
tions at  a  separate  window  of  the  school  house,  in  said  bo- 
rough ;  and  in  all  other  respecls,  shall  be  separate  from  the 
township  of  Boggs,  in  said  county:  and  that  all  jurisdiction 
and  powers  of  the  officers  of  said  township,  from  the  third 
Friday  of  March  next,  shall  cease  and  determine,  except  so 
far  as  to  collect  any  taxes  that  may  be  then  due  and  owing 
to  them  from  the  inhabitants  of  said  borough.

Dick,  Horace  Cullum,  Martin  Martzall,  John  M'Namara, 
Charles  Rich  and  Morrow  B.  Lowr/,  of  Crawford  ;  William 
S.  Rankin,  Lorin  Lusk,  James  M.  Power,  John  Reynolds, 
Samuel  Kerr  and  Samuel  Goodwin  of  Mercer;  James  Pat-

pany, at  which  time  and  place,  one  or  more  of  the  commis- 
sioners shall  attend  and  permit  the  commissioners  of  said

That  before  making  any  dividends  of  nett  profits,  as  afore- 
said, the  said  directors  shall  reserve  thereout  two  per  centum, 
to  be  invested  in  state  loans,  or  other  securities,  and  together 
with  the  accumulations,  to  constitute  a  contingent  fund  to  pro-  ' 

vide  for  extraordinary  repairs,  and  as  a  sinking  fund  for  the 
extinguishing  of  any  loans  which  said  company  may  make. 

Section  10.  All  mortgages  executed  and  acknowledged  Mortgages 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  by  said  company,  shall  be 
recorded  in  ihe  recorder's  office  of  one  of  the  counties 
through  which  said  canal  passes,  within  thirty  days  after  the 
execution  thereof;  and  when  so  recorded,  shall  be  as  good 
and  effectual,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  if  the  same  had 
been  recorded  in  all  the  counties  in  which  said  mortgaged 
property  lies:  and  thereupon,  the  said  company  may  receive 
loans,  and  issue  certificates  therefor,  in  sums  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars,  to  be  transferred  on  the  books  of  the  company.  And 
all  legal  proceedings  upon  said  mortgages  shall  be  instituted 
in  the  county  or  counties  in  which  the  same  may  be  recorded, 
and  upon  a  sale  of  the  mortgaged  property,  the  purchaser

Tested  in  the  said  corporation,  authorized  to  be  created  by  this 
act,  and  their  successors  forever,  together  with  all  the  surplus 
water  power  of  said  canal,  all  toll  houses,  implements,  and 
all  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  purchased  and  owned  by  the 
commonwealth,  for  the  use  of  said  canal:  Provided,  That  Proviso

whole  line,  from  New  Castle  to  Erie,  shall  be  completed,  and 
in  actual  use  for  the  transportation  of  merchandize,  through- 
out its  whole  length  :  Jind  provided  further,  That  the  legis- 
lature reserves  the  right  to  resume  the  possession  of  the  said  Legislative 
Beaver  division,  from  New  Castle  to  the  Ohio  river,  with  alF^®^"^^^*'*"* 
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the  privileges  and  franchises  hereby  granted  in  relation  to 
said  division,  if  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  secure  the 
interests  of  the  commonwealth  or  the  rights  of  any  other 
party  :  Jlnd  provided  further,  That  in  the  event  of  a  resump- 
tion by  the  state,  it  shall  be  had  on  such  terms  as  to  do  no  in- 
justice to  the  corporators  under  this  act.  And  all  persons 
using  French  creek  and  the  Franklin  line  of  the  Pennsylvania 
canal,  shall  have  the  use  of  the  French  creek  feeder  for  the 
passage  of  persons  with  their  horses,  boats,  merchandize  and 
other  commodities,  they  or  the  owners  thereof,  paying  no 
greater  toll  therefor  than  is  or  may  be  charged  to  other  per- 
sons using  said  feeder ;  but  no  toll  shall  be  charged  for  enter- 
ing into  or  passing  outof  said  feeder  from  and  into  the  Frank- 
lin line  of  said  Pennsylvania  canal.  Said  Erie  canal  company 
shall  keep  in  good  repair  the  out-let  locks  at  the  aqueduct,  on 
said  feeder  ;  said  out-let  locks,  and  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
water  through  said  feeder  for  all  navigable  purposes  on  the 
Franklin  line,  shall  be  subject  to  any  regulations  or  restrictions 
that  the  legislature  may  hereafter  make. 

Section  12.  The  said  company  shall  be  empowered  to 
charge  and  receive  tolls  for  the  passage  of  persons  and  mer- 
chandize on  the  said  canal,  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  limi- 
tations hereinafter  provided,  to  convey  passengers,  transport 
the  mail,  and  goods,  merchandize  and  commodities  (hereon, 
and  to  charge  and  receive  freight  therefor;  and  the  said  com- 
pany may  detain  any  boat  or  vessel  passing  through  the  said 
canal,  until  the  said  tolls  are  paid,  or  may  recover  the  same, 
as  debts  of  similar  amount  are  by  law  recovered  :  Provided, 
That  the  said  canal  shall  forever  be  and  remain  a  public  high- 
way for  the  passage,  at  all  times,  of  all  persons  w^ith  horses, 
boats  and  merchandize,  paying  toll  therefor,  under  such  gen- 
eral regulations  as  the  said  company  may  with  the  assent  of 
the  governor,  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  publish  :  Provi- 
ded however.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  be  permitted, 
without  the  license  of  the  said  company,  to  employ  steam 
power  on  the  said  canal. 

Section  13.  The  rates  of  toll  to  be  charged  and  received 
by  the  said  company  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  whole 
line,  and  at  no  time,  without  the  approbation  of  the  legisla- 
ture, shall  exceed  those  now  charged  on  the  Pennsylvania 
canal ;  nor  shall  the  rates  of  tolls  to  be  charged  and  received 
by  said  company  upon  articles,  passengers  or  boats,  coming 
from  or  bound  to  the  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  canal,  be  higher, 
for  each  mile  passed,  than  upon  similar  articles,  passengers  or 
boats  passing  through  the  entire  length  of  said  line. 

Section  14.  At  any  time  hereafter,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
commonweallh,  upon  the  passage  of  a  law  by  the  legislature 
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for  that  purpose,  to  resume  the  said  line  of  canal,  and  the  Power  of 
privileges  and  franchises  hereby  granted,  by  paying  to  the  ^*^*®  ^°  '^®'

To  protect  the  property  of  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  situated  without  the  city 
limits,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the   Seriate'  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
hereafter  throw  or  cast,  or  wilfully  suffer  to  fall  into  the  new 
reservoir  or  Stone  Quarry  Hill,  near  the  city  of  Pittsburg, 
Penalty  for     any  dead  animal,  or  any  putrid  or  corrupt  thing  whatsoever, 
polluting  wa»  or  any  noxious  or  offensive  matter  of  any  kind,  or  shall  do 
^^^  any  act  whatever,  to  corrupt,  pollute,  or  render  unwholesome, 

the  water  in  said  reservoir,  every  person  or  persons  so  offend- 
ing, shall,  for  each  and  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  a 
sum  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  magistrate  before  whom  suit  is  brought. 
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with  costs  of  suit,  and  to  be  recovered  in  the  same  manner  as 
debts  under  one  hundred  dollars  are  recoverable  ;  and  to  be 
recovered  by  any  person  suing  for  the  same,  one-half  for  the 
use  of  the  person  suing  for  the  same,  and  the  other  half  for 
the  use  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens  of  the  city  of 
Pittsburg. 

Section  2.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  hereafter 
cut,  deface,  mutilate,  or  otherwise  injure  any  part  of  the  build- 
ings, machinery,  stone  work,  or  wood  work,  attached  to  or  f  ^"^'ty  for 
connected  with  or  necessary  for  the  protection  and  preserva-  te-"wor^r^" 
lion  of  the  aforesaid  reservoir,  or  any  of  the  conduit  pipes,  fire 
plugs,  stop  cocks,  or  hydrants,  the  person  or  persons  so  of- 
fending, shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  such  ofTence,  a  sum 
not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided 
in  the  foregoing  section  :  Provided,  That  the  mayor,  alder- 
men, and  citizens  of  Pittsburg,  shall  be  entitled,  notwithstand- 
ing any  such  recovery  under  this  act,  to  recover  damages  to 
the  full  extent  of  any  injury  done  in  an  action  on  the  case 
against  the  person  or  persons  committing  or  doing  the  same. 

Section  3.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens 
of  Pittsburg,  to  make  use  of  any  of  the  public  highways, 
streets,  lanes,  or  alleys,  adjacent  to  said  reservoir,  for  the  pur-p  , 

pose  of  laying  down  or  re-laying  or  repairing  the  conduit  pipes'"  °   ^^ 
pipes,  and  the  usual  and  necessary   devices  connected  there- 
with, for  supplying  the  city  of  Pittsburg   and    surrounding  ^^ 
country  with   water :  Provided,  That  the  laying  down,  re-           "  •  ^*°T„ 
laying  and  repairing  said  conduit   pipes,  and  the  usual   and 
necessary  devices  connected  therewith,  shall  be  done  in  such 
manner  as  not  to  obstruct  the  passage  of  said  highways,  streets, 
lanes,  or  alleys,  and  that  all  damages  or  injury   done  to  said 
highways,  streets,  lanes,  or  alleys,  through  the  exercise  of  the 
privilege  hereby  granted,  shall  be  promptly  repaired  by  the 
said  corporation,  at  its  own  proper  cost. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  and  citizens  of 
Pittsburg  may,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  proceed 
to  recover  water  rents  due  and  unpaid  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Water  rent* 
city,  as   well  as  within  the  same,  in  the  same  way   as  city 
taxes  are  now  recoverable.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
JRepresentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.

Section  2.  If  the  owner  or  owners,  or  person  or  persons 
having  the  charge  of  any  ground,  fronting  on  any  footway,  so 
as  aforesaid  directed  to  be  curbed  and  paved,  in  whole,  or  in  pgn.u_  f  . 
part,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  have  the  footway  in  front  ofng„iect  of  pa. 
such  ground,  so  curbed  and  paved,  for  the  space  of  twenty  ving  &c. 
days  after  he,  she,  or  they,  shall  have  been  thereunto  required 
by  the  chief  burgess  or  assistant  burgess  of  the  said  borough, 
then  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  chief  or  assistant 
burgess,  to  cause  such  footways  to  be  paved  and  curbed,  and 
to  recover  the  amount  of  the  expense  thereof,  and  the  costs 
of  suit,  by  an  action,  in  the  name  ot  the  chief  burgess,  assis- 
tant burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Marietta, 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  court  having  jurisdiction, 
of  the  amount  of  such  expense;  and  the  tenant  in  possession 
is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  the  same,  and  defalk  the  amount 
thereof,  against  the  rent  which  may  be  then  due,  or  thereafter 
become  due,  for  such  ground,  and  the  same  when  recovered, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  said  borough,  for  the 
use  thereof:  Provided,  That  no  owner  shall  be  obliged  to  Proviso 
pave  or  curb,  or  defray  the  expense  of  curbing  or  paving  any 
footway  of  a  greater  breadth  than  three  feet  in  front  of  any 
lot,  whereon  a  dwelling  house  shall  not  be  erected,  and  that 
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said  paving  in  front  of  any  lot,  whereon  no  dwelling  house 
shall  be  erected,  may  be  done  with  bricks,  flag-stones  or 
gravel,  at  the  option  of  the  owner. 

Section  3.  If  the  owner  or  owners,  or  person  or  persons, 
norrepairhiff  ^^^'"S  ^^^  charge  or  possession  of  any  ground,  fronting  oa 
streets  &c.  a  footway,  wholly  br  partially  paved,  shall  suffer  the  same  to 
be  out  of  repair,  and  shall  neglect,  for  the  space  of  twenty 
days  after  he,  she,  or  they,  shall  have  been  required  by  the 
chief  burgess,  assistant  burgess,  or  other  officer  of  the  said 
borough,  to  put  the  said  footway  in  good  repair,  then  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  chief  or  assistant  burgess  to  cause  such 
footway  to  be  repaired,  and  proceedings  shall  be  the  same  as 
authorized  in  the  second  section  of  thi«  act,  as  to  curbing  and 
paving,  to  recover  the  expense  thereof,  and  costs  aforesaid. 

Swine  &c  Section  4.  It  shall  not  be  lawful   for  any  swine,  hogs, 

shoats,  or  pigs,  to  go  at  large  on  the  streets,  lanes,  courts,  or 
alleys,  in  the  said  borough,  whether  yoked,  or  ringed,  or  not; 
but  if  any  such  shall  be  found  running  at  large,  on  said 
streets,  lanes,  courts,  or  alleys,  such  swine,  hogs,  shoats,  or 
pigs,  shall  be  taken  up  and  impounded  by  the  high  constable, 
or  such  other  officer  as  the  town  council  may  authorize,  and 
the  owner  or  owners  of  such  swine,  hogs,  shoats,  or  pigs,  so 
taken  up  and  impounded,  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  for  the  benefit 
of  said  borough,  a  fine  not  exceeding  twelve  and  a  half 
cents  per  head,  for  each  and  every  such  head  of  swine,  hogs, 
shoats,  or  pigs,  so  taken  up  and  impounded,  togetlier  with  the 
costs  of  feeding  the  same ;  and  if  the  said  swine,  hogs, 
shoats,  or  pig«,  taken  up  and  impounded,  should  be  forcibly 
taken  or  let  out  of  the  said  pound,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said 
high  constable,  or  other  officer,  who  may  have  impounded 
the  same,  to  take  the  same  in  any  place  within  the  county  of 
Lancaster,  and  sell  them  in  the  same  manner  as  though  they 
had  not  been  taken  or  let  out  of  said  pound,  as  is  hereinafter 
provided  : — and  if  said  fine  and  costs  of  feeding  be  not  paid 
within  the  space  of  twenty-four  hours  after  such  swine,  hogs, 
shoats,  or  pigs,  are  impouiied,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
high  constable,  or  other  officer  having  impounded  the  same, 
to  advertise  the  same  for  public  sale,  at  the  expiration  of  five 

*^*^  T  ^^'  ^^y^^  by  at  least  three  advertisements,  put  up  in  some  public 
"houses,  in  said  borough,  and  proceed  to  sell  the  same  for  the 
best  price  that  can  be  got,  and  after  deducting  his  legal  fees 
for  feeding  and  selling  the  same,  he  shall  forthwith  pay  the 
balance  into  the  treasury  of  said  borough ;  and  the  treasurer, 
shall,  on  application  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  swine, 
hogs,  shoals,  or  pigs,  so  sold,  first  deducting  the  fine  afore- 
said, pay  the  balance  to  said  owner  or  owners,  if  applied  for 
within  one  year  after  such  sale,  and  if  not  applied  for  within 
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the  said  term  of  one  year,  the  same  sliall  become  forfeit  to  said 
borough,  and  be  applied  to  the  use  of  said  borough :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  town  council  by  ordinance  may  permit  swine, 
hogs,  shoals,  or  pigs,  to  run  at  large  during  such  time  in  each 
year,  as  they  may  deem  expedient.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in

be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  2.  That  the  alleged  lien  of  the  commonwealth  on 
all  the  lands  belonging  or  supposed  to  belong  to  the  estate  of  Lien  of  corn- 
John  Nicholson,  deceased,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  released  monwealth 
and  discharged,  as  fully  and  effectually,  to  all  intents  and  pur-  releasad 
poses  whatsoever,  as  if  the  same  had  never  existed  ;  and  the 
act  passed  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-five,  entitled  "An  Act  for 
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the  lirnilation  of  actions  to  be  brought  for  the  inheritance  or 
possession  of  real  property,  or  upon  penal  acts  of  assembly," 
shall  be  construed  to  apply  in  all  its  force,  to  all  action* 
brought,  or  to  be  brought  for  the  recovery  of  the  possessioa 
of  lands,  to  which  John  Nicholson  in  his  life  time  held  either 
the  legal  or  equitable  title — and  that  sales  of  said  lands  for 
taxes  under  the  act  of  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  amend  an. 
act,  entitled  '  An  Act  directing  the  mode  of  selling  unseated 
lands  for  taxes,  and  for  other  purposes,'  "  and  its  several 
supplements,  or  under  any  other  act  of  assembly,  shall  be 
held  as  legal  and  valid,  as  sales  of  other  unseated  lands  for 
taxes  ;  and  the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  benefits,  of  all  act» 
of  assembly  relating  to  the  sale  of  unseated  lands  for  taxes, 
and  the  provisos  in  the  twentieth  section  of  the  supplement 
to  an  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  authorizing  the  governor  to  incor- 
porate the  Tioga  navigation  company,"  passed  twelfth 
day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-two,  are 
hereby  repealed,  and  the  provisions  of  the  said  twentietli  sec- 
tion of  said  act,  as  to  a  valuation  for  improvements,  shall 
apply  to  all  cases  of  improvements  made  bona  fide  under  a 
tax  title. 

Section  3.  That  the  several  acts  of  assembly,  providing

estate  person  or  persons  claiming  under  him  and  them,  claim  a  title 

to  real  estate  ;  and  every  such  title,  conveyance  and  instru- 
ment of  writing,  not  being  recorded  according  to  said  acts, 
shall  be  null  and  void  against  bona  fide  purchasers,  and  against 
persons  in  possession,  under  any  title  claimed  from  the  com- 
monwealth, or  any  commissioner's,  or  treasurer's  sale. 

Patents  of  Section  4.  That  it  is    hereby    declared,  that   all   patents 

conimonw'th  granted  by  the  commonwealth,  do  pass  and  vest  the  entire 
estate  of  the  commonwealth  to,  and  in  the  patentees,  free  and 
clear  of  all  liens,  incumbrances  and  claims  of  the  common- 
wealth whatsoever,  prior  to  the  date  of  the  respective  patents, 
except  for  arrears  of  purchase  money. 

Grants  or  aa-      Section  5.  That  no  conveyance  or  assignment  of  lands 

BJgnments  ofg^^'^^*^^'  ^^  soldiers  and  widows  of  soldiers  of  the  revolution- 

Boldiers  &c.    ary  war,  made  by  such  soldiers  or  widows,  prior  to  the  dale 

of  the  respective  patents,  or  any  transfer  or  sale,  of  the  right 

of  said  soldiers  or  widows  by  them  executed  prior  to   the 

date  of   said  patents,  shall  invalidate  the  title  of  the  aaid 
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patentees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  unless  there  shall  be  con- 
tained in  said  patent  a  recital  of  such  deed,  conveyance, 
transfer  or  assignment,  or  unless  the  same  shall  have  been 
duly  recorded  in  the  proper  office  of  the  county  in  which  the 
lands  are  situated :  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained, shall  be  construed  to  confirm  or  render  valid  any  con- 
veyance or  transfer  by  such  soldier  or  widow  which  was 
prohibited  by  law. 

Section  6.  That  for  the  purpose  of  quieting  any  doubts  or  Quieting  ti- 
fears  of  the  security  of  the  titles  derived  from  the  common- ties 
wealth,  that  they  be,  and  hereby  are,  declared  to  be  good  and 
valid,  and  no  ways  impaired,  affected  or  incumbered  by  the 
said  lien,  but  that  the  owners  thereof  shall  hold,  possess  and 
enjoy  the  same,  as  fully,  freely  and  amply,  in  every  respect, 
as  if  the  said  lien  had  never  been  declared  or  created,  saving 
to  all  others  than  the  commonwealth,  their  several  rights  and 
interests  in  the  said  lands,  according  to  the  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth: Provided  hoivever,  That  if  any  person  shall 
recover  in  any  suit  of  ejectment  by  virtue  of  title  predicated 
on  the  claim  of  John  Nicholson,  against  any  person  or  per- 
sons deriving  his  or  their  title  from  this  commonwealth,  or 
holding  under  any  commissioner's  or  treasurer's  deed,  before 
any  writ  of  possession  shall  issue,  the  plaintiff  in  any  such 
suit  shall  pay  to  the  defendant  thereon,  all  taxes  which  may 
have  been  paid  on  any  land  so  recovered,  together  with  the 
legal  interest  thereon  :  Provided,  He  has  not  been  remu-  Proviso 
nerated  by  the  mesne  profits. 

Section  7.  That  all  bonds,  notes  and  agreements,  for  the 
payment  of  money  in  the  hands  of  the  Nicholson  court  and  •^*'"°s  on 
commissioners,  shall  be  delivered  over  by  them  to  the  slate  ^^  ^ 
treasurer,  and  the  auditor  general  shall  settle  the  accounts  of 
the  commissioners  for  their  daily  pay,  travelling  expenses  and 
clerk,  for  settling  the  estates  of  John  Nicholson  and  Peter 
Baynton,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  out  of  any 
moneys  arising  from  compromises  and  sales  of  Nicholson  and 
Baynton  lands :  Provided,  That  the  clerk  shall  receive  no  Proviso 
compensation  from  the  treasury  of  the  commonweahh,  if  it 
shall  appear  that  he  was  employed  by  ihe  heirs  or  creditors 
of  John  Nicholson  and  Peter  Baynton,  or  by  one  of  the  com- 
missioners for  his  own  benefit,  on  which  subject  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  auditor  general  to  lake  testimony  and  decide: 
^nd  provided.  That  the  auditor  general  shall  also  settle  print- 
ers bills  for  advertising,  in  the  same  manner. 

Section  8.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  all  the  Transfer  of 
records,  books,   papers,  diafts,  vouchers  and  documents,  in  records  &c. 
the  Nicholson  court  at  Harrisburg,  and  in  the  ofRce  of  the  of  Nicliolson 
commissioners  of  the  Nicholson  estate,  shall  be    transferred  *^°'^'^'' 
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to,  and  remain  under  the  care  and  control  of  the  surveyor 
general  of  this  commonwealth,  who  shall  deliver  copies 
thereof,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  his  office,  which  shall 
be  as  good  evidenc,e  in  any  court  of  this  commonwealth  as 
the  original  might  or  or  could  be,  and  the  fees  charged  for 
copies  shall  be  the  same  as  those  for  similar  papers  in  the 
Proviso  land  office  :  Provided  nevertheless,  That  the  heirs  and  rep- 

resentatives of  John  Nicholson,  deceased,  shall  have  free 
access  to  the  said  records,  books,  papers,  &;c.,  without  the 
payment  of  fees. 

Appeals  &c.  Section  9.  That  if  at  any  time  hereafter,  on  an  appeal  or 
from  Nichol- writ  of  error,  taken  from  the  orders  and  decrees  of  the  Ni- 
Bon  court  cholson  court  of  pleas,  to  the  supreme  court,  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  sixteenth  July, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  foity-two,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  authorize  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Luzerne  county, 
to  appoint  auditors  in  certain  cases,  and  for  other  purposes," 
the  decision  of  said  supreme  court  should  affirm  the  compro- 
mise or  sale  made  by  the  commissioners,  to  the  purchaser  of 
any  of  the  Nicholson  lands,  that  then,  and  in  that  case,  the 
governor  of  the  commonwealth  is  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  do  and  perform  whatever  may  be  necessary  in  the 
premises,  as  fully  and  effectually  as  the  said  court  could  or 
should  have  done  ;  and  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth 
shall  make  and  execute  deed  or  deeds,  to  said  purchaser  or 
purchasers,  agreeably  to  tiie  provisions  of  the  act  of  sixteenth 
April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  settle  the  estates  of  John  Nicholson  and  Peter  Bavn- 
lon." 

Pririleges  of  Section  10.  That  all  the  actual  settlers  who  reside  upon 
purchasers  the  lands  claimed  by  the  commonwealth,  as  belonging  to  the 
«&c.  estate  of  John   Nicholson,  and   who  have  compromised   or 

purchased  their  farms  or  possessions,  shall  have  the  privi- 
lege of  returning  to  the  treasurer  of  the  common wealtli,  any 
papers  or  evidence  of  title  received  from  the  commissioners 
to  settle  the  estate  of  John  Nicholson,  and  shall  have  their 
bonds  given  for  the  same,  cancelled  :  Provided,  That  noth- 
ing contained  in  the  second  section  of  this  act  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  allow  for  improveuienls  made  within  two  years 
after  a  sale  for  taxes,  under  the  act  of  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifteen.

AN  ACT 

Aatboriztng  F.  B.  Hubbard,  a  justice  of  the  peace,  to  take  testimony  and 
perpetuate  evidence  of  certain  records  of  his  office. 

Whereas,  The  dockets  of  Franklin  B.  Hubbard,  a  justice 
of  the  peace,  in  and  for  the  borough  of  Mercer,  Mercer  county,  Preamble 
have  been  stolen,  and  all  the  records  and  proceedings  tiierein 
lost.     For  remedy  whereof, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  ^^ssembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  the  said  Franklin  B.  Hubbard 
shall  procure  a  docket  or  dockets,  in  which  he  shall  enter  all 
judgments  and  proceedings  which  were  contained  in  the 
dockets  stolen  as  aforesaid,  in  all  cases  where  he  can  do  the  ^^  docket 
same  from  the  papers  on  file,  and  that  where  there  should  be 
an  allegation  of  the  payment  in  all  or  pait  of  any  judgment  so 
entered  by  any  defendant,  his  agent  or  attorney,  or  other  per- 
sons interested,  verified  by  the  oath  oraflftrmatiun  of  such  per- 
son, or  that  no  such  judgment  ever  existed,  the  said  justice 
shall  issue  a  scire  facias  to  revive  tlie  same,  in  which  the 
question  of  payment  or  of  the  existence  of  the  judgment  shall 
be  tried. ' 

Section  2.  That  where  tliere  is  not  sufficient  evidence  con- 
tained in  the  papers  on  file  to  enable  the  said  justice  to  rein- 
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Evidence  of  state  any  judgment  as  aforesaid,  the  said  justice  shall,  upon 
former  judg't  petition  of  the  plaintiff,  setting  forth  the  facts,  enter  upon  his 
docket  the  names  of  the  parties,  nature  of  the  suit  or  action, 
and  issue  a  summons  as  in  cases  of  original  suits,  and  the 
proceedings  thereon  shall  be  as  in  all  other  cases  when  they 
were  originally  brought.  And  the  said  justice,  and  in  case  of 
appeal,  the  court  shall  have  full  power  to  examine,  on  oath  or 
affirmation,  any  party,  touching  any  fact  necessary  to  aid  in 
making  up  the  records  of  said  justice,  and  in  ascertaining  such 
facts  as  the  justice  of  the  case  may  require,  and  after  final  judg- 
ment is  rendered,  the  said  justice  shall  proceed  in  all  respects 
as  in  case  of  other  judgments ;  and  the  records  so  made  up, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  in  all  respects, 
have  the  same  force  and  virtue  as  if  they  were  the  original 
records  in  the  respective  cases. 

Feea  Section  3.  The  fees  of  the  said  justice  shall  be  eighteen 

and  three-quarter  cents  in  all  cases  for  reinstating  judgments 
from  the  papers  on  file  ;  and  the  fees  for  issuing  process,  en- 
tering judgments,  swearing  witnesses  and  other  services,  shall 
be  regulated  by  the  fee  bill  now  in  force. 

Appeal  Section  4.   That  either  party  shall  have  the  right  of  ap- 

peal or  certiorari,  in  every  case  where  judgment  shall  have 
been  rendered,  either  on  scire  facias,  summons  issued,  or 
made  up  from  papers  on  file  in  the  office  of  said  justice ;  and 
the  court  to  which  such  appeal  or  certiorari  shall  be  so  taken, 
shall  have  full  authorily  to  enquire  into  all  the  facts  connected 
with  the  entry  of  such  judgment.

AN    ACT 

Erecting  parts  of  Northampton  and  Monroe  counties,  into  a  separate 
county,  to  be  called  Carbon. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
JRepresentatives  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  all  those  parts  of  the  counties  Boundaries 
of  Northampton  and  Monroe,  lying  within  tlie  following 
bounds,  viz:  Beginningat  the  north-west  corner  of  Northamp- 
ton comity,  thence  southwardly  along  the  said  county  line  till 
it  intersects  the  northern  line  of  Lehigh  county,  thence  east- 
wardly  along  the  top  of  the  Blue  mountain  to  the  south-west 
corner  of  Monroe  county,  thence  northwardly  along  the  Mon- 
roe county  line  and  continue  the  same  point  of  compass  in  a 
direct  line  through  Tobyhanna  township,  in  Monroe  county, 
to  such  point  as  may  strike  the  Luzerne  county  line,  thence 
westwardly  along  the  Luzerne  county  line  to  the  place  of  be- 
ginning, shall  be,  and  the  same  is,  according  to  the  foregoing 
lines,  declared  to  be  erected  into  a  separate  county,  to  be  called 
Carbon:  Provided,  That  the  territory  taken  from  Monroe  Proviso 
county,  shall  only  embrace  the  township  of  Penn  Forest,  and 
that  the  said  township  of  Penn  Forest  shall  constitute   the  s'fth^rffc 

whole  of  the  territory  taken  from  Monroe  county,  by  the  pro-  .■'■2:  •>".! 

visions  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  The  inhabitants  of  the  said  county  of  Carbon, 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  September  next,  shall  be  enti-  , 

tied   to,  and  at  all  times   thereafter,  have  all  and  singular  the    ^^"^       ^' 
courts,  jurisdictions,  offices,  rights  and  privileges,  to   which 
the  inhabitants  of  other  counties  of  this  state   are  entitled  by 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  3.  The  several  courts  in  and  for  the  said  county  of 
Carbon,  shall  be  opened  and  held  at  such  houses  as  may  be  When  held 
designated  by  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  to  be  elected 
at  the  next  general  election,  until  a  court  house  shall  be  erected 
in  and  for  the  said  county,  as  is  hereinafter  directed,  and  shall 
be  then  helcl  at  the  said  court  house. 

Section  4.  That  no  suit  or  prosecution  which  has  been 
heretofore  commenced,  or  which  shall  be  commenced  in  any  Suits  and 
of  the  courts  of  the  counties  of  Northampton  and  Monroe,  pf'^seeutions 
before  the  third  Monday  of  November  next,  shall  be  delayed, 
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discontinued  or  effected  by  this  act,  but  the  same  shall  be 
completed  and  carried  into  execution  by  the  sheriff  and  coro- 
ner of  the  aforesaid  counties,  respectively,  as  fully  and  com- 
pletely as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

Section  5,  All  taxes  and  arrears  of  taxes  laid,  or  which 
have  become  due  within  the  said  county  of  Carbon,  before  the 
passing  of  this  act,  and  all  sums  of  money  due  to  this  com- 
monwealth for  militia  fines  in  said  county  of  Carbon,  shall  be 
collected  and  recovered  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed : 
Provided  always.  That  the  money  arising  from  the  county 
taxes  assessed  or  to  be  assesseil  within  the  limits  of  the  said 
county  of  Carbon,  subsequently  to  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber last,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same  may  be  collected, 
that  part  thereof  which  was  assessed  in  the  county  of  North- 
ampton, to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  of  North- 
ampton, for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  county  of  Carbon,  until 
a  treasurer  shall  be  appointed  in  the  county  of  Carbon;  and 
the  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Northampton  shall  keep  sepa- 
rate accounts  thereof,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of 
Carbon  county,  as  soon  as  he  shall  have  been  appointed  ;  and 
whatever  part  of  said  taxes  that  have  been  assessed  since  the 
first  day  of  November  last,  may  remain  uncollected  in  the 
county  of  Carbon  at  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  the  treasu- 
rer thereof,  the  same  shall  be  in  the  usual  manner  and  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  county  of  Carbon  :  And  provided 
also,  'J'hat  the  same  order  and  proceedings  shall  likewise  be 
observed  on  this  subject  between  the  counties  of  Monroe  and 
Carbon. 

Section  6.  The  sheriff,  coroner  and  other  officers  in  the 
county  of  Northampton,  shall  continue  to  exercise  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices  as  heretofore  within  that  part  of 
Carbon  county,  which,  before  the  passing  of  this  act,  was 
within  the  county  of  Northampton  ;  and  the  sheriff,  coroner 
or  other  officers  of  the  county  of  Monroe,  shall  continue  to 
exercise  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  as  heretofore, 
within  that  part  of  Carbon  county,  which,  before  the  passing 
of  this  act,  was  within  the  county  of  Monroe,  until  similar 
officers  shall  be  appointed,  agreeably  to  law,  within  the  county 
of  Carbon;  and  the  persons  who  shall  be  appointed  associate 
judges  for  the  county  of  Carbon,  shall  take  and  subscribe  the 
requisite  oaths  and  affirmation  of  office  before  the  prolhono- 
tary  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  North- 
ampton, who  shall  file  a  record  of  the  same  in  the  office  of 
proihonotary  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of 
Carbon,  who  mtiy  be  appointed  at  any  time  after  the  passage 
of  this  act.

John  D,  Bowman,  Thomas  Weiss,  John  Fatz- 
inger,  Abram  Shortz  and  Samuel  Wolf,  are  appointed  trustees,    '^"?  !fdon 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  written  ofliers  of  donations  ^j^^^ 
in  real  estate  and  money,  towards  defraying  the  expenses  - 

of  the  lands  and  public  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  county 
of  Carbon,  which  written  offers  shall,  so  far  as  by  the  terms 
of  them  shall  be  applicable,  be  held  obligatory  on  the  per- 
sons who  have  made  them,  and  shall  be  delivered  over  to  the 
county  commissioners  of  Carbon  county  as  soon  as  such  shall 
be  elected,  and  shall  be  recovered  by  them  and  applied  as 
aforesaid,  and  if  real  estate,  the  same  may  be  sold  and  con- 
veyed by  the  said  county  commissioners,  and  the  money  ap- 
plied as  aforesaid;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commission- 
ers of  the  county  of  Carbon,  who  shall  be  chosen  at  the  next 
annual  election,  to  take  assurance  to  them  and  their  succes- 
sors in  office,  of  such  lot  or  lots  of  ground  as  shall  have  been 
designated  by  the  aforesaid  commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  thereon  a  court  house,  jail  and  offices  for  tlie  safe 
keeping  of  the  records  ;  and  the  county  commissioners  are 
hereby  authorized  to  receive,  by  subscriptions  or  donations, 
money  and  materials  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
said  lots  and  buildings  ;  and  they  also  are  hereby  authorized 
to  assess,  levy  and  collect  a  sufficient  sum  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses thereof,  and  for  building  a  court  house  and  prison,  or 
60  much  as  shall  be  needful  to  supply  deficiencies,  in  case  .  ,,'i 

there  shall  not  be  a  sufficiency  given  and  subscribed,  as  afore^ 
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said,  which  courthouse  and  prison  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  erect. 

Section  9.  The  judges  of  the  supreme  court  shall  have 
like  powers,  jurisdictions  and  authorities,  within  the  said 
county  of  Carbon,  as  by  law  they  are  vested  with  and  entitled 
to  have  and  exercise  in  other  counties  of  this  state ;  and  the 
said  county  is  hereby  annexed  to  the  eastern  district  of  the 
supreme  court. 

Section  10.  The  county  of  Carbon  shall  be  annexed  to 
and  compose  part  of  the  twelfth  judicial  circuit  or  district  of 
this  commonwealth  ;  and  the  courts  in  the  said  county  of 
Carbon  shall  be  lieldon  the  third  Mondays  of  February,  May, 
September  and  December,  in  each  and  every  year,  and  lo 
continue  one  week  at  each  term,  if  necessary;  the  first  court 
to  be  held  on  the  third  Monday  of  December  next. 

Section  II.  Certioraries  directed  to,  and  appeals  made 
from  the  judgment  of  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said 
county  of  Carbon,  and  all  criminal  prosecutions  which  may 
originate  in  the  said  county,  before  the  test  day  hereinafter 
mentioned,  shall  be  proceeded  in  as  lieretofore,  in  the  courts 
of  common  pleas  and  quarter  sessions  of  the  counties  of 
Northampton  and  Monroe,  respectively,  and  ail  process  to 
issue  from  the  courts  of  the  said  county  of  Carbon,  returna- 
ble to  the  first  term  in  the  said  county,  shall  bear  test  on  the 
third  Monday  of  October  next.

To  incorporate  the  Washington  Mutual  Insurance  company. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  ^^ssembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  there  shall  be  established  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  an  insurance  compan)%  for  marine,  in- 
land navigation  and  transportation,  and  fire  risks,  to  be  called 
"The  Washington  Mutual  Insurance  company,"  and  by  that 
name  shall  be  capable  by  law  to  take,  hold  and  dispose  of  the 
estates  and  securities  mentioned  in  this  act,  and  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  and  to  receive  and  make  all 
deeds,  transfers,  contracts,  covenants  and  conveyances  what- 
soever, and  to  make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  generally  to  do  every 
other  act  or  thing  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  to  promote  the  objects  and  designs  of  the  said 
corporation. 

Section  2.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  have

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Peny-isylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  and  the  acceptance  thereof  by  the  stockholders  of  the

The  directors  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
November,  in  each  and  every  year,  cause  S  balance  to  be 
struck  of  the  affairs  of  the  company,  and  if  there  shall  be  a 
surplus  after  paying  losses  and  expenses  of  the  coinpany  for 
the  year  preceding  the  same,  ihey  shall  first  set  aside  six.  per 
cent,  on  the  actual  value  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company, 
out  of  the  said  surplus,  which  valuation  shall  be  estimated  by 
said  directors,  for  that  purpose,  and  the  balance  shall  be  divided 
pro  rata  among  the  insured  members  and  the  stockholders.

No  certificate  shall  issue  for  any  sum  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars,  nor  for  any  fractional  part  of  five  dollars  ;  Certificate 
the  said  certificates  shall  not  be  transferable,  except  on  the 
books  of  the  company,  and  a  transfer  book  shall  be  kept  for 
that  purpose  ;  no  certificate  shall  issue  to  any  person  who  is 
in  debt  to  said  company,  and  no  transfer  shall  be  permitted  so 
long  as  the  holder  is  indebted  to  said  company ;  certificates 
shall  be  subject  to  and  bound  by  any  judgment  the  company 
may  obtain  against  the  holder  thereof,  and  the  interest  of 
such  holder  may  be  sold  under  an  execution  issued  on  said 
judgment,  as  any  other  species  of  personal  chattel.

This  act  shall  have  full  force  and  efiect,  as 
soon  as  stockholders  holding  upwards  of  one-half  of  the  capi- 
tal slock  of  the  said  company  shall  have  signified  (heir  assent 
thereto  in  writing,  by  themselves,  or  their  attorney  duly  con- 
stituted, which  said  assent  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  for 
recording  deeds,  in  and  for  the  city  and  county  of  Philadel- 
phia, a  certified  copy  whereof,  under  the  seal  of  said  office,

^''"  the  commonwealth,  who  previously  to  entering  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  respectively  execute 
to  the  commonwealth  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, with  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by 
the  governor,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  of  their  offices  respectively,  which  bonds  shall  be  de- 
posited in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth.

in  octavo  form,  on  neat  long  primer  type,  each  page  to  con- 
tain as  near  as  may  be,  two  thousand  one  hundred  ems, 
except  rule  and  figure  work,  which  shall  be  in  brevier  or 
smaller  type,  whenever  such  work  shall  exceed  one  page;  and 
in  no  case  hereafter  shall  any  tables,  or  rule  and  figure  work 
be  printed  except  in  consecutive  pages,  of  octavo  form.  The 
bills  in  folio  form,  on  pica  type,  each  full  page  to  contain  not

Folding 
stitch,  collate,  bind  and  deliver  to  the  proper  departments  of  stitching  &c.

and  other  papers   and  documents,  as  shall  be  required  to  be 
folded,  gathered,  collated,  bound  and  stitched,  for  which  they 
shall  be  paid  at  the  following  rates,  to  wit;     When  a  docu- 
ment does  not  exceed  one  sheet,  fifty  cents  for  one  hundred"*'^  ^ 
copies,  and   twenty-five  cents  per  hundred  copies  for  every 
additional  sheet.

the  state  printers ;  and  the  clerks  of  the  respective  houses  of 
the  legislature,  shall  each  furnish  a  copy  of  the  journals,  bills, 
reports,  messages,  and  other  papers  and  documents,  without 
delay.     And  the  state  printers  shall  not  be  accountable  for

That  if  any  error  be  committed  in  executing 
any  part  of  the  printing,  as  aforesaid,  by  which  the  sense  or  'i'^^^®  '" 
meaning  may  be  altered,  the  state  printer  who  shall  commit^  "^ 
such  error,  shall  forfeit  to  the  slate  the  amount  of  the  com- 
pensation to  which  he  may  have  been  entitled  for  com- 
position, press-work  and  paper,  if  furnished  by  the  state,  of 
the  whole  sheet  of  any  laws,  journal,  report,  message,  or 
other  paper  or  document  in  which  such  error  may  be  found  ; 
and  shall  be  accountable,  and  pay  for  all  paper  furnished  by 
the  state  which  may  be  injured  or  lost,  by  reason  of  such 
error — and  the  amount  so  forfeited  shall  be  charged  to  the 
account  of  such  such  state  printers,  by  the  auditor  general.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.  That  for  the  purpose  of  electing  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people  of  Pennsylvania,  to  serve  in  the 
house  of  representatives  in  the  congress  of  the  United  Stales, 
this  state  shall  be  divided  into  tv^'enty-four  districts  as  fol- 
lows : 

First. — Southwark,  Moyamensing,  and  Passyunk,  and 
Cedar  Ward  and  New  Market  Ward,  of  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia, shall  compose  the  first  district,  and  elect  one  represen- 
tative. 

Second. — The  city  of  Philadelphia,  except  Cedar  Ward 
and  New  Market  Ward,  shall  compose  the  second  district, 
and  elect  one  representative. 

Third. — The  Northern  Liberties  and  Spring  Garden,  in 
the  county  of  Philadelphia,  shall  compose  the  third  district, 
and  elect  one  representative. 

Fourth. — Kensington,  North  and  South  Penn,  Roxbo- 
rough,  Germantown,  Bristol,  Unincorporated  Northern  Libsr- 
ties,  Oxford,  Lower  Dublin,  Byberry  and  Moreland,  Block- 
ley,  West  Philadelphia  and  Kingsessing,  in  the  county  of 
Philadelphia,  shall  compose  the  fourth  district,  and  elect  one 
representative. 

Fifth. — The  counties  of  Delaware  and  Montgomery  shall 
be  the  fifth  district,  and  elect  one  member. 

Sixth. — The  counties  of  Bucks  and  Lehigh  shall  be  the 
sixth  district,  and  elect  one  member. 

Seventh. — The  county  of  Chester  shall  be  the  seventh  dis- 
,,  trict,  and  elect  one  member. 

%.    Eighth. — The  county  of  Lancaster  shall  be  the  eighth  dis- 
-  trict,  and  elect  one  member. 

Ninth. — The  county  of  Berks  shall  be  the  ninth  district, 
and  elect  one  member. 
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Tenth. — The  counties  of  Northampton,  Monroe.  Pike  and 
Wayne,  shall  be  the  tenth  district,  and  elect  one  member. 

Eleventh. — The  counties  of  Luzerne,  Columbia  and  Wyo- 
ming,  shall  be  the  eleventh  district,  and  elect  one  member. 

Tivelflh. — The  counties  of  Bradford,  Susquehanna  and 
Tioga,  shall  be  the  twelfth  district,  and  elect  one  member. 

Thirteenth. — The  counties  of  Lycoming,  Northumberland, 
Union  and  Clinton,  shall  be  the  thirteenth  district,  and  elect 
one  member. 

Fourteenth. — The  counties  of  Dauphin,  Lebanon  and 
Schuylkill,  shall  be  the  fourteenth  district,  and  elect  one  mem- 
ber. 

Fifteenth. — The  counties  of  Adams  and  York  shall  be  the 
fifteenth  district,  and  elect  one  member. 

Sixteenth. — The  counties  of  Cumberland,  Perry  and 
Franklin,  shall  be  the  sixteenth  district,  and  elect  one  member. 

Seventeenth. — The  counties  of  Centre,  Huntingdon,  Juni- 
ata and  Mifflin,  shall  be  the  seventeenth  district,  and  elect  one 
member. 

Eighteenth. — The  counties  of  Greene,  Fayette  and  Som- 
erset, shall  compose  the  eighteenth  district,'  and  elect  one 
member. 

Nineteenth. — The  counties  of  Westmoreland,  Bedford  and 
Cambria,  shall  compose  the  nineteenth  district,  and  elect  one 
member. 

Twentieth. — The  counties  of  Washington  and  Beaver  shall 
compose  the  twentieth  district,  and  elect  one  member. 

Twenty-first. — The  county  of  Allegheny  shall  compose 
the  twenty-first  district,  and  elect  one  member. 

Twenty-second. — The  counties  of  Venango,  Mercer  and 
Crawford,  shall  compose  the  twenty-second  district,  and  elect 
one  member. 

Twenty-third. — The  counties  of  Erie,  Warren,  M'Kean, 
Clarion,  Potter  and  Jefl^erson,  shall  compose  the  twenty-third 
district,  and  elect  one  member. 

Twenty-fourth. — The  counties  of  Butler,  Armstrong,  In- 
diana and  Clearfield,  shall  compose  the  twenty-fourth  district, 
and  elect  one  member. 

Section  2.  That  the  election  of  representatives,  to  serve 
in  the  house  of  representatives  of  the  congress  of  the  United 
Slates,  agreeably  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and 
the  direction  of  this  act,  shall  be  held  by  the  citizens  of  this 
state,  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  stale  legislature, 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  next,  for  the   twenty- 
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eighth  congress,  and  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  for  the  twenty-ninth 
congress,  and  in  every  second  year  thereafter,  until  an  enu- 
meration of  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States  shall  be  taken 
agreeably  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States, 
at  the  same  places,  respectively,  under  the  care  and  direction 
of  the  same  officers,  and  subject  to  all  the  laws,  penalties,  rules 
and  regulations  now  in  force  for  the  conducting  and  governing 
elections  within  this  commonwealth. 

Section  3.  The  returns  of  the  election  held  under  this  act, 
shall  be  made  at  the  times  and  manner  prescribed  for  making 
returns  of  elections  by  the  seventy-sixth,  seventy-seventh, 
seventy-eighth,  seventy-ninth,  eightieth,  eighty-first,  eighty- 
second,  eighty-third,  eighty -fourth,  eighty-fiftli  and  eighty- 
sixth  sections  of  the  consolidated  acts  regulating  elections 
within  this  commonwealth,  passed  the  second  day  of  July, 
A.  D.,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine. 

Section  4,  The  judges  of  the  first,  second,  third,  and 
fourth  districts,  shall  meet  at  the  state  house,  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia.

Relative  to  the  duties  of  Borough  Constable,  in  the  borough  of  Ebensburg. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  oj 
Representatives  of  the  Commomoealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  the  high  constable  of  the  borough  of  Ebensburg,  in  the 
county  of  Cambria,  shall  have,  exercise  and  possess,  within 
the  limits  of  said  borough  and  township  of  Cambria,  in  the 
said  county  of  Cambria,  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  con- 
stables elected  in  the  several  townships  in  said  county  ;  and 
before  he  shall  enter  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  and

Relative  to  the  county  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  sheriff 
_.  -  ,  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  on  the  first  Monday  of  every 
^^joB  er-  j^Qj^^j^^  ^Q  exhibit  to  the  county  treasurer,  an  account  of  all 
sums  of  money  which  he  or  his  deputies  may  have  received 
during  the  month,  for  or  on  account  of  the  county,  and  pay 
over  the  same  without  deduction  or  abatement  to  the  said 
treasurer.  The  said  account  to  be  verified  by  the  oath  or 
affirmation  of  the  said  sheriff  and  his  deputy.

Section  2.  That  if  any  deputy  sheriff,  bailiff,  jailor,  or 
other  officer  employed  by  the  high  sheriff  of  the  county  of 
Philadelphia,  shall  take,  demand  or  receive  any  fee  or  charge, 
other  or  greater  than  that  wliich  is  now  allowed  by  law,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county, 
on  complaint  being  made,  to  grant  a  rule  on  the  said  sheriff, 
returnable  within  ten  days,  to  show  cause  why  said  deputy, 
bailiff,  jailor  or  other  officer  should  not  be  forthwith  dismissed 
from  office;  and  if  on  return  of  the  said  rule,  due  notice  be 
given  to  all  parties  interested,  there  be  a  default  to  appear  and 
show  cause,  and  the  fact  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
said  court,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  court  to  make  the 
same  absolute  and  to  enforce  obedience  thereto  by  attachment : 
Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  repeal  any  existing  remedies  or  penalties  for  taking  illegal 
fees  :  And  provided,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the 
sheriff  during  his  term  of  service  to  re-appoint  any  officer  so 
as  aforesaid  dismissed. 

Section  3.  That  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Philadel- 
phia shall  determine  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  re- 
ceived by  the  persons  employed  under  the  direction  of  the 
said  court,  to  count  the  ballots  in  the  contested  election  of 
county  officers  of  said  county,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-two;  and  if  the  judges  of  said  court  shall 
be  of  opinion  that  the  complaint  was  made  without  probable 
cause,  the  petitioners  and  every  of  them  shall  be  liable  for  all

borough  of  Easlon,  in  said  county,  to  fix  the  minimum  age 

at  which  children  in  said  borough  shall  be  admitted  into  the 

common   schools,  and    for   other   purposes,"  approved   the 

twenty-first  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 

forty. 

Section  5.  That  the  second  section  of  an  act  passed  the 
eleventh  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
three,  entitled  "  An  Act  relative  to  school  directors  in  the 
first  school  district,"  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  ^*'"*'°^  *^^*  * 
the  school  directors  elected  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty  three,  from  electing  controllers  of  the  public 
schools  on  the  first  Monday  in  June ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  school  directors  elected  for  the  present  year,  to  classify 
themselves  at  any  time  before  the  first  day  of  July  next,  in 
accordance  with  the  fourth  section  of  a  further  supplement  to 
an  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  education  of  chil- 
dren at  the  public  expense  within  the  city  and  county  of  Phila- 
delphia," passed  the  twelfth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-two  ;  but  they  shall  perform  no  further  or 
other  duties  by  virtue  of  their  election,  until  the  first  day  of 
July  next ;  and  the  directors  shall  hereafter  elect  controllers 
of  the  public  schools  on  the  first  Monday  in  June  annually. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court  having  criminal 
jurisdiction  for  the  trial  of  all  indictments  in  the  city  and  Jurora  draw- 
county  of  Philadelphia,  to  issue  writs  of  venire  facias  for  the  ing  &c. 
drawing,  summoning  and  returning  of  grand  and  petit  jurors 
for  the  criminal  courts,  and  the  pannel  for  petit  jurors  shall 
hereafter  be  drawn  from  the  same  wheel  from  which  the  ju- 
rors in  civil  cases  now  or  hereafter  may  be  drawn  ;  and  the 
proper  officers  shall  at  all  times  have  said  wheel  supplied  with 
a  sufficient  number  of  names  of  competent  jurors  for  that 
purpose. 
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Section  7.  The  commissioners  of  the  incorporated  district 
of  the  Northern  Liberties,  in  the  coimty  of  Philadelphia,  are 
hereby  authorized  to  pave  the  streets  and  alleys  remaining 
unpaved  in  said  district,  whenever  they  may  deem  proper, 
and  charge  the  cost  of  said  paving  to  the  owners  of  property 
on  the  streets  and  alleys  so  paved,  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
now  done  by  said  commissioners ;  and  the  said  commission- 
ers shall  have  the  same  remedies  as  are  now  provided  by  the 
laws  of  this  commonwealth  for  collecting  the  same. 

Section  8.  That  the  ninth  section  of  the  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  relating  to  executions,  and  for  other  purposes,"  passed 
the  sixteenth  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty, 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  include  all  claims  and  demands 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of  the  proper  court,  be- 
fore the  passage  of  the  said  act,  that  would  be  included  in  the 
provisions  of  the  said  ninth  section,  if  filed  on  record  or  entered 
after  the  passage  of  the  same  ;  and  that  the  same  proceedings 
may  be  bad  thereon  by  scire  facias,  as  are  prescribed  by  the 
tenth  section  of  the  said  act,  in  relation  to  claims  filed  under 
the  said  ninth  section  :  Provided,  The  said  claims,  nor  any 
of  those  filed  under  the  said  ninth  section  shall  not  remain  a 
lien  more  than  five  years,  unless  renewed  by  scire  facias. 

Section  9,  That  the  tenth  and  fourteenth  sections  of  an 
act  passed  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-two,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  government,  the  payment  of  the  interest 
on  the  state  debt,  receiving  proposals  for  the  sale  of  the  pub- 
lic works,  and  for  other  purposes,"  requiring  that  a  board  of 
revision  be  organized  in  the  several  counties  of  the  common- 
wealth, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  in  and  for  the  city 
and  county  of  Philadelphia  ;  and  the  taxes  assessed  for  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  shall  be 
valid  and  legal,  as  though  such  board  had  been  organized  and 
held. 

Section  10.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  all 
streets,  lanes  and  alleys  in  the  limits  of  the  borough  of  Mana- 
yunk,  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  now  opened  and  travelled 
upon,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  declared  public  highways ; 
and  all  other  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  rnarked  upon  a  plan  of 
survey  of  said  borough  not  now  opened,  shall  be  subject  to 
existing  laws  for  opening  public  roads. 

Section  11.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
all  recognizances  of  bail  for  the  appearance  of  any  one 
charged  with  a  criminal  offence,  which  are  forfeited  before  the 
court  of  oyer  and  terminer  and  general  jail  delivery,  or  quar- 
ter sessions  of  the  peace,  or  the  court  having  jurisdiction  of 
criminal  cases,  in  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  or  in 
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either  of  the  said  courts,  which  have  been  taken  before  either 
of  the  jiulges  of  said  court,  or  before  any  alderman  or  justice 
of  the  peace  in  said  city  and  county,  and  returned  to  either  of 
said  courts,  shall  be  sued  and  prosecuted  in  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  for  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  in  no 
other  court. 

Within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  each  term  certificate  of 
of  the  court  having  criminal  jurisdiction  of  offences  commit- forfeited  re- 
ted  within  said  city  and. county,  the  clerk  thereof  shall  certify  cognizances 
to  the  county  treasurer  all  recognizances  that  have  been  for- 
feited during  the  term,  the  names  of  the  recognizors,  their 
place  of  residence  and  occupation,  if  known  to  him,  and  the 
amount  of  the  recognizance^  the  day  when  forfeited,  and  all 
the  record  relative  thereto  ;  and  the  said  county  treasurer  shall 
forthwith  proceed  to  collect  the  same,  by  suit  or  otherwise ; 
and  the  county  auditors  shall  annually  charge  him  with  the 
amount  of  each,  if  collected  or  collectable,  unless  he  has  used

Anthorizing  the  appointment  of  an  Inspector  of  sole,  rough  harness  and 
rough  skirting  leather,  in  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.  That  the  governor  shall  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  required  within  two  months  from  and  °'®.''"°'  *° 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  every  third  year  thereafter, 
to  appoint  a  suitable  person  of  experience  and  skill  in  regard 
to  the  various  qualities  of  said  article,  and  who  shall  have 
served  a  regular  apprenticeship  at  the  tanning  or  currying  busi- 
ness, and  afterwards  been  engaged  at  least  seven  years  in 
working  at  or  dealing  therein,  to  be  an  inspector  of  sole 
leather,  rough  harness  and  rough  skirting  leather  in  the  city 
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and  county  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  term  of  three  years  next 
ensuing  his  appointment,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  ap- 
pointed and  qualified. 

Section  2.  That  every  such  inspector  before  he  enters 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  take  and  subscribe  before 
some  person  authorized  to  administer  the  same,  the  following 
oath  or  affirmation  :  "  I  do  solemnly  and  sincerely  swear  or 
affirm,  (as  the  case  may  be,)  that  I  will  faithfully,  truly  and 
impartially  execute  and  perform  the  duties  of  inspector  of  sole 
leather,  rough  harness  and  rough  skirting  leather,  in  the  city 
and  county  of  Philadelphia,  according  to  the  best  of  my  judg- 
ment and  abilities;"  which  said  oath  or  affirmation  when 
taken  and  reduced  to  writing,  he  shall  cause  to  be  filed  among 
the  records  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county. 
Every  such  person  shall  moreover,  before  entering  on  the 
duties  of  his  office,  execute  a  bond  to  the  commonwealth  in 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  with  such  surety  as  shall 
be  approved  by  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  aforesaid,  or  by 
at  least  two  of  the  judges  thereof  in  vacation,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by 
law  ;  which  bond  shall  be  for  the  use  of  all  persons  who  may 
be  aggrieved  by  the  acts  or  neglect  of  such  inspector. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  such  inspec- 
tor to  provide  both  himself  and  such  deputy  or  deputies  as  he 
may,  under  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained,  from  time  to 
time  appoint,  vith  such  and  so  many  proper  scales,  weights 
and  stamps  as  may  be  required  for  the  convenient  and  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  imposed  by  this  act;  and  it  shall 
be  his  duty  when  thereunto  required,  to  go  himself  or  send 
some  deputy  to  inspect  any  sole  leather,  rough  harness  or 
rough  skirting  leather  within  the  limits  of  said  city  and  county, 
and  the  manner  of  inspecting  and  marking  shall  be  as  follows, 
viz  :  Each  side  of  leather  shall  be  accurately  weighed  and  the 
weight  thereof  stamped  or  branded  thereon  in  plain,  strong  and 
legible  figures,  expressing  the  number  of  pounds  and  quarter 
pounds  if  any;  and  the  quality  of  each  side  shall  also  be 
stamped  or  branded  thereon  in  plain,  strong  and  legible  let- 
ters according  to  the  following  directions,  that  is  to  say — if 
the  side  is  of  good  quality  of  hide  and  of  the  best  manufac- 
ture there  shall  be  stamped  or  branded  on  it  the  word  "best;" 
if  the  side  is  of  good  quality  of  hide  and  of  good  manufacture 
the  word  "good;"  if  the  side  is  of  good  quality  of  hide  but 
of  bad  manufacture  the  word  "  bad  j"  and  if  the  side  is  dam- 
aged the  word  "damaged."  There  shall  also  be  stamped  or 
branded  on  each  side  "  inspected,"  the  surname  of  the  in- 
spector, and  the  word  "  Philadelphia." 

Section  4.  No  such  inspector  shall  inspect  cr  permit  to  be 
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inspected  any  leather  which  is  unrnerchantably  damp,  and  in 
all  cases  in  which  any  side  or  sides  of  leather  inspected  in  I^^^^'hty  of 
pursuance  of  tlie  provisions  of  this  act  shall  fall  short  of  the  Inspectors 
inspection  weight  marked  thereon,  equal  to  five  per  cent., 
such  inspector  shall  be  liable  to  the  owner  of  the  same  in  an 
action  of  debt  with  costs  before  any  alderman  or  justice  of 
the  peace  for  all  such  deficiency  ;  and  in  all  cases  in  which 
any  side  or  sides  of  leather  being  merchantably.  dry  shall  ex- 
ceed the  inspection  weight  marked  thereon,  equal  to  five  per 
cent.,  such  inspector  shall  be  liable  to  the  tanner  of  the  same 
or  to  the  person  aggrieved  thereby  in  a  like  action  for  all  such 
overplus  or  excess. 

Section  5.  Every  such  inspector  appointed  as  aforesaid 
may  from  time  to  time  appoint  one  or  more  deputies  to  assist 
him  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  the  same  Deputies  oath     f 
remove  at  pleasure,  who  shall  possess  the  like  qualifications  ^'*"®^  *^ 
and  take  and  subscribe  the  like  oath  or  afiirmation  to  perform 
the  duties  of  "  deputy  inspector"  as  are  prescribed  in  the  first  "  . 
and  second  sections  of  this  act  in  relation  to  the  inspector;  "| 
whicli  oath  or  affirmation  shall  in  like  manner  be  filed  amongst  ' 
the  records  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county  ;  *'' 
the  said   deputy  or   deputies  shall  be  paid  by  the  inspector   !'

SicTioN  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  .Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
axilhotity  of  the  same.  That  Michael  Ebert,  Peter  Peters, «, 
Michael  Smyser,  Senior,  George  Loucks,  (of  Jacob,)  Michael 
Doudel,  Joseph  Smyser,  David  Smyser,  Henry  Ebert,  Junior, 
Daniel  Loucks,  Henry  Smyser,  (of  Peter,)  David  Beeler, 
John  G.  Campbell,  George  Loucks,  (Miller,)  and  all  other 
persons  who  may  hereafter  associate  with  them,  in  the  man- 
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ner  hereinafter  prescribeJ,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  constituted 
and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  style 
and  title  of  the  York  County  Mutual  Insurance  company,  and 
shall  have,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable  to  them,  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  to  them  pro- 
perly applicable,  conferred  and  imposed  bj'  the  act,  entitled 
"An  Act  to  incorporate  the  independent  mutual  fire  insu- 
rance company  of  Bucks,  Montgomery,  and  Philadelphia 
counties,"  passed  the  tenth  day  of  February,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-three  ;  and  the  thirteen  persons 
named  herein,  shall  be  the  first  board  of  managers  to  carry 
this  act  into  effect;  and  this  act  shall  continue  in  force  for  the 
term  of  twenty  years  and  no  longer.

AN   ACT 

To  incorporate  the  town  of  Perrysville,  in  the  county  of  Juniata,  into  a 
borough. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Fepresentntives  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  the  town  of  Perrysville,  in  the 
county  of  Juniata,  and  territory  inckicled  within  the  follow- 
ing boundaries,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  the  point  at  the  con- 
fluence of  the  Tuscarora  creek  and  the  Juniata  river,  thence 
up  the  said  river  along  high  water  mark  two  hundred  and 
ninety-seven  perches  to  a  walnut  tree,  thence  along  line  be- 
tween Benjamin  Kepner  and  W.  W,  Wilson  north  eighiy-two 
degrees  west  one  hundred  and  forty  perches  to  a  post,  thence 
along  line  of  Benjamin  Kepner's  land  south  twenty-four  de- 
grees east  two  hundred  and  seventy-two  perches  to  a  walnut 
tree  on  the  bank  of  the  Tuscarora  creek,  ihence  down  said 
creek  two  hundred  and  twelve  perches  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning, are  hereby  erected  into  a  borough,  which  shall  be  styled 
and  called  ihe  borough  of  Perrysville, 

Section  2.  That  the  inhabitants  of  said  borough,  entitled  -..     . 
to  vole  for  members  of  the  general  assembly,  having  resided  ^j^^  manner 
therein  one  month   immediately  preceding  the  election,  sliall  &,c. 
on  the  third  Friday  of  April  next,  and  annually  thereafter  on 
the  same  day,  which  now  is  or  hereafter  may  be  fixed  by  law 
for  the   election   of  constables   and   otiier   township    officers 
within  this  commonwealth,  meet  at  the  school  house  in  said 
borough,   and   then   and   there  between    the    hours  of  eight 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  seven  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
elect  by  ballot  one  of  the  citizens  who  shall  be  styled  the  bur- 
gess of  the  said  borough,  and  four  other  citizens  to  be  styled 
the  town  council,  two  justices  of  the  peace,  which  election 
shall  in  all  respects  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner   as  is 
provided    for   the  election  of  township   officers    within    this 
commonwealth,  except  that  the  certificates  of  the  election  of 
burgess,  town  council  and  auditors,  shall  be  filed  among  the 
records  of  the  corporation:  ^dnd  provided.  That  in  case  of^'^°^'^'* 
the  death,  resignation,  removal  or  refusal  to  accept  of  any  of 
said  offices,  the  vacancy  may  be  supplied  by  a  new  election, 
in  all  cases  where  by  the  existing  laws  there  is  not  provision 
made  for  supplying  vacancies  by  appointment :  And  provided  Yixsi  electioa 
further,  That  for  the  fipst  election  to  be  held  under  this  act, 
10 
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it  shall  be  the  duty  of  J.  W.  Rice,  Samuel  M'Fadden  and 
George  M'Culloch,  or  any  one  of  them  to  give  notice,  and 
perform  all  the  duties  enjoined  upon  constables  by  the  exist- 
ing laws  relative  to  township  elections — and  in  case  no  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  on  the  first  day  mentioned,  they  shall 
appoint  some  olher  day  and  perform  the  said  service  ;  but  pre- 
vious to  opening  of  such  election,  such  of  the  citizens  enti- 
tled to  vote,  as  aforesaid,  as  may  be  present  at  the  time  and 
place  of  opening  the  same,  shall  choose  one  judge  and  two 
inspectors,  and  two  clerks  tliereof,  who  shall  be  sworn  or 
affirmed  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  swear- 
ing or  affirming  election  officers,  and  they  shall  perform  the 
duties  required  of  them  by  law  relative  to  township  elections. 

Section  3.  That  from  and  after  the  third  Friday  in  April 
next,  the  burges?  and  town  council  duly  elected,  and  their 
successors,  shall  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  burgess  and  town  council  of  the  bo- 
rough of  Perrysville,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession ; 
and  the  said  burgess  and  town  council,  and  their  successors^ 
shall  be  capable  in  law  to  have,  receive,  hold  and  possess 
goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tenemen.s,  rents,  liberties,  juris- 
Liberties  and  ^j^^j^^^^^  franchises,  hereditaments,  to  them  and  their  succes- 
sors, in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  not  exceeding  the  yearly 
value  of  two  thousand  dollars,  and  also  to  grant,  sell,  let  and 
assign  the  same  ;  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  law  in 
this  commonwealth,  in  all  manner  of  actions  whatever,  and  to 
have  and  to  use  one  common  seal,  and  the  same  from  time  to 
time  at  their  will  to  change  and  alter;  and  the  fourth,  fifth, 
sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  ninth,  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth,  thir- 
teenth, fourteenth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  seventeenth,  eighteenth, 
nineteenth,  twentieth,  twenty-first,  twenty-second,  twenty- 
third  and  twenty-fourth  sections  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  Act 
to  erect  Mifflintovvn,  in  the  county  of  Juniata,  into  a  borough, 
and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  the  sixth  day  of  March, 
Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- instated  and  made  a  part  of 
this  act,  as  fully  as  if  the  same  had  been  included  therein, 
section  by  section  :  Provided,  That  in  the  eleventh  section 
thereof,  tlie  word  Perrysville  shall  be  substituted  in  the 
room  of  Mifflintown.

AN    ACT 

Aathorizing  the  GoverDor  to  incorporate  the  Bedford  and  Cumberland 
Turnpike  Road  company. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
turnpike  road,  beginning  at  the  borough  of  Bedford,  in  the 
county  of  Bedford,  through  Cumberland  Valley  to  the  Mary- 
land State  line,  in  the  direction  towards  Cumberland,  Hum- 
phry Dillon,  Daniel  Shuck,  James  Rea,  David  Patterson,  Commiseion— 
John  R.  Anderson,  George  M'Coy,  George  Borlz,  Daniel  era 
Washabaugh,  and  Nicholas  Lyons,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  commissioners  to  do  and  perform  the  duties  herein 
mentioned,  that  is  to  sav,  they  shall  procure  a  book  and  there- 
in enter  as  follows :  "  We  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed, 
do  promise  to  pay  the  president  and  managers  of  the  Bedford 
and  Cumberland  turnpike  road  company,  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  for  every  share  by  us  subscribed,  in  such  manner  and  ."|.°^  ^^°" 
proportions,  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall  be  deter-  ^ 
mined  on  by  the  said  president  and  managers,  in  pursuance 
of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  authorizing  the  Governor  to  incor- 
porate the  Bedford  and  Cumberland  turnpike  road  company." 
Witness  our  hands  the  day  of  Anno 

Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  ;"  and 

shall  give  at  least  thirty  days  notice  in  the  newspapers 
published  in  Bedford  and  in  Cumberland,  of  the  time  and 
place  when  and  where  the  said  book  shall  be  opened  to 
receive  subscriptions  of  stock  of  ihe  said  company,  at  which 
time  and  place  two  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners  shall 
attend  and  receive  subscriptions  from  all  persons  of  lawful 
age,  who  shall  offer  to  subscribe  in  said  book,  which  shall  be 
kept  open  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  six  hours  in  each  juridi- 
cal day,  for  the  space  of  six  days,  or  until  the  book  shall 
have  subscribed  therein  five  hundred  shares ;  and  the  said 
commissioners  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  transfer 
the  book  from  place  to  place,  until  the  whole  number  of 
shares  aforesaid  shall  be  subscribed  ;  of  which  adjournment 
and  transfer  the  said  commissioners  shall  give  such  notice  as 
the  occasion  may  require. 
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Section  2.  When  twenty  or  more  persons  shall  have  sub- 
scribed one  hundred  shares,  and  the  said  commissioners  or  a 
majority  of  them  shall  have  certified  under  their  hands  and 
seals  to  the  Governor,  the  names  of  the  subscribers  and  the 
number  of  shares  subscribed  by  each,  it  may  be  lawful  for 
the  Governor,  by  letters  patent  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  the 
Slate,  to  create  and  erect  tlie  subscribers,  and  also  all  those 
who  may  afterwards  subscribe,  into  one  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of 
"The  Bedford  and  Cumberland  Turnpike  Road  company," 
and  by  the  said  name  the  subscribers  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  the  "privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a  cor- 
poration ;  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  their 
said  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of 
enlarging  the  same  from  time  to  time  by  new  subscriptions, 
in  such  manner  and  form  as  they  shall  think  proper,  if  such 
enlargement  shall  be  found  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intention  of 
this  act,  taking  and  holding  to  them  and  their  successors  and 
assigns,  and  of  selling,  transferring,  and  conveying  in  fee 
simple  or  for  any  less  estate,  all  such  lands,  tenements,  here- 
ditaments, and  estate,  real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work,  and  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  and  of  doing  all  and  every  other  matter  and  thing 
■which  a  corporation  or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do. 

Section  3.  The  stockholders,  or  any  two  of  them  named 
in  the  letters  patent,  shall  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be 
after  issuing  the  same,  give  notice  in  the  papers  aforesaid  of 
the  time  and  place  to  be  by  them  appointed,  not  less  than 
twenty  days  from  the  time  of  the  fiist  notice,  at  which  time 
and  place  the  said  subscribers,  or  as  many  as  may  be  then 
present^  shall  proceed  to  organize  said  company,  and  shall 
choose  by  a  majority  of  said  stockholders  by  ballot  in  person, 
one  president,  six  manaorers,  and  one  treasurer,  and  such 
other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of 
said  company  for  one  year,  or  until  the  next  annual  election, 
and  until  such  other  officers  shall  be  chosen  and  organized 
agreeablv  to  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  in  case  of  the 
death,  removal,  or  resignation  of  any  president  or  manager, 
the  board  of  managers  may  and  shall  choose  another  to  fill 
the  vacancy  until  the  next  annual  election  of  said  company. 
They  may  make  and  have  one  common  seal,  and  the  same 
alter  or  renew  at  their  pleasure  ;  and  may  make  such  by-laws, 
rules,  orders  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  con- 
stitution or  laws  of  this  State,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
well  ordering  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation  :  Provided, 
That  each  subscriber  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every 
share  of  stock  by  him  held,  not  exceeding  five  ;   but  no  share 
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or  number  of  shares  above  five,  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  a 
vote  at  any  election  or  meeting  of  said  company  :  ^nd  pro- 
videcl  also,  Tliat  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  hold  the  office 
of  president  or  manager  of  said  company  who  is  not  a  stock- 
holder thereof. 

Section  4.  If  any  treasurer  elected  by  virtue  of  this  act, 
shall  die,  resign,  or  refuse  to  act,  or  neglect  to  give  security 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  as  the 
board  of  managers  may  direct  and  require,  or  having  given 
the  security  required,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  take  upon  him  Vacancy 
and  perform  all  duties  of  said  office,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  managers  for  the  time  being,  to  appoint  some  suitable 
person  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  the  office  until  the  next  elec- 
tion by  the  stockholders,  on  his  giving  the  required  security, 
and  until  a  successor  shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  5.  The  stockholders  shall  meet  on  the  first  Mon- Annual  meet- 
day  in  March,  in  each  year,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  fixed  by  ing: 
the  by-laws  of  said  company,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing, 
in  manner  aforesaid,  such  officers  fur  the  ensuing  year  as  may 
be  required  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  section. 

Section  6.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  make 
out  certificates  of  stock,  signed  by  the  president  and  counter- ^^''t^^'^^'^" 
signed  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  with  their  corporate  seal, 
and  deliver  one  such  certificate  to  each  subscriber  for  any 
share  or  number  of  shares  he  or  they  may  hold,  on  the  pay- 
ment to  the  treasurer  on  each  share  the  sum  of  five  dollars, 
which  certificate  shall  be  transferable  in  person  or  by  attor- 
ney, on  the  books  of  said  company,  subject  to  the  sum  due 
or  to  become  due  thereon. 

Section  7.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  presi- 
dent and  managers,  their  superintendent,  surveyor,  et  cetera.  Power  to  exa- 
to  enter  in  and  upon  all  and  every  the  lands,  tenements,  and  mine 
enclosures,  in,  through,  and  over  which  the  said  intended  road 
may  be  thought  proper  to  pass,  and  for  that  purpose  to  exam- 
ine the  ground  and  quarries  of  stone  and  gravel,  and  other 
materials  that  may  be  necessary  in  constructing  said  road  ;  and 
survey,  ascertain,  mark,  and  fix  the  route  of  said  road  by  the 
nearest  and  best  route,  from  the  borough  of  Bedford  to  the 
Maryland  State  line,  in  the  direction  towards  Cumberland,  in 
Allegheny  county,  Maryland. 

Section  8.  The  said  president  and  managers,  any  five  of 
whom  shall  for  all  purposes  be  a  quorum,  shall  keep  minutes  Quorum 
of  all  their  proceedings  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that 
purpose  ;  and  shall  have  full  power  to  appoint,  agree  or  con- 
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tract  with  such  surveyor,  engineer,  superintendent,  artists, 
laborers  and  other  persons  as  they  may  think  necessary  to 
make  and  construct  said  road,  and  to  collect  the  tolls  herein- 
after authorized,  to  fix  their  compensation,  to  ascertain  the 
times,  manner  and  proportions  in  which  the  stockholders 
shall  pay  the  amount  of  their  respective  shares  in  order  to 
carry  on  their  works,  to  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  to  be 
signed  by  the  president  and  attested  by  the  secretary  ;  and  to 
do  and  perform  all  other  acts,  matters  and  things  as  by  the 
by-laws,  orders  and  regulations  shall  be  entrusted  to  them. 

Section  9.  If  any  stockholder,  whether  original  subscriber 
or  assignee,  after  thirty  days  notice  in  one  newspaper  printed 
in  Bedford,  and  one  in  Cumberland,  Maryland,  of  the  time 
and  place  appointed  for  the  payment  of  any  instalment  or  pro- 
portion of  the  capital  stock,  shall  neglect  to  pay  the  same  for 
the  space  of  sixty  d?ys  afier  the  time  appointed  for  payment, 
shall  in  addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for,  pay  one  per 
cent,  per  month  for  delay  of  payment;  and  if  the  same  and 
additional  penalties  shall  become  equal  to  the  sums  before 
paid  in  part  on  account  of  such  share  the  same  may  be  for- 
feited by  and  to  the  said  company,  and  may  be  sold  by  them 
for  such  price  as  can  be  obtained  therefor;  or  in  default  of 
payment  of  any  stockholder  of  said  instalments  as  aforesaid 
for  the  space  of  sixty  days,  the  president  and  managers  may 
at  their  election  cause  suit  to  be  brought  in  the  same  manner 
as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  recoverable,  for  the  recovery 
of  the  same,  together  with  the  penalty  aforesaid. 

Section  10.  It  may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  mana- 
gers by  and  with  their  superiniendents,  engineers,  artists, 
Powertotake  workmen  and  laborers,  their  tools  and  instruments,  carts, 
materials  wagons  and  other  carriages,  and  beasts  of  draught  or  burden, 
to  enter  in  and  upon  the  lands  contiguous  and  near  to  which 
the  said  road  shall  be  made  or  constructed,  first  giving  notice 
of  their  intention  to  the  occupier  thereof,  uud  doing  as  little 
damage  thereto  as  possible,  and  making  amends  for  damages 
upon  equitable  terms  with  the  person  or  persons,  or  if  they 
cannot  agree  thereupon,  a  just  and  equitable  assessment  to  be 
made  upon  oath  or  affirmation  by  three  disinterested  freehold- 
ers or  any  two  of  them  to  be  mtuually  chosen,  or  if  either 
party  upon  due  notice  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  join  in  the 
choice,  then  to  be  chosen  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
county  who  shall  not  be  interested  therein,  and  upon  the  ten- 
der of  the  assessed  value  to  take,  dig  and  carry  away  any 
timber,  stone,  sand,  earth  or  other  materials  necessary  or  suita- 
ble for  making  said  road. 

Section  II.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  keep 
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fair  and  just  accounts  as  well  of  all  moneys  received  by  them 
as  of  those  paid  out  and  expended  in  the  prosecution  of  the  ^<^<^°""**' 
work  ;  and  shall  at  least  once  in  every  year  submit  their 
books  and  accounts  to  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  ; 
and  whenever  it  shall  be  found  that  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company  is  not  sufficient  to  complete  the  said  road  according 
to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  president  and  managers  at  a  stated  or  special 
meeting  convened  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  or 
their  own  by-laws,  to  increase  the  number  of  shares  to  such 
extent  as  they  shall  think  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  work, 
and  to  demand  and  receive  the  moneys  subscribed  for  such 
additional  shares  in  like  manner  and  like  penalties  as  are  pro- 
vided by  this  act  in  case  of  original  subscriptions. 

Section  12.  The  president  and  managers  shall  have  power 
to  erect  good  and  sufficient  bridges  over  all  the  streams  of  Bridges 
water  crossed  by  said  road  whenever  the  same  shall  be  found 
necessary;  and  shall  cause  a  road  to  be  laid  out  not  exceed- Roads 
ing  fifiy  feet  in  width,  and  shall  cause  at  least  twelve  feet  of 
said  road  to  be  made  an  artificial  road  of  wood,  stone,  gravel 
or  other  proper  and  convenient  materials,  such  as  the  nature 
of  the  ground  may  require,  and  will  afford  to  be  constructed 
in  such  manner  as  will  admit  an  even  surface  ;  and  in  no  place 
in  said  road  shall  there  be  an  elevation  of  more  than  three  de- 
grees from  an  horizontal  line,  and  shall  forever  thereafter 
maintain  and  keep  the  same  in  good  order  and  repair. 

Section  13.  Whenever  and  as  often  as  said  company  shall 
have  finished  five  miles  or  more  of  road,  the  president  thereof 
may  give  notice  to  the  governor,  who  shall  appoint  three 
skilful,  judicious  and  disinterested  persons  to  view  and  ex- 
amine the  same,  and  report  under  oath  or  affirmation  to  him 
whether  the  said  road  is  so  far  executed  in  a  competent  and 
workmanlike  manner,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning 
of  this  act ;  and  if.  their  report  shall  be  in  the  affirmative  then  License  to 
the  governor  shall  by  license  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  state  take  toll 
permit  and  suffer  the  said  company  to  erect  and  fix  such  or 
so  many  gates  or  turnpikes  upon  and  across  the  said  road  as 
will  be  necessary  and  sufficient  to  collect  from  all  persons 
otherwise  than  on  foot,  the  same  tolls  as  are  provided  by  the 
one  hundred  and  eleventh  section  of  the  act  of  assembly,  passed  *^°''* 
the  tenth  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  enti- 
tled "  An  Act  authorizing  the  governor  to  incorporate  the  Hoi- 
lidaysburg  and  Bedford  turnpike  road  company,"  under  the 
same  regulations,  penalties  and  forfeitures  as  are  therein  pro- 
Tided :  Provided,  That  all  persons  attending  funerals,  '^^i''*  p,oyig^ 
tary  parades,  or  trainings,  or  divine  worship,  shall  at  all  times 
be  exempted  from  payment  of  tolls  on  said  road. 
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Section  14.  If  the  said  company  do  not  commence  making^

Section  3.  Within  sixty  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  let-

patent  shall  give  at  least  twenty  days  previous  notice,  to  be 
published  in  two  daily  newspapers  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
of  the  time  and  place  by  them  appointed,  for  the  subscriber* 
to  the  stock  to  meet,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  said  com- 
pany, by  holding  an  election  to  choose  by  a  majorit)'  of  votes 
of  said  subscribers  then  present  by  ballot,  to  be  given  in  per- 
son, nine  directors  (being  stockholders)  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  second  Monday  of  January  next  ensuing, 
who  shall  divide  themselves  into  three  classes — the  first  class

AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  laying  out  of  certain  state  roads,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  .Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  Thomas  Armsiroiifi^,  of  Elderton, 
Peter  Delts,  of  Mahoning,  Lidiana  county,  and  William  Camp- 
bell, Jefferson  county,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners to  view  and  lay  out  a  road  from  Elderton  in 
Armstrong  county,  to  Panaxatauney  in  Jefferson  county,  by 
way  of  Piumville  in  Lidiana  county,  by  the  nearest  and  best 
route  from  point  to  point. 

Section  2.  It  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  com- 
missioners or  a  majority  of  them,  after  taking  and  subscribing 
an  oath  or  affirmation  before  a  juslice  of  the  peace  to  perforin 
the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by  this  act  with  fidelity  and  im- 
partiality, to  carefully  view  the  ground  over  which  the  said 
road  may  pass  and  lay  out  the  same  as  near  to  a  straight  line 
between  the  aforesaid  points  as  the  nature  of  the  ground  will 
permit,  so  that  the  vertical  departure  from  a  horizontal  line 
shall  at  no  place  exceed  five  degrees,  except  only  at  the  cross- 
ing of  ravines  and  streams,  when  by  moderate  filling  orbridging 
the  declination  of  the  said  road  it  may  be  preserved  within  that 
limit. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  said  comm.is- 
sioners  plainly  to  mark  the  ground  on  the  route  agreed  upon 
for  the  road  aforesaid  in  such  manner  as  to  enable  the  super- 
visor readily  to  find  the  same  ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  ful- 
filling the  duties  in  this  act  enjoined,  the  said  commissioners 
are  hereby  authorized  to  employ  one  s\n-veyor  at  a  per  diem 
allowance  not  exceeding  two  dollars,  and  two  chain  carriers  at 
a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  day  ;  and 
the  said  commissioners  respectively  shall  receive  a  per  diem 
allowance  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each 
and  every  day  necessarily  spent  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
enjoined  by  this  act,  to  be  paid  in  manner  and  form  hereinafter 
directed. 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  com- 
missioners to  make  out  a  fair  and  accurate  draft  of  the  loca- 
tion of  said  road  respectively,   noting  thereon   courses  and 
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distances  as  they  occur,  the  improvements  passed  through, 
and  also  the  crossing  of  township  lines,  roads  and  waters,  with 
such  other  matters  as  may  serve  for  explanation,  one  copy 
whereof  to  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  this 
commonweallh  on  or  before  tlie  first  day  of  January  next,  and 
one  copy  in  the  offices  of  the  clerks  of  the  courts  of  the  re- 
spective counties  in  which  said  road  may  be  laid  out  on  the 
day  aforesaid,  or  as  much  sooner  as  practicable,  which  shall

Neal,  of  the   county  of  Greene,  are  hereby  appointed   com- ers

Fayette,  shall  hereafter  appoint  viewers  to  locate  a  public  road,  .""  °^  ^*" 
the  viewers  appointed  as  aforesaid  shall  not  proceed  to  view 
and  lay  out  the  same  until  the  persons  interested  in  the  road 
give  public  notice  by  written  or  printed  advertisements  of  the 
time  and  place  where  the  said  viewers  shall  meet  for  the  pur- 
pose of  locating  the  road,  at  least  ten  days  before  such  meet- 
ing. 

Section  2,  If  the  viewers  aforesaid  shall  decide  in  favor  of

Aathorizing  the  conveyance  of  certain  real  estate. 

Whereas,  Charles  Wetherill,  late  of  the  county  of  Phila- 
delphia, deceased,  died  intestate,  there  being  vested  in  him 
an  interest  in  certain  real  estate,  which  descended  to  him  as 
one  of  the  heirs  at  law  of  his  father,  Samuel  Wetherill,  de-

AN   ACT 

Eelative  to  an  old  pier  in  the  Delaware  river,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Whereas,  The  lumbermen  and  other  individuals  navigating 
Preamble  the  river  Delaware,  have  suffered  great  inconvenience  and 
losses  in  consequence  of  an  old  pier  at  Mitchell's  or  Centre 
bridge,  above  New  Hope,  and  the  directors  of  the  said  bridge 
have  heretofore  neglected  and  refused  to  remove  the  said  old 
peir  ;  For  remedy  whereof, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the   Senate  and  House  of 
Bepresentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it   is  hereby  enacted  by   the 
Notice  reqni- authority  of  the  same,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  indi- 
ling  removal  yifjuai  interested  in  the  navigation  of  the   river  Delaware,  to 
ot  pier  g-yg  thirty  jgys  notice  to  any  officer  or  director  of  the  corpora- 

tion owning  Mitchell's  or  Centre  bridge,  requiring  the  said 
company  to  remove  the  said  old  pier,  and  restore  the  naviga- 
tion ;  and  in  case  the  said  pier  shall  not  be  removed  within 
thirty  days  after  such  notice  shall  be  given,  the  said  company

And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  owners 
of  said  mill  and  dam  to  charge  each  and  every  steam  or  other 
boat  passing  through  said  lock  or  locks,  a  reasonable  loll,  not 
exceeding  the  rate  or  rates  heretofore  charged. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
interested  in  the  navigation  of  said  river,  to  give  twenty  days  Notice  to 
notice  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  mill  and  dam,  requiring  °^"^'"^  °^ 
him  or  them  to  construct  such  lock  or  locks,  as  is  provided  for '^®^*?^'^  "^^' 
in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act;  and  in  case  it  shall  appear^"     ^™ 
upon  the  expiration  of  such  notice,  that  the  owner  or  owners 
of  said  mill  and  dam  have  failed,  neglected  or  refused  to  com- 
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ply  with  the  provisions  of  the  section  aforesaid,  by  erecting 
sufficient  lock  or  locks  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  interested  in  the  navigation  of  said  river  to 
abate  or  remove  the  obstruction  by  opening  a  sufficient  chan- 
nel, schute  or  passage  through  said  dam,  for  the  passage  of 
boats  as  aforesaid,  the  expense  of  which  removal  or  abatement 
shall  be  defrayed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  mill  and 
dam  :  Provided,  That  such  neglect,  failure  or  refusal  shall 
have  occurred  during  the  navigation  season  of  the  year. 

obstructing  SECTION  6.  In  addition  to  the  remedy  herein  contained,  it 
said  river  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  boat  detained 
or  injured  by  reason  of  said  obstruction,  to  bring  suit  against 
the  owner  or  owners  of  said  mill  and  dam,  and  recover  ade- 
quate damages  for  such  injury  or  detention,  as  well  as  to 
prosecute  such  owner  or  owners  of  said  mill  and  dam,  in  the 
sessions  of  the  proper  county,  by  indictment  for  nuisance : 
Provided,  That  it  may  be  lawful  for  such  defendants  to  give 
in  evidence  in  mitigation  of  fine  or  damages,  that  such  ob- 
struction and  detention  was  occasioned  by  the  unavoidable 
accidents  of  the  river ;  and  all  laws  inconsistent  or  conflicting 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

Whereas,  Certain  contractors  on  the  Erie  extension  of  the 
Pennsylvania  canal,  in  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  signed  Preamble 
vouchers  in  advance  of  the  actual  payment  of  their  estimates  : 
And  whereas,  The  loan  authorized  by  the  state  was  not 
taken,  consequently  the  money  could  not  be  paid,  the  con- 
tractors weris  therefore  compelled,  in  order  to  procure  an  evi- 
dence of  debt  against  the  state  to  receive  stocks  and  become 
loan  holders ;  therefore, 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Hepresentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
' authofity  of  the  same.  That  such  contractors  as  hold  stock 
as  aforesaid  may  return  the  same  to  the  auditor  general,  whose  Duty  of  Au- 
duty  it  shall  be  to  cancel  the  same,  and  enter  a  credit  on  the  '^''^^  Genera,! 
books  of  the  auditor  general  as  directed  by  the  act  of  the  sev- 
enth of  April  last,  together  with  all  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  which  remains  unpaid  on  the  said  stock :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  stock  so  held  is  in  the  hands  of  the  original 
owners,

AN   ACT 

Authorizing  the  laying  out  and  locating  a  State  road  from  the  borough  of 
Elizabethtown,  Allegheny  county,  to  the  borough  of  Brownsville,  in 
Fayette  county,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Bepresentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  Robert  Patterson,  of  Fayette 
county,  John  Power,  of  Westmoreland  county,  and  Jonathan 
Large,  of  Allegheny  county,  be  and  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  to  view,  lay  out,  and  mark  a  state  road,  begin- 
ning at  Elizabethtown,  in  Allegheny  county,  thence  by  way 
of  Webster,  in  Westmoreland  county,  Bellvernon,  Cooks- 
town,  to  Brownsville,  in  Fayette  county. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commis- 
sionei's,  or  a  majority  of  them,  appointed  to  view  as  aforesaid, 
after  having  been  sworn  or  affirmed  before  some  justice  of  the 
peace,  who  shall  file  and  preserve  the  same  in  his  office,  to 
perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by  this  act,  with  impar- 
tiality and  fidelity,  carefully  to  view  the  ground  over  which  the 
road  by  them  laid  out  may  pass,  and  lay  out  the  same  as  near 
to  a  straight  line  between  the  aforesaid  points,  as  the  nature  of 
the  ground  and  circumstances  will  permit,  and  so  that  the  ver- 
tical departure  from  a  horizontal  line  shall  in  no  point  exceed 
five  degrees,  except  at  the  crossing  of  ravines  and  streams, 
■where  by  moderate  filling  and  bridging  the  declination  of  the 
road  may  be  preserved  within  that  limit;  and  further,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  have  due  regard 
to  the  crossing  of  water,  the  nature  of  the  ground,  and  dam- 
ages to  private  property,  and  all  other  circumstances  that  may 
affect  the  route,  so  that  by  a  judicious  combination  of  them, 
Mark  route  the  route  adopted  may  best  promote  the  public  good;  and 
that  they  shall  clearly  and  distinctly  mark  upon  the  ground 
the  route  agreed  upon,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  enable  the  super- 
visors readily  to  find  the  same  ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  fulfilling 
the  duties  by  this  act  enjoined,  the  commissioners  herein  men- 
tioned shall  receive  a  per  diem  allowance  of  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  each,  for  every  day  they  shall  be  necessarily  em- 
ployed in  performing  the  duties  of  this  act;  and  the  said 
commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  employ  one  surveyor, 
at  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  diem  ;  two  chain  bearers,  and 
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one  axeman,  at  a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceeding  seventy- 
five  cents. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commission- 
ers to  make  out  a  fair  and  accurate  draft  of  the  location  of  said  ^  r. 
roads,  noting  thereon  the  courses  and  distances  as  they  occur, 
the  improvements  passed  through,  and  also  the  crossing  of 
county  and  township  lines,  roads  and  waters,  with  such  other 
matters  as  may  serve  for  explanation  ;  one  copy  whereof  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  next,  and  one  copy  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the 
respective  counties  through  which  the  said  roads  may  pass, 
on  the  day  aforesaid,  or  as  much  sooner  as  practicable, 
which  shall  be  a  record  thereof;  and  from  thenceforth 
said  roads  shall  be  to  all  intents  and  purposes  public  high- 
ways, and  shall  be  opened  and  repaired  in  all  respects  as 
roads  are  opened  and  repaired  which  are  laid  out  by  orders  of 
the  courts  aforesaid. 

Section  4.  That  the  accounts  of  said  commissioners  for 
their  own  pay  and  for  the  pay  of  surveyors,  chain  carriers,  and  -A-ecountt 
markers,  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  commissioners  of  the  respec- 
tive counties  through  which  said  road  shall  pass,  and  paid  by 
the  treasurers  thereof  on'  warrants  drawn  in  the  usual  way, 
in  proportion  to  the  length  of  the  road  in  such  county  respec- 
tively. 

Section  5.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  meet  on  or 
before  the  first  Monday  in  May  next,  or  as  soon  thereafter  Meeting 
as  practicable,  at  such  place  as  a  majority  of  them  shall  agree 
upon,  and  complete  the  location  of  said  road  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable ;  and  if  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  happen  by 
resignation  or  any  other  cause,  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
the  proper  county,  as  the  case  may  be,  are  hereby  authorized 
to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  by  a  suitable  appointment. 

Section  6.  That  William  Gibbs  and  David  Dalrymple, 
and  their  heirs  and  assigns,  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege,  ^^"7  ^'^'<'" 
at  their  own  expense,  to  make  good  and  convenient  l^'^dings,  ^.j^jj^^j^^Ifj^ 
on  the  east  and  west  side  of  the  Allegheny  river,  at  and  op-  Kean  co 
posite  the  village  of  Corydon,  in  the  county  of  M'Kean,  and 
to  use  the  said  river  between  the  said   landings  as  a  public  _j<j 

ferry. 

Section  7.  That  said  William  Gibbs  and  David  Dalrym- 
ple, and  their  heirs  and  assigns,  shall  keep  the  said  landings  °^  \c^^' 
and  ferry  in  good  condition  and  repair,  fit  for  the  transporta- 
tion and  passage  of  travellers,  teams  and  carriages  of  all 
descriptions,  and  shall  keep  good  and  substantial  boats,  and 
other  substantial  crafts,  and  competent  and  careful  ferry-men, 
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who  shall  constantly,  as  occasion  may  require,  attend  for  the 
purpose  of  conveying  passengers,  teams  and  carriages,  across 
said  river,  with  all  reasonable  diligence  and  care. 

Section  8.  The  said  William  Gibbs  and  David  Dairy m- 
ple,  and  their  heirs  and  assigns,  as  a  remuneration  for  keep- 
ing up,  and  in  good  repair,  the  said  landings  and  ferry  as 
aforesaid,  shall  receive  such  tolls  for  conveying  persons, 
teams,  carriages,  horses,  and  other  animals,  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  court  of  common  .pleas  of  Warren  county: 
Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  constru- 
ed as  to  invest  in  the  said  William  Gibbs  and  David  Dalrym- 
ple,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  the  right  to  receive  or  discharge 
any  travellers,  cattle,  carriage,  or  other  thing,  on  land,  to 
which  they  shall  not  first  secure  the  right  so  to  do,  except  it 
be  on  the  public  highway,  nor  to  prevent  any  future  legisla- 
ture from  altering  or  amending  this  act. 

Section  9.  That  Samuel  Newel  and  Allen  Wilson,  of  the 
county  of  Clarion,   and    Alexander   Holeman,   of  Venango 
State  road  in  county,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners   to 
Allegheny      view  and  locate  a  state  road  from  VVaterson's  ferry,  in  Clarion 
county,  to  Holeman's  ferry,  in  Venango  county,  by  the  near- 
est and  best  route.  _^, 

Section  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commis- 
sioners respectively,  or  a  majority  of  them.,  after  taking  and 
subscribing  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  upon  them  by  this  act 
with  impartiality  and  fidelity,  to  carefully  view  the  ground 
over  which  said  road  may  pass,  and  to  lay  out  the  same  as 
near  to  a  straight  line  between  the  aforesaid  points  as  the  na- 
ture of  the  ground  will  permit,  so  that  the  vertical  departure 
from  a  horizontal  line  shall  at  no  point  exceed  five  degrees, 
except  only  at  crossing  ravines  and  streams,  when  by  mode- 
rate filling  or  bridging  the  declination  of  the  said  road  it  may 
be  preserved  within  that  limit. 

Section  11.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commission- 
ers respectively,  plainly  and  distinctly  to  mark  the  ground  on 
the  route  agreed  upon  for  the  road  aforesaid  in  such  manner  as  to 
enable  the  supervisor  readily  to  find  the  same ;  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  fulfilling  the  duties  in  this  act  enjoined  on  the  com- 
missioners respectively,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  employ 
one  surveyor,  at  a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceeding  two 
dollars,  and  two  chain  carriers  at  a  per  diem  allowance  not 
exceeding  one  dollar;  and  the  said  commissioners  respec- 
tively, shall  receive  a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceeding  two 
dollars  for  each  and  every  day  necessarily  spent  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act,  to  be  paid  in  man- 
ner and  form  hereinafter  directed. 
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Section  12.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commis- 
sioners to  make  out  a  fair  and  accurate  draft  of  the  location  of  ^'*^^ 
said  road,  noting  thereon  the  courses  and  distances  as  they 
occur,  the  improvements  it  may  pass  through,  and  also  the 
crossing  of  township  lines,  roads  and  waters,  with  such  other 
matters  as  may  serve  for  explanation  ;  one  copy  whereof  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  common- 
wealth on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  next,  and  one  > 
copy  in  the  office  of  tlie  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions 
of  Clarion  county,  on  the  day  aforesaid,  or  as  much  sooner  as 
practicable,  which  shall  be  a  record  thereof;  and  from  thence- 
forth the  said  road  shall  be  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a  public 
highway,  and  shall  be  opened  to  the  breadth,  and  repaired  in 
all  respects  as  roads  are  opened  and  repaired  which  are  laid 
out  by  order  of  the  court  aforesaid. 

Section  13.  That  the  account  of  said  commissioners  for  . 
their  own  pay  and  the  pay  of  surveyors,  chain  carriers,  et 
cetera,  shall  be  made  out  and  returned  to  the  commissioners  of 
Clarion  and  Venango  counties,  in  proportion  to  the  time  sever- 
ally spent  by  Ihem  in  each  of  the  respective  counties  in  lo- 
cating said  road,  and  that  they  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of 
each  of  the  aforesaid  counties,  on  warrants  drawn  in  the  usual 
way. 

Section  14.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  meet  on  or 
before  the   first  day  of  June  next,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  Meeting- 
practicable,  and    complete  the  review  of  said   road  ;   and  if 
any  vacancy  shall  happen  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  Clarion  county  shall  fill  said  va-  .    ^^ 

cancy  or  vacancies  by  appointment  of  suitable  persons,  who  '  i^ 

shall  perform  said  duties.  « 

Section  15.  That  the  qualified   citizens  of  the   different  Erie  co 
townships  in  the  county  of  Erie,  shall  on  the  third  Friday  of 
March   next,  at  the  township  elections,  elect  three  persons,  Comma  of 
who  shall  be  styled  commissioners  of  roads  and  highways,      roads  election   • 

Section  16.  That  within  ten  days  after  said  election,  the 
persons  so  elected  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  First  meeting' 
the  town  clerk,  in  each  township,  and  the  said  clerk,  or  inofcomms 
his  absence,  the  clerk  of  the  election,  proceed  to  class,  by 
ballot,  said  commissioners  ;  and  one  shall  be  classed  and  serve 
three  years,  and  one  shall  be  classed  and  serve  two  years, 
and  one  shall  be  classed  and  serve  one  year,  and  as  soon  as  ^ 
the  clerk. shall  have  completed  the  classification,  he  shall  ad-P'^^^^°*' 
minister  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  each  of  said  commissioners 
faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  said 
office,  and  the  said  clerk  shall  record  the  same  on  the  township 
records ;  and  the  qualified  citizens  in  each  of  said  townships 
as  aforesaid,  shall  annually  at  the  township  elections  thereaf- 
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ter,  elect  one  person  for  road  commissioner,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  for  three  years;  and  if  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the 
said  board  of  commissioners,  such  vacancy  shall  be  supplied 
by  appointment,  made  by  the  said  board  of  commissioners, 
until  the  next  election. 

Section  17.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commission- 
ers, as  soon  as  they  have  been  qualified  as  aforesaid,  to  notify 
the  assessor  of  the  township  who  was  the  last  assessor  and 
made  the  assessment,  to  meet  them  at  some  convenient  place 
to  be  named  by  said  commissioners,  on  a  day  certain  ;  and 
the  said  commissioners  and  assessor  when  so  met,  shall  pro- 
ceed to  draw  off  on  a  duplicate  the  names  of  all  of  the  taxa- 
bles  in  said  township,  together  with  all  the  property  of  each 
and  every  such  taxable,  assessed  by  said  assessor,  for  county 
rates  and  levies,  and  place  the  same  valuation  to  each  and 
every  piece  of  property  as  was  made  by  said  assessor  for 
county  purposes,  and  the  said  assessor  shall  certify  the  same 
under  his  hand  to  be  a  true  copy  of  the  assessment  for  the 
year  in  said  township. 

Section  18.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  lay  such 
tax  upon  the  properly  so  assessed  as  they  shall  deem  necessa- 
ry for  road  and  bridge  purposes  for  the  current  year,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  cent  on  every  dollar  of  valuation  so  made,  but  if 
the  same  should  all  be  expended  or  all  that  was  then  availa- 
ble, and  the  same  should  be  insufficient  to  repair  the  roads  or 
keep  the  same  in  good  repair,  then  an  additional  sum  may  be 
raised  by  said  commissioners  for  that  purpose  ;  and  the  said 
commissioners  may  in  each  and  every  year,  if  they  find  the 
same  necessary,  collect  a  part  of  the  road  tax  so  laid,  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  per  cent,  in  money,  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  expenses  of  said  roads  or  materials,  and  also  for 
paying  the  expense  of  laying  out  roads  in  said  townships. 

Section  19.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  as  soon  as 
they  are  organized,  l^ay  out  the  several  townships  into  dis- 
tricts, as  many  as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  and  shall  appoint 
one  person  in  each  district  who  shall  be  called  path  master, 
and  shall  furnish  each  of  said  path  masters  with  a  list  of  the 
taxables  in  his  district,  together  with  the  amount  of  tax  to  be 
paid  by  each  person ;  and  the  said  path  master  shall  notify 
each  person  named  in  his  duplicate  of  the  time  and  place  that 
he  intends  lo  work  on  said  roads,  and  if  the  person  so  notified 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  work  as  directed  by  said  path  master, 
then  the  said  path  master  shall  make  return  to  the  said  com- 
missioners forthwith  of  every  such  delinquent. 

Section  20.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commis- 
sioners to  take  the  general  charge  and  supervision  of  all  the 
roads  and  bridges  in  each  of  the  said  townships  in  said  county, 
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(county  bridges  excepted,)  and  to  lay  out  and  alter  the  same 
at  the  request  in  writing  of  the  citizens  of  said  township,  if 
they  shall  deem  the  same  necessary,  and  shall  furnish  the 
town  clerk  with  a  return  of  all  such  roads  so  laid  out  or  al- 
tered, in  the  same  manner  as  viewers  now  make  report  to  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions;  and  the  said  clerk  shall  keep  a  ^ 

record  of  all  such  roads  so  laid  out  or  altered,  and  when  any 
road  is  wanting  which  shall  pass  out  of  any  township  into  any 
other  township,  then  the  same  shall  be  laid  out  and  agreed 
upon  by  a  majority  of  the  commissioners  in  the  townships 
through  which  said  roads  pass. 

Section  21.  That  the  said  commissioners  are  ^^reby  ^^j.^.^^^^^  ^^j. 
authorized  to  issue  their  warrant  to  the  constable  of  the  town-  ^^x 
ship  for  the  collection  of  any  money  that  may  be  due  from 
resident  taxables,  which  warrant  shall  be  made  returnable  in 
twenty  days  to  the  treasurer  of  the  township;  and  the  constable 
of  the  township  is  hereby  required  to  execute  the  same  under 
the  same  regulations  and  proceed  in  the  same  manner  and 
have  like  fees  as  the  said  constables  now  have  and  do  per-  -, 

form  under  executions,  except  the  defendant  or  delinquent 
shall  not  have  the  benefit  of  appraisal  and  stay  as  is  now 
granted  by  a  law  of  this  commonwealth  on  executions. 

Section  22.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  in  the  Unseated 
month  of  November  in  each  and  every  year,  make  out  a  list  lands  tax  &c 
of  all  unseated  lands  in  each  of  the  said  townships  on  which 
the  road  tax  of  the  present  year  remains  unpaid ;  and  one  of 
the  said  commissioners  shall  in  the  said  month  of  November 
aforesaid,  make  return  of  said  unseated  lands  to  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  county  and  certify  the  same,  and  the  proceed- 
ings shall  be  had  upon  the  collecting  the  tax  on  said  lands  as 
is  now  had  upon  unseated  lands  when  the  returns  are  made 
by  the  supervisors  of  the  several  townships  in  said  county.  ■ 

Section  23.  That  all  moneys  raised  in  said  township  by 
tax  or  otherwise  for  road  purposes,  shall  be  collected  and  paid 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  proper  township,  and  when  expended ''^°^°^'^'P 
it  shall  be  done  by  the  direction  of  the  said  road  commission-    ®^*^®^ 
ers,  and  drawn  out  of  the  treasury  by  orders  signed  by  two  or  Money  paid 
more  of  said  commissioners  on  the  treasurer  of  the  said  town-  and  expended 
ship.     And  the  said  commissioners  shall  annually  settle  their 
accounts  with  the  auditors  of  the  township,  as  supervisors  now 
do  under  the  existing  laws  ;  and  the  office  of  supervisors  in 
the  several  townships  of  Erie  county  are  hereby  abolished.  .  ^, ,,; 

Section  24.  That  the  compensation  of  said  road  commis-p 
sioners  and  treasurer  shall  be  fixed  by  the  auditors  of  the  t^Q^  ^^^" 
townships,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  day  for  the  said  com- 
missioners; and  the  path  masters  of  the  several  districts  shall 
be  allowed  the  same  daily  pay  as  is  allowed  to  those  who 
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work  out  iheir  tax  are  allowed  and  paid  per  day.  And  the 
assessor  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  one  dollar  for  each  day 
necessarily  employed  with  the  said  commissioners  in  making 
out  the  said  transcript  and  certifying  to  the  same,  which  duty 
the  said  assessor  is  hereby  required  to  perform. 

Section  25.  That  the  said  path  masters  are  hereby  required 
to  see  that  the  tax  in  their  respective  districts  are  worked  out 
as  soon  as  may  be  after  they  shall  receive  their  duplicates 
from  the  said  commissioners,  and  shall  annually  in  the  month

Proviso  That  before  entering  upon  the  several  duties  herein  prescribed. 
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the  said  Francis  P.  Catlin  and  Charles  Dimon,  executors  as 
aforesaid,  or  either  of  them  in  the  absence  of  the  other  as 
aforesaid,  shall  severally,  each  for  his  own  act,  enter  into 
bonds  or  recognizance  to  the  commonwealth,  before  the 
orphans'  conrt  of  Susquehanna  county,  with  security  to  be 
approved  of  by  said  court,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
trusts  reposed  in  him  or  them  by  this  act,  for  the  appropria-

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  the  act  erecting  Carbon  county,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonivealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met.,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  the  justices  of  the  peace  now 
in  commission  in  those  parts  of  Northampton  and  Monroe 
counties  embraced  within  the  limits  of  the  county  of  Carbon, 
chall  continue  to  exercise  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices 
for  and  during  the  period  for  which  they  were  elected  and 
commissioned,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  county  of  Car- 
bon had  not  been  erected;  and  any  deficiency  in  the  proper 
number  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  any  township  in  said  county 
of  Carbon,  shall  be  supplied  in  the  manner  now  prescribed 
by  law  for  vacancies  occurred  by  death,  resignation,  or  other- 
wise; and  all  acts  done  by  such  justices  of  the  peace  in  their 
official  capacity,  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  valid,  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  the  county  of  Carbon  had  been  erected  previous 
to  their  election. 

Section  2.  All  constables  elected  for  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  in  the  townships  of  Northamp- 
ton and  Monroe  counties,  now  embraced  within  the  limits  of 
said  county  of  Carbon,  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  as 
is  provided  by  law,  and  as  if  the  county  of  Carbon  had  been 
fully  organized  before  their  elections  ;  said  constables  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  the  next  session  of  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions  in  said  county  of  Carbon,  after  an  elec- 
tion shall  take  place  to  supply  their  places  in  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  at  which  time  they  shall  make 
their  returns  to  said  sessions  ;  and  the  persons  elected  to  sup- 
ply their  place  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-four,  shall  be  sworn  in  according  to  law.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.  That  the  county  board  of  Philadelphia 
county  is  hereby  authorized  to  direct  the  commissioners  of 
said  county  to  borrow,  on  the  credit  of  the  county,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  sixty  thousand  dollars,  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
twelve  months,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-three.

AN   ACT 

To  authorize  the  Governor  to  incorporate  the  Delaware  Canal  company, 
and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Tiepresentaiives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.  That  Evan  Rodgers,  Benjamin  W. 
Richards,  John  J.  M'Cahen,  William  Carman,  James  M.  Lin- 
nard,  Jacob  Carrigan,  Jr.,  Morris  Buckman,  John  Stallman 
and  Jacob  Gratz,  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  John  Forry,  Comms 
William  K.  Huffnagle  and  Israel  Carpenter  of  Lancaster 
county,  Jacob  M.  Haldeman  of  Dauphin  county,  Solomon 
Fogel,  Christian  Prelz  and  Charles  S.  Bush  of  Lehigh  county, 
Jacob  Waggener,  Jacob  Able,  Peter  S.  Michler  and  Richard 
Brodhead,  Jr.  of  Northampton  county,  Asa  Packer  of  Carbon  • 
county,  Samuel  Holland,  George  M.  HoUenback  and  George 
P.  Steel  of  Luzerne  county,  Daniel  Stroud  of  Monroe  county, 
Simeon  Guilford  of  Lebanon  county,  Samuel  D.  Ingham,

share  of  stock  set  opposite  our  respective  names,  to  be  paid 
in  certificates  of  loan  of  the  said  commonwealth,  in  case  sixteen 
thousand  five  hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed  in  pursuance 
of  an  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  this  commonwealth, 
entitled  "  An  Act  to  authorize  the  Governor  to  incorporate  the 
Delaware  canal  company."  Witness  our  hands  this 
day  of  ,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 

and  forty  '  ;  and  thereupon  give  notice  in  one  or  more 

newspapers  in   the    cities   of    Philadelphia,    Pittsburg,    the 
borouijh  of  Easton,  New  York  and   Boston,  for  four   weeks, 
at  least,  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  said    books  q       ,     , 
shall  be  kept  open  to  receive  subscription  for  the  stocks  of 
said  company,  at  which  time  and  place  one  or  more  of  the 
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said  commissioners  shall  attend  and  permit  all  persons  of  law- 
ful age  who  shall  offer  to  subscribe  in  the  said  book,  in  their 
own  names,  or  the  names  of  any  person  or  persons  or  corpora- 
tions, who  shall  authorize  the  same,  for  shares  in  the  said 
stock ;  and  the  said  book  shall  be  kept  open  for  the  said  pur- 
pose at  least  six  hours  in  every  juridical  day,  for  the  space  of  ten 
days,  or  until  there  shall  have  been  subscribed  sixteen  thousand 
five  hundred  shares  ;  and  if  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days  the 
books  aforesaid  shall  not  have  the  number  of  shares  aforesaid 
therein  subscribed,  the  said  commissioners  may  adjourn  from 
time  to  time,  and  transfer  the  books  elsewhere  until  the  whole

Section  2.  That  whenever  sixteen  thousand  five  hundred 
shares  of  said  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed  as  aforesaid, 
the  commissioners  shall  give  notice  by  publication  or  other- 
wise, as  they  may  deem  expedient,  of  that  fact,  to  the  sub- 
'  scribers,  and  that  they  will  be  required  to  transfer  or  cause  to  be 
transferred  to  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  certificates 
of  loan  of  the  said  commonwealth,  equal  in  amount  to  the 
number  of  shares  subscribed  by  them  respectively,  within 
thirty  days  thereafter— -and  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days, 
said  commissioners  shall  certify  to  the  Governor  the  names  of 
the  subscribers,  and  the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by  each  ; 
whereupon  the  Governor  shall,  if  he  has  sufficient  evidence 
that  the  entire  amount  of  sixteen  thousand  five  hundred  shares 
of  said  stock  has  been  subscribed,  and  actually  paid  to  the  com- 
monwealth as  hereinbefore  provided,  by  letters  patent,  under 
his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  commonwealth,  create  and  erect 
the  said  subscribers  into  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed 
and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  tlie  "  Delaware 
canal  company,"  and  by  the  same  name  the  subscribers  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
implead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  record  and  else- 
where, and  to  purchase,  receive,  have,  hold  and  enjoy,  to 
them  and  iheir  successors,  such  lands,  tenements  and  heredita- 
ments, goods,  chatties  and  estate,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  of 
what  kind  or  quality  soever,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
repairs  and  management  of  said  canal,  and  the  same*from  time 
to  time  to  sell,  exchange,  mortgage,  grant,  alien  or  otherwise- 
dispose  of,  and  also  to  make  and  keep  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  also  to  ordain,  estab- 
lish and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regula- 
tions as  shall  appear  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  govern- 
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meat  of  said  corporation,  not  being  contrary  to  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  slate  ;  and  generally  to  do 
all  and  singular  the  matters  and  things,  which  to  them  it  shall 
lawfully  appertain  to  do,  for  the  well  being  of  the  said  corpo- 
ration, and  the  due  managemant  and  ordering  the  aflfairs  of 
the  same :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  "'"^^^^ 
so  construed  as  to  give  to  the  said  corporation  any  kind  of 
banking  privileges  whatsoever,  or  any  other  liberties,  privi- 
liges  or  franchises,  but  such  as  may  be  necessary  or  incident 
to  the  repairing  and  maintaining  of  the  said  canal. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  commissioners  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  after  the  said  let- 
ters patent  shall  be  obtained,  appoint  a  time  and  place  for  the  omanizatioa 
subscribers  to  meet,  in  order  to  organize  the  said  company, 
and  shall  give  at  least  twenty  days  previous  notice  thereof  in 
the  newspapers  before  mentioned;  and  the  said  subscribers 
when  met,  shall  choose  by  a  majority  of  votes,  eight  directors, 
all  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders  and  residents  of  this  com- 
monwealth, and  shall  be  the  owners  respectively  of  at  least 
twenty  shares  of  the  said  stock ;  the  said  directors  shall  conduct 
the  business  of  the  said  company,  until  the  first  Monday  of 
March  then  next,  and  until  other  directors  are  chosen,  and 
may  make  such  by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations  as  are 
not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  state. 

Section  4.  That  the  stockholders  shall  meet  on  the  first 
Monday  of  Marcli,  in  every  year,  at  such  places  as  may  be  ^'^nnual meet- 
fixed  upon  by  the  by-laws  of  the  company,  of  which  notice  '"^ 
shall  be  given  at  least  twenty  days  previously,  in  two  or  more 
newspapers  ptiblished  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  bo- 
rough of  Easton,  and  choose  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
present,  directors,  qualified  as  is  provided  in  the  third  section, 
for  the  ensuing  year,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one 
year,  and  until  others  are  chosen;  and  the  stockholders  may 
meet  at  such  other  time  as  they  may  be  summoned  by  the 
directors,  in  such  manner  and  form,  and  giving  such  notice 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  ;  at  which  annual  or 
special  meeting,  they  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  make,  alter,  or  repeal,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  given, 
all  such  by-laws,  rides,  orders  and  regulations  as  aforesaid, 
and  to  do  and  perform  every  other  corporate  act ;  and  the 
number  of  votes  to  which  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled, 
shall  be  according  to  the  number  of  shares  he  or  she  shall 
hold,  in  the  proportions  following :  for  every  share  not  ex- 
ceeding two  shares  one  vote,  for  every  two  shares  above  two  ^*^*''°^'^*'^^ 
shares  and  not  exceeding  ten  shares  one  vote,  and  for  every 
five  shares  above  ten  shares  one  vote,  but  no  share  shall  con- 
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fer  a  right  of  suffrage  unless  it  be  holden  by  the  person  in 
whose  name  it  appears  absolutely  and  bona  fide  in  his  own 
right,  or  in  that  of  his  wife,  or  for  his  or  her  sole  use  and 
benefit,  or  as  executor,  administrator,  trustee,  or  guardian,  or 
in  the  right,  or  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  some  co-partner- 
ship, corporation,  or  society,  of  which  he  or  she  may  be  a 
member,  and  not  in  trust  for  and  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  any 
other  person :  Provided,  That  no  corporations  or  persons 
holding  shares  by  transfer,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  unless  the 
same  shall  have  been  transferred  at  least  three  months  before 
the  election  :  Jlnd  provided  also.  That  no  voting  by  proxy 
shall  be  allowed  at  any  of  the  elections  or  meetings  of  the 
said  company. 

Section  5.  That  the  election  of  directors  provided  for  in 
this  act,  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following  manner,  that  is 
to  say  ;  the  directors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint  two  of 
the  stockholders  not  being  directors,  to  be  judges  of  the  said 
election,  and  to  conduct  the  same,  who  shall  severally  take 
and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  an  alderman  or 
justice  of  the  peace,  well  and  truly  and  according  to  law,  to 
conduct  such  election  to  the  best  of  tlieir  knowledge  and 
abilities,  and  the  said  judges  shall  decide  upon  the  qualifica- 
tions of  voters,  and  when  the  election  is  closed,  shall  count 
the  votes  and  declare  who  has  been  elected;  and  if  it  shall  at 
any  time  happen,  that  an  election  of  directors  shall  not  be 
made,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  tliat  reason  be  dissolved, 
but  it  shall  be  lawful  to  hold  and  make  such  election  of  direc- 
tors on  any  day  thereafter,  by  giving  at  least  ten  days  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  said  election  in  the  news- 
papers as  aforesaid,  and  the  directors  of  the  preceding  year 
shall  in  that  case  continue  to  act,  and  be  invested  with  all  the 
powers  belonging  to  them  as  directors,  until  an  election  shall 
take  place ;  and  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal 
from  the  state,  of  any  one  of  the  directors  elected  by  the 
stockholders,  or  in  case  any  one  of  them  shall  cease  to  be  a 
stockholder,  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  board  of  di- 
rectors. 

Section  6.  That  the  directors  shall  meet  at  such  times  and 
places  as  shall  be  found  most  convenient  for  the  transaction  of 
their  business,  and  when  met,  five  shall  be  a  quorum  ;  they 
shall  elect  a  president  of  their  own  number,  who  shall  always 
be  a  stockholder,  and  in  his  absence,  shall  choose  a  president 
pro  tempore,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  transactions 
fairly  entered  in  a  book;  they  shall  be  empowered  to  choose 
a  secretary,  treasurer,  and  appoint  all  such  other  officers  and 
agents  as  may  be  necessary  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  said 
corporation,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  regulations  as 
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they  may  determine  ;  they  may  require  security  of  said  offi- 
cers in  such  amounts  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and 
generally  to  do  all  such  other  acts,  matters  and  things  as  by 
this  act  and  by  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  this  company, 
they  may  be  authorized  to  do. 

Section  7.  The  directors  shall  fix  the  salaries  and  wages  Salaries 
of  the  several  officers  or  agents  employed  by  them ;  but  no 
director  shall  be  allowed  any  compensation,  except  the  presi- 
dent, whose  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  stockholders  at  some 
annual  meeting  held  in  pursuance  of  the  charter. 

Section  8.  The  directors  shall  not  have  power  to  bor-

per  centum,  to  be  invested  in  loans,  which  shall,  together  with 
its  accumulations,  constitute  a  contingent  fund,  to  provide  lor 
extraordinary  repairs,  and  as  a  sinking  fund  for  the  extin- 
guishment of  any  loans  which  said  company  may  make;  but 
no  part  of  the  two  per  cent.,  nor  any  other  of  the  funds  of 
the  said  company,  shall  at  any  time,  either  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, be  loaned  to  any  director,  officer  or  agent  thereof. 

Section  9.  That  the  said  directors  shall  procure  certificates  ^  ,.^  , 
or  evidences  of  stock  for  all  the  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  said  ^f  stock 
company,  duly  numbered  from  one  to  eighteen  thousand,  and 
shall  deliver  a  certificate,  signed  by  the  president,  and  sealed 
with  the  common  seal  of  the  said  corporation,  to  each  person, 
for  each  share  of  stock  by  him  or  her  subscribed  and  paid  for 
as  aforesaid,  which  certificate  shall  be  transferable  at  his  or 
her  pleasure,  in  person,  or  by  attorney  duly  authorized,  in

estate,  real  and  personal,  purchased  and  owned  by  the  com- 
monwealth, for  the  use  of  the  said  canal. 

Section  11.  The  said  company  shall   be  empowered   to 
fpljg  charge   and   receive   tolls,   for  the   passage   of  persons    and 

merchandize  on  the  said  canal,  subject  to  the  restrictions 
and  limitations  hereinafter  provided :  Provided,  That  said 
canal  shall  forever  be  and  remain  a  public  highway,  for  the

Section  19.  That  when  the  said  company  cannot  agree 
Proceedings  with  the  owner  of  any  lands  or  materials  for  the  compensation 
when  parties  proper  for  the  damage  done  or  likely  to  be  done  or  sustained 
cannot  agree  by  any  such  owners  of  such  lands  and  materials,  which  it  may 
be  necessary  for  said  company  to  enter,  use  or  take  away,  in 
the  enlargement  or  repair  of  said  canal,  or  by  reason  of  any 
legal  incapacity  of  any  such  owner  or  owners,  no  such  com- 
pensation can  be  agreed  upon,  [by]  the  courtof  quarter  sessions 
of  the  proper  county  on  application  thereto  by  petition,  either 
by  said  company  or  owner,  or  any  one  in  behalf  of  either, 
and  at  the  cost  and  charge  of  said  company,  shall  issue  their 
precept  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  commanding  said  sheriff 
to  summon  five  discreet  and  disinterested  persons,  freeholders 
of  said  county,  to  meet  on  the  lands  from  whence  materials 
are  to  be  taken,  in  not  less  than  tenor  more  than  twenty  days, 
giving  such  reasonable  notice  as  the  court  may  designate  to 
both  parties  by  publication  or  otherwise,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court;  and  if  three  or  more  of  said  jurors  attend  they  shall 
be  empannelled,  and  if  three  do  not  attend  the  sheriff  may 
summon  others  at  a  day  fixed  by  him  for  that  purpose,  or  at 
once;  and  the  said  three  or  more  jurors  being  so  empannel- 
led and  sworn  or  affirmed,  faithfully,  justly  and  impartially  to

Proviso  ways  nevertheless,  That  any  owner  or  owners  applying  for 

a  review  shall  be  liable  for  the  costs  of  the  proceedings  prayed 
for,  in  case  a  report  more  favorable  is  not  obtained  upon  such 
review  :  Provided  further,  That  either  parly  may,  by  cer- 
tiorari or  writ  of  error,  remove  the  said  proceedings  to  the 
supreme  court.

have  reason  to  believe  from  other  evidence  that  the  charter 
has  been  violated,  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  legislature  to  direct, 
or  the  governor  to  order  a  scire  facias  to  be  issued  out  of  the 
supreme  court  of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  name  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  (which  shall  be  executed  on  the 
president  of  the  corporation  for  the  time  being,  or  the  secretary 
or  treasurer,  at  the  office  of  said  company,  at  least  ten  days 
before^lie  commencement  of  the  term  of  the  said  court,)  calling 
on  the  said  corporation  to  show  cause  wherefore  the  charter 
hereby  granted  shall  not  be  declared  forfeited ;  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  said  court  upon  the  return  of  the  said  scire 
facias,  to  examine  into  the  truth  of  the  alleged  violations,  and 
if  such  violations  be  made  to  appear,  then  to  adjudge  that  the 
said  charter  is  forfeited;  and  thereupon,  and  incase  the  legis- Forfeiture  of 
lature  shall  declare  the  said  charter  void  and  repeal  the  same  charter 
for  the  cause  aforesaid,  the  canal  aforesaid,  with  its  appurte- 
nances, and  all  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  of  the  said  corpo- 
ration, shall  revert  to  and  be  vested  in  the  commonwealth, 
upon  the  payment  by  the  commonwealth  to  the  stockholders 
of  the  par  value  of  their  stock  ;  and  until  the  commonwealth 
shall  have  made  such  payment  to  the  directors  of  said  com- 
pany, to  be  by  them  distributed  among  the  stockholders,  the 
rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of  said  corporation  shall  re- 
main as  though  said  judgment  of  forfeiture  had  not  been  pro- 
nounced :  Provided  however,  That  every  issue  of  factp 
which  may  be  joined  between  the  commonwealth  and  the 
corporation  in  said  proceeding  shall  be  tried  by  a  jury,  sum- 
moned by  an  officer  to  be  named  by  the  court,  from  the  body  ^ 
of  the  state  ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court  aforesaid  to 
require  and  compel  the  production  of  such  of  the  books  and 
papers  of  the  corporation  on  such  trial  as  it  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  ascertainment  of  the  controverted  facts  ;  and  the 
final  judgment  of  the  court  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  usages 
of  law  as  in  other  cases. 

Section  21.  That  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  assembly  en- 
titled "An  Act  to  protect  the  public  in  the  full  benefit  and  ^Pf*'**"  " 
enjoyment  of  the  works  constructed  for  the  purposes  of  inland  ^ 
navigation,"  passed  the  tenth  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred 
and  twenty-six,  be  and  they  are  hereby  conferred  upon  the 
aforesaid  Delaware  canal  company,  for  the  use  and  protection 
of  said  company. 

Section  22.  That  if  any  foreign  holder  of  any  loans  of  this  -p     ■     u  ij 
commonwealth,  domiciled  or  resident  abroad  out  of  these  Uni-gyg^f  j^j^^g 
ted  States,  shall  have  heretofore  died  or  shall  hereafter  die,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  person  or  persons  duly  authori- 
zed by  the  laws  of  the  state  or  country  in   which  ♦the  said 
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foreign  loanholder  was  so  domiciled  or  resident  at  the  time 
of  his  or  her  death,  to  administer  or  take  charge  or  possession 
of  the  personal  estate  of  the  said  decedent,  in  person  or  by 
attorney,  duly  constituted  and  appointed,  to  transfer  and  assign, 
upon  the  books  of  the  proper  office  or  agency,  all  loans  of 
this  commonwealth  held  by  or  standing  in  the  name  of  such 
Proviso  decedent:     Provided  always  however,  That  the  person  or 

persons  so  authorized  to  administer  and  take  charge  and  pos-

of  which  her  husband  is  not  the  father ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commo'mvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Jlssembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.  That  the  marriage  contract  entered

To  fix  the  number  of  Senators  and  Representatives,  and  form  the  State 
into  districts,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and   House  of 
Jiepresciitatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General   Assembly  met,  and  it  is   hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  Orlo  J.  Hamlin,  John  Holmes  q^^^^ 
and  Solomon  Sartwell,  junior,  be  and  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  or  a  majority  of  them, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  Anno  Domini  eighteen 
hundred  and  foriy-four,  to  determine  upon  and  purchase  such 
real  estate  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  accommoda- Purcha«oreal 
tion  of  the  poor  of  M'Kean   county  ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  estate 
for  said  commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them  to  take  convey- 
ances therefor,  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  corporation 
mentioned  in  the  third  section  of  this  act ;  and  they  shall  cer- 
tify their  proceedings  therein  under  their  liands  and  seals,  to 
the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  M'Kean  county, 
to  be  filed   in  his  ofiice  ;  and  at  the  next  general  election  the 
qualified  electors  of  M'Kean  county  shall  elect  three  reputa- 
ble citizens  of  the  said  county  to  be  directors  of  tlie  poor  and  Directors 
the  house  of  employment  for  the  county  of  M'Kean  for  the 
ensuing  year;  and  the  judges  of  the  election  of  said  county 
shall  immediately,  on  receiving  the  returns  from  the  several 
election  districts,  and  casting  up  the  number  of  votes  theiein,      ■Svms'h.'V 
or  within  three  days  thereafter  certify  under  their  hands  and 
seal  the  names  of  the  persons  so  elected  director?,  to  the  clerk 
of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  snid  county,  who  shall 
file  the  said  certificate  in  his  office,  and  forthwith  give  notice 
in  writing  to  the  said  directors  of  their  being  elected  ;  and  the 
said  directors  shall  meet  at  the  court  house  in  the  said  county 
on  the  first  Monday  of  November  next,  ensuing  their  election,  ivjget 
and  divide  themselves  by  lot  into  three  classes,  the  place  of 
the  first  to  be  vacated  at  the  expiration   of  the  first  year,  of 
the  second  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the' third  at  Claawfica. 
the  expiration  of  the  third  year,  so  that  those  who  shall  be  tion 
chosen  after  the  first  election  and  in  the  mode  above  described, 
may  serve  for  three  years,  and  one-third  may  be  chosen  an- 
nually. 

Section  2.  Every  director  elected  in  the  manner  aforesaid  wl'a-l 

or  appointed  as  is  directed  by  the  eleventh  section  of  this  act, 
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shall  wiihin  ten  days  after  he  is  notified  of  such  election  or 
appointment,  and  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  the  said 
office  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  which  any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  the  said  county  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer, 
that  he  will  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of  director  of 
the  poor  for  the  said  county  truly,  faithfully  and  impartially, 
to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability  ;  and  in  case  of  ne- 
glect or  refusal,  to  take  the  said  oath  or  affirmation  within  the 
time  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sura  of  ten  dollars, 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  said  county,  which  fine  shall  be  re- 
covered by  the  directors  for  die  time  being  as  debts  are  or 
shall  be  by  law  recoverable  ;  and  the  directors  qualified  as 
aforesaid  are  hereby  authorized  to  administer  an  oath  or 
affirmation  in  any  case  when  it  shall  be  necessary  in  relation 
to  the  duties  of  their  office. 

Section  3.  The  said  directors  shall  forever  hereafter,  in 
name  and  in  fact,  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law 
to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatsoever,  relative  to  the  poor  of 
the  county  of  M'Kean,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  of  the  directors  of  the  poor  and  of  the 
house  of  employment  for  the  county  of  M'Kean  ;  and  by  that 
name  shall  and  may  receive,  take  and  hold  any  lands,  tene- 
ments and  hereditaments  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of 
ten  thousand  dollars;  and  any  goods  and  chattels  whatsoever, 
of  the  gift,  alienation,  or  bequest  of  any  person  or  persons 
whatsoever  ;  to  purchase,  take  and  hold  any  lands  and  tene- 
ments within  their  county,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  and  erect 
suitable  buildings  for  the  reception,  use  and  accommodation 
of  the  poor  of  the  said  county  ;  to  provide  all  things  necessary 
for  the  lodging,  maintenance  and  employment  of  said  poor; 
to  appoint  a  treasurer  annually,  who  shall  give  bond  with  full 
and  sufficient  surety,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  his  office,  and  at  the  expiration  thereof  for  the  payment 
and  delivery  over  to  his  successor  in  office,  of  all  moneys, 
bonds,  notes,  book  accounts  and  other  papers,  to  the  said 
corporation  belonging,  which  shall  then  be  remaining  in  his 
hands,  custody  and  possession  ;  and  said  director  shall  have 
power  to  employ,  and  at  pleasure  to  remove  a  steward  or 
stewards,  matron  or  matrons,  physician  or  physicians,  sur- 
geon or  surgeons,  and  all  other  attendants  that  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  said  poor  respectively;  to  bind  out  apprentices  so 
that  such  apprenticeship  may  expire,  if  males,  at  or  before 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  if  females,  at  or  before  the  age 
of  eighteen  years,  such  poor  children  as  shall  come  under 
their  notice,  or  as  may  now  be  bound  apprentices  by  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor:  Provided,  That  no  child  shall  be  bound 
at  a  greater  distance  than  thirty  miles  from  the  poor  house; 
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and  the  said  directors  shall  exercise  and  enjoy  all  such  other 
powers  now  vested  in  the  overseers  of  the  poor  as  are  not 
herein  granted  or  supplied ;  and  the  said  directors  are  hereby 
empowered  to  use  one  common  seal  in  all  business  relating 
to  the  said  corporation,  and  the  same  at  their  pleasure  to  alter 
and  renew. 

Section  4.  The  said  directors,  as  soon  as  may  be  after    "  > 

their  election  and  organization  as  aforesaid,  shall  make  an 
estimate  of  the  probable  expense  of  purchasing  the  lands  and  Estimate  cost 
building,  or  erecting  the  necessary  building  or  buildings,  and 
furnishing  the  same,  and  maintaining  the  poor  wiihin  the  said 
connty  for  one  year;  whereupon  the  county  commissioners 
of  the  said  county  shall  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  increase  the  county  tax,  by  one-fourth  part  of  the 
sum  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  shall  procure 
on  loan,  on  the  credit  of  the  taxes  herein  directed  to  be

together  with  the  rents,  interests  and  moneys  payable  and 
receivable  by  the  said  corporation,  and  also  an  account  of  all 
sales,  purchases,  donations,  devises  and  bequests,  as  shall 
have  been  made  by  or  to  them.

and  required  to  comply  with,  or  otherwise  to  forfeit  the  costs 
of  all  future  maintenance,  except  in  cases  when  by  sickness 
or  any  other  sufficient  cause,  any  poor  person  cannot  be

Section  7.  The  said  directors  shall  from  time  to  time

^  and  meaning  of  this  act,  all  such  poor  and  indigent  persons 

as  shall  be  enliUed  to  relief,  or  shall  have  sained  a  legal  set- 
tlement in  said  county  of  M'Kean,  and  shall  be  sent  there  by 
an  order  or  warrant  for  that  purpose,  under  the  hands  and 
seals  of  any  two  justices  of  the  peace,  directed  to  any  consta- 
ble of  the  said  county  of  M'Kean,  or  to  the  overseers  of  the 
proper  township  in  any  other  comity  of  this  commonwealth  ;

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.

company  ;  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succes-Name 
sion,  and  shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be 
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impleaded  in  all  courts  of  record,  or  elsewhere  ;  and  also,  the 
said  corporation  and  their  successors,  at  all  times  hereafter, 
be  able  to  purchase,  receive,  have,  hold  and  enjoy  to  them

renew  at  pleasure  ;  and  also,  to  ordain,  establish  and  put  in

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Bepresentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Bepresentatives  of  the  Commontveallh  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  .Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  the  name,  style  and  title  of 
"  The  Reliance  Insurance  and  Trust  company  of  Philadel- 
phia," authorized  by  an  act,  approved  the  twenty-first  day  of 
April,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty -one,  shall  be  and  the  same  Naraechang- 
is  hereby  changed  to  that  of  ^'  The  Reliance  Mutual  Insurance  ed 
company  of  Philadelphia ;"  and  by  that  name,  style  and  title 
shall  have  and  enjoy  the  rights  and  privileges,  and  be  subject 
to  the  restrictions  and  penalties  in  said  act  mentioned,  except

risks  insured  against,  the  manner  required  by  the  said  corn- 
Members  pany,  and  tlie  executors,  administrators  and  assigns  of  such 
persons  continuing  to  be  so  insured,  may  thereby  become 
members  of  said  company,  and  be  entitled  to  a  pro  rata  share 
of  any  profits  that  may  be  made  by  such  insurances  during 
the  period  they  shall. remain  so  insured  and  no  longer,  which 
said  profits  shall  be  declared  and  divided  as  hereafter  di- 
rected. 

Section  3.  The  directors  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
November,  in  each  and  every  year,  cause  a  balance  to  be 
struck  of  the  affairs  of  said  company  ;  and  if  there  shall  be 
any  ascertained  profits,  after  paying  all  the  losses  and  ex- 
penses of  said  company  for  tlie  year  preceding,  they  shall 
first  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the  stockholders  a  sum  equal  to 
an  interest  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  paid  in,  out  of  said  profits,  if  so  much  remains  after 
paying  said  losses  and  expenses ;  and  the  remainder  of  said 
profits,  if  any,  shall  be  divided  pro  rata  amongst  the  stock- 
holders and  insured  members  ;  and  within  thirty  days  after

of  stock  paid  in,  and  premiums  earned;  and  to  each  insured 
member  a  like  certificate  for  such  a  proportion  of  the  said 
remaining  profits  as  the  premiums  paid  by  him  on  risks 
determined  may  bear  to  the  aggregate  or  collective  amount  of 
the  stock  paid  in,  and  premiums  earned  ;  the  said  certificates 
to  be  entitled  to  an  interest  or  dividend  not  exceeding  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  remaining  profits,  if 
any,  of  the  years  succeeding ;  or  they  may  be  received  in 
payment  of  the  stock  of  said  company  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided ;  but  no  certificate  shall  issue,  unless  claimed  within  two 
years  after  the  declaration  of  the  dividend  or  profit  whereof 
it  is  the  evidence,  and  the  amount  of  such  unclaimed  certifi- 
cate shall,  after  the  expiration  of  that  time,  be  carried  to  the 
credit  of  said  company. 

Section  4.  No  part  of  the  income  or  profits  of  the  said 

Losses  company  shall,  in  any  case  be   withdrawn,  except  as  herein 

provided  for;  but  the  same  shall   remain  equally  with  the 

capital  stock,  liable  to  the  payment  of  all  the  losses  and  ex- 
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penses  thereof.  And  such  liability  shall  be  expressed  on  the 
face  of  the  certificates,  to  be  issued  as  aforesaid  ;  nor  shall 
any  interest  be  paid,  dividend  declared,  or  certiricates  issued, 
either  to  stockliolders,  insured  members,  or  certificate  holders, 
whereby  tlie  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  reduced 
or  impaired  ;  nor  shall  any  interest  or  dividend  be  paid  on 
any  certificates,  until  the  interest  on  the  capital  stock  shall 
first  be  provided  for. 

Section  5.  No  certificate  shall  issue  for  any  sura  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars,  nor  for  any  fractional  part  of  five  dollars.  Certificates 
The  said  certificates  shall  be  transferable  on  the  books  of  the 
company  only  ;  and  a  transfer  book  shall  be  kept  for  that 
purpose.  No  certificaie  shall  issue  to  any  person  indebted 
to  said  company  ;  and  no  transfer  of  any  certificate  shall  be 
permitted,  so  long  as  the  holder  thereof  is  indebted  to  said 
company.  And  all  ceriificales  shall  be  subject  to,  and  bound 
by,  any  judgment  the  company  may  obtain  against  the  holder 
thereof.  And  the  interest  of  such  holder  may  be  sold  under 
an  execution  issued  on  said  judgment,  in  like  manner  as  any 
other  species  of  personal  property. 

Section  6.  No  insured  member,  ceriificale  holder  or 
stockholder  shall,  in  any  case,  be  liable  over  and  above  the  ^'^'^'''ty 
precise  amount  of  the  premium  paid  by  him,  or  the  amount 
of  the  certificate,  or  the  amount  of  the  stock  held  by  him; 
and  when  such  premium,  or  such  ceitificate,  or  such  stock 
shall  be  absorbed  by  the  losses,  debts  or  expenses  of  said 
comj)any,  all  liability  or  responsibility  on  his  part  shall  cease. 

Section  7.  At  any  general  meeting  or  election  held  by 
the  stockholders  and  insured  members  of  said  company,  each 
share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote.

the  holder  thereof  to  any  vote.  Insurances  may  be  made, 
and  risks  taken  by  said  company,  agreeably  to  the  provisions 
of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  without  the  parties 
insured  becoming  members,  or  being  entitled  to  any  of  the 
profits  thereof;  and  re-insurance  may  be  obtained  by  said 
company  for  any  risk  against  which  they  may  have  insured, 
whenever,  and  to  such  an  extent  as  the  directors  or  officers 
thereof  may  deem  it  expedient. 

Section  8.  Suits  at  law  may  be  prosecuted  and  maintained 
by  any  stockholder  or  insured  member  against  said  company  Suits 
for  losses  or  damages  insured  against  by  them,  if  the  payment 
is  withheld  more  than  sixty  days  after  the  said  company  shall 
have  been  duly  notified  of  such  loss  or  damage  ;  and  no  slock- 
19 
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holder  or  insured  member  of  said  company,  not  being  in  his 
individual  capacity  a  party  to  such  suit,  shall  be  deemed  in- 
competent as  a  witness. 

Section  9.  The  certificates  to  be  issued  as  aforesaid  may 
Increase  at  any  time  be  received  in  payment  of  or  be  converted  into 
stock  &,c  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  under  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  the  directors  thereof  may  from  time  to  time  make 
and  establish  ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  company  at 
any  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  and  insured  members, 
to  be  called  for  that  purpose,  after  two  weeks  public  notice  to 
be  given  in  at  least  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  published  in 
said  city,  to  increase  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  to 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each  ;  and  when  said  capital  stock  actually  paid 
in  shall  amount  to  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  when 
the  amount  of  said  stock  so  paid  in,  together  with  the  ascer- 
tained profits,  after  paying  all  losses  and  expenses,  shall  in  the 
aggregate  amount  to  the  said  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  all  the  future  profits  of  said  company,  after  paying 
losses  and  expenses,  may  be  divided  and  paid  in  cash  to  the 
stockholders  and  insured  members  pro  rata,  as  provided  in 
the  third  section  of  this  act  in  relation  to  the  issuing  of  certifi- 
cates of  profit,  or  the  same  may  be  applied  to  the  purchase  or 
redemption  of  the  certificates  issued  by  said  company,  in  such 
manner  and  at  such  times  as  the  directors  may  deem  expe- 
dient ;  and  all  claim  or  right  to  interest  or  dividend  on  said 
certificates  shall  cease  after  two  weeks  notice,  published  in  at 
least  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  of  said  city,  that  the  com- 
pany will  redeem  or  pay  the  same  ;  which  said  notice  shall 
designate  the  certificates  to  be  so  redeemed  or  paid ;  and  if 
the  holders  of  said  certificates  shall  not  within  five  years 
thereafter  present  the  same  for  redemption  or  payment,  the 
said  certificates  shall  be  cancelled  on  the  books  of  the  com- 
pany, and  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  carried  to  the  credit 
of  the  company. 

Section  10.  'J'he  said  company  may  from  time  to  time  re- 
Insurances  ceive  notes  or  other  securities,  real  or  personal,  for  premiums 
how  eiFected  from  persons  intending  to  effect  insurances  therewith,  or  from 
any  other  person  or  persons,  under  such  regulations  or  agree- 
ments as  shall  be  authorized  by  the  directors  ;  which  said  notes 
or  other  securities  may  be  negotiated,  transferred  or  conveyed 
by  the  said  company,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  claims  for 
losses  accruing  in  the  course  of  its  business,  and  on  such 
portion  of  the  said  notes  or  securities  as  may  exceed  the 
amount  of  the  premiums  paid  or  agreed  to  be  paid  by  the 
parlies  from  whom  the  same  may  have  been  received;  the 
said  company  may  allow  and  pay  such  interest  or  other  com- 
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pensation  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  direclors. 

Section  11.  No  loan  of  any  part  of  the  capital  stock  orL^jj^^g 
other  funds  of  said  company,  shall  in  any  case,  directly  or  in- 
directly, be  made  to  any  director,  officer  or  agent  of  said  com- 
pany. 

Section  12.  Within   thirty  days  after  the  affairs  of  said 
company  shall  be  ascertained,  on  the  first  Monday  in  Novem-^^'^^'^® 
ver  annually,  as  provided  by  the  third  section  of  this  act,  the  ®'^®®' 
directors  or  officers  of  said  company  shall  cause  a  general  bal- 
ance sheet  of  said  affairs  to  be  made,  which  shall  contain; 
First,  the  amount  of  premiums  received  during  the  previous  "''snniuma 
year.     Second,  the  amount  of  the  expenses  incurred  during  Expenses 
the  previous  year.     Third,  the  amount  of  the  losses  incurred  L^gggg 
during  the  previous  year.     Fourth,  the   balance   remaining 
with  the  company,  and  the  nature  of  the  securities  in  which  Securitiea&c 
the  same  is  invested.     And  the  said  balance  sheet  or  statement 
shall  be  published  for  one  week,  in  at  least  two  of  the  daily 
newspapers  published  in  said  city,  and  a  printed  copy  thereof 
shall  be  furnished  to  each  member,  on  request,  at  the  office 
of  said  company.  , 

Section  13.  So  much  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supple- j^gp^j^I 
ment,  as  is  inconsistent  herewith,  shall  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed.

AN    ACT 

To  incorporate  ihe  town  of  Hookstovvn,  in  the  county  of  Beaver,  into  a 
borough. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  bij  the  Senate  and  House  of 
liepresentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.  That  the  town  of  Hooksiown,  in  the 
county  of  Beaver,  and  territory  included  within  the  following 
JBorough  boundaries,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  a  white  oak  on  a  line  be- 
tween Joseph  M'Farran  and  Christopher  Jordan ;  thence 
north  seventy-nine  degrees  west  ninety-four  perches  to  a  post 
on  line  of  'i'homas  Jjaughlin  ;  thence  south  one  hundred  and 
thirty-nine  perches  to  a  black  jack  on  lands  of  Robert  Wright; 
*  thence   south    thirty-eight  and  one-half  degrees   east   thirty 

perches  to  a  post  on  land  of  Robert  M'Farran;  thence  north 
seventy-two  degrees  east  thirly-six  perches  to  a  dogwood  on 
the  line  between  John  Moody  and  Robert  M'Farran  ;  thence 
north  forty-one  degrees  east  sixty-nine  perches  to  a  post  on 
land  of  John  Moody  ;  thence  north  four  and  one-quarter 
degrees  west  eiglity-five  perches  to  tlie  place  of  beginning,  is 
hereby  erected  into  a  borough,  which  siiall  be  called  and 
styled  ihe  borough  of  Ilookstown. 

Section  2.  That  the  inhabitants  of  said  borough,  entitled 

Annual  elcc-io  vote  for  members  of  the  general  a^semblj  ,  having  resided 

*^'°"  therein  one  month  immediately  preceding  the  election,  shall 

on  the  third  Friday  of  May  next,  and   annually  thereafter  on 

^  the  same  day,  which  now  is  or   hereafter   may  be   fixed  by 

law  for  the  election  of  constable  and   otiier  township  officers 

within  this  commonweahii,  meet  at  the  school-house  in  said 

boroiigii,  and  then  and  there,  lielween  the  hours  of  one  o'clock 

and  seven  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  elect  by  ballot  one  of  the 

citizens,  who  sh;:ll  be  sl\  led  the  burg'^ss  of  said  borough,  and 

Officers  ^^'^"'  <^''lier  citizens  to  be  styled  the  town  council,  one  street 

commissioner,  and  two  justices  of  the  peace,  all  of  whom 

sh;ill  be  residents  of  siid  borough,  which  election  shall  in  all 

respects  be  conducted  in   the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for 

the  election  of  township  otiicers  within  this  commonwealth, 

and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  i)cnaliies  fur  malpractices, 

except  that  the  certificates  of  tlie  election  of  burgess,  town 

council,  and  other  borough  officers,  shdl  be  filed  among  the 
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records  of  tlie  corporation,  antl  duplicate  certificates  of  said 
election  shall  be  signed  by  the  judges,  one  of  whicli  shall  be 
transmitted  to  eacli  of  the  persons  elected  :  Jlnd  provided,  proviso ' 
That  in  case  of  death,  resignation,  removal  or  refusal  to  accept 
of  any  of  said  offices,  the  vacancies  may  be  supplied  by  a 
new  election,  in  all  cases  where  by  the  existing  laws  there  is 
not  provision  made  for  supplying  vacancies  by  appointment: 
And  provided  further,  That  for  the  first  election  to  be  held 
under  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  Robert  M'Farran,  First  election 
Samuel  M'Laughlin  and  Benjamin  liawrance,  or  any  one  of 
them,  to  give  notice,  and  perform  all  the  duties  enjoined  upon 
constables  by  the  existing  laws  relative  to  township  elections; 
and  in  case  no  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  day  men- 
tioned, they  shall  appoint  some  other  day,  and  perform  the 
said  services;  but  previous  to  opening  of  such  eleciion,  such 
of  the  citizens  entitled  to  vote  as  aforesaid,  as  may  be  present 
at  the  time  and  place  of  opening  the  same,  shall  choose  one 
judge  and  two  inspectors,  and  two  clerks  thereof,  who  shall 
be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by 
law  for  swearing  or  affirming  election  officers  ;  and  they 
shall  perform  the  duties  required  of  them  by  law  relative  to 
township  elections. 

Section  3.  That  the  burgess   shall  be  president   of  thegurgess 
council,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  a  member  thereof  in  every  respect. 

Section  4.  That  the  burgess  and  town  council  shall  meet 
on  the  first  Monday  next  succeeding  their  election,  in  each  Annual  meet- 
year,  and  as  often  thereafter  as  occasion  may  require;  three  jng 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business  ;  and  the 
proceedings  of  a  majority  of  a  quorum,  when  there  is  one 
formed,  shall  be  valid ;  they  shall  have  power  in  the  absence 
of  the  burgess  to  elect  a  president  pro  tern.,  who  shall,  in  the 
case  of  death,  resignation,  refusal  to  accept  or  to  act,  or  ina- 
bility of  the  burgess  to  attend,  perform  all  and  every  duty 
enjoined  on  the  burgess,  or  in  his  absence,  the  president  pro 
tem.  shall  have  power  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  council; 
but  in  all  cases  of  special  meetings,  personal  notice  shall  be 
given  to  every  member,  unless  absent  from  the  borough  ;  the 
burgess  and  members  of  the  town  council  shall  in  all  cases 
continue  to  hold  and  exercise  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  elected  and 
qualified. 

Section  5.  That  if  any  person  duly  elected  burgess  or 
member  of  the  town  council,   and  having  received   notice     P.^^^^ 
thereof,  as  directed  by  this  act,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take^gg      *" 
upon  himself  the  execution  of  the  office  to  which  he  shall 
have  been  elected,  or  having  taken  upon  himself  such  duties, 
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shall  neglect  to  discharge  the  same  according  to  law,  every 
such  person  so  refusing  or  neglecting,  shall,  for  every  such 
ofTence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars ;  and  every 
other  officer  elected  or  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  the 
by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the  town  council  aforesaid,  who 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take  upon  himself  the  execution  of 
such  office,  or  having  accepted  the  same,  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  perform  the  duties  thereof,  shall,  for  every  such 
refusal  or  neglect,  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  burgess,  which  fines  and  all  other  fines  that 
may  be  incurred  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  by-laws  or 
ordinances  of  the  town  council,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  said 
corporation  ;  and  shall  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  burgess 
and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Hookstown,  as  debts  of 
like  amount  are  recoverable  by  law  :  Provided,  That  no  per- 
sons shall  be  compelled  to  serve  more  than  one  year  in  any 
term  of  three,  and  that  the  payment  of  a  fine  shall  be  equiva- 
lent to  a  service  of  one  year  in  any  office:  ^,1nd  provided 
further.  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
exonerate  any  constable  or  other  officer  from  the  payment  of 
any  fine  or  penalty  imposed  by  the  existing  laws,  or  that 
may  hereafter  be  enacted  for  refusing  to  serve  in  such  office. 

Section  6.  The  burgess  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath 
or  affirmation,  before  one  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas,  or  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  county  of 
Beaver,  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and 
of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  execute  the  office  of  bur- 
gess of  Hookstown  with  fidelity:  and  when  so  qualified,  he 
shall  administer  an  oath  to  each  of  the  members  of  the  town 
council,  high  constable,  town  clerk,  clerk  of  the  market,  (if 
one  shall  be  appointed,)  and  such  other  officers  as  shall  be 
appointed  or  elected  under  this  act,  or  any  by-law  or  ordinance 
•  of  said  borough,  before   they  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of 

their  respective  offices,  which  oath  or  affirmation  so  taken  and 
subscribed,  shall  be  filed  among  the  records  of  the  corporation. 

Section  7.  That  from  and  after  the  third  Friday  in  April 
next,  the  burgess  and  town  council,  duly  elected,  and  their 

Name  successors,  shall  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the 

name  and  style  of  the  "  burgess  and  town  council  of  the 
borough  of  Hookstown,"  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession; 
and  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  have,  receive,  hold  and  possess 
goods  and  chatties,  lands  and  tenements,  rents,  liberties,  juris- 
dictions, franchises,  hereditaments,  to  them  and  their  succes- 

Liberties  &c  sors,  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise,  not  exceeding  the  yearly 
value  of  three  thousand  dollars ;  and  also  to  grant,  sell,  let 
and  assign  the  same  ;  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  law 
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in  this  commonwealth,  in  all  manner  of  actions  whatever; 
and  to  have  and  to  use  one  common  seal,  and  the  same  from 
time  to  time,  at  their  will,  to  change  and  alter. 

Section  8.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  tOp   , 
pass  and  enact  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances,  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  to  promote  the  peace  and  good 
order  and  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants,  and  well  being 
of  said  borough,  and  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  keep- 
ing in  good  order  the  side  walks,  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  public 
squares,  common  grounds,  or  other  property  whatsoever,  that 
has  heretofore  at  any  time  been  granted  to  the  use  of  the 
citizens  of  Hookstown,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  granted  to 
the  use  of  the  corporation,  and  for  removing  nuisances  and  j^yjgajjces 
obstructions  therefrom  ;  and  the  same  to  alter,  make,  renew 
or  annul,  as  the  occasion  may  require,  and  also  assess,  levy 
and  collect,  and  appropriate  such  taxes  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  carry  their  rules   and  ordinances   into  effect,   which  said 
taxes  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  three  mills  on  the  dol- Taxes 
lar,  except  by  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  taxables  of  the 
borough,  to  be  certified  under  their  hands  to  the  town  council 
for  that  purpose  ;  they  shall  have  authority  to  obtain  materials 
for  improving  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  public  grounds, 
and  order  and  direct  the  manner  and  ways  in  which  the  same   ^'^^^^  ^ 
shall  be  improved,  repaired  and  kept  in  good  order ;  they 
shall  annually  appoint  a  town  clerk,  treasurer,  collector  of  clerk  and 
taxes,  clerk  of  the  market,  when  necessary,  and  such  other  other  officers 
officers  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  the  same  to  remove 
at  pleasure  ;  the  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  council,  shall 
be  allowed  such  compensation  as  the  council   may  fix  and  ^°'°P^'^^' 
agree  ;  but  the  members  of  the  council  themselves  shall  not   °" 
be  entitled  to  any  compensation  for  the  services  as  members 
of  the  town  council;   the   council  may  remit  any  fines  orpines 
penalties  that  may  be  incurred  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the 
by-laws  or  ordinances,  when  in  their  judgment  it  may  be 
proper  so  to  do:    Provided,  No  by-law,  rule,  regulation  orpj-oviso 
ordinance  of  said  corporation,  shall  be  repugnant  to  the  con- 
stitiUion  and  laws  of  the  LFnited  States  or  of  this  common- 
wealth ;  and  that  no  person  shall  be  subjected  to  any  fine  or 
punishment  for  a  violation  of  any  by-law  or  ordinance  of  the 
said  borough,  until  after  six  days  shall  have  expired  after  the 
promulgation  thereof,  by  at  least  four  copies  of  the  same 
being  put  up  at  the  most  public  places  within  the  said  borough, 
and  signed  by  the  president  or  president  pro  tem.,  and  at- 
tested by  the  town  clerk  ;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess 
to  cause  all  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  council  to  be 
carried  into  efl^ect,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such  other 
services  as  may  be  enjoined  on  him  by  the  same. 
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Section  9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess  to 
issue  his  warrant  to  the  collector,  as  often  as  occasion  may 
require,  commanding  him  to  collect  the  taxes  ji«sessed  by  the 
town  council,  a  list  or  duplicate  of  which  shall  be  made  out 
Coikct  taxes  j^j^j  Jelivered  to  said  collector,  and  to  pay  the  same  to  the 
treasurer;  and  the  collector  shall  have  the  power  and  authority 
in  the  collection  of  said  taxes,  as  the  collectors  of  county  rates 
and  levies,  and  may  be  proceeded  against  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  the  county  treasurers  or  county  commissioners  are 
authorized  by  law  to  proceed  against  the  collectors  of  county 
taxes,  when  they  neglect  to  collect  or  pay  over  the  amount  of 
their  duplicate  according  to  law:  Provided,  That  the  town 
council  may  hold  appeals,  hear  any  complaint  in  relation  to 
the  assessment  of  the  said  taxes,  and  grant  relief  as  shall 
seem  best  at  any  time,  and  also  exonerate  the  collector  for 
the  payment  of  any  tax  that  may  be  impracticable  to  collect; 
and  in  all  cases  of  any  tax  assessed  upon  any  vacant  or  un- 
seated lot  within  said  borough,  and  the  taxes  remain  unpaid, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  collector  to  certify  tlie  same  to  the 
commissioners  of  Beaver  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
supervisors  of  the  roads  are  authorized  by  law  to  return  road 
taxes  on  unseated  lands,  and  the  county  treasurer  shall  in  like 
manner  collect  the  said  taxes,  or  sell  and  convey  the  lot  or 
lots  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  and  pay  the  money  into  the 
treasury  of  vhe  borough,  or  to  whatever  it  may  belong. 

Section  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  clerk  to 
attend  all  meetings  of  the  town  council,  when  assembled  on 
business  of  the  corporation,  and  perform  the  duty  of  clerk 
thereto,  and  keep  and  preserve  the  corporate  seal  and  records 
of  the  corporation,  ami  be  answerable  for  the  same  ;  and  also 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  the  duties  which  may  be  en- 
joined upon  him  by  this  act,  or  of  the  acts  of  the  corporation  ; 
he  shall  keep  a  fair  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  council 
in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  jiurpose,  and  shall  enter  all 
by-laws  and  ordinances  adopted  by  the  council  in  a  separate 
book  for  that  purpose,  and  when  signed  by  the  president, 
shall  attest  the  same;  he  shall  certify  copies  under  the  seal 
of  the  corporation,  which  copies  of  any  book,  paper,  by-laws, 
ordinaiice  or  proceeding  of  the  council,  when  so  certified  and 
attested  bv  the  clerk,  shall  be  good  evidence  of  the  thing 
certified  ;  he  shall  deliver  over  to  his  successor  the  seal,  and 
all  the  book?,  papers  and  othei  things  belonging  to  the  cor- 
poration, and  upon  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do,  upon  demand 
made,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dol- 
lars, and  be  accouniable  for  all  damages  sustained  by  the  cor- 
poration, to  be  recovered  as  like  debt  and  damages  are  by  law 
recoverable. 
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Section  11.  That  it  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to 
receive  all  moneys  due  to  the  corporation,  whether  for  taxes,  Treasurer's 
fines,  donations,  or  in  any  other  way,  and  to  pay  out  of  the  ^^^y 
same  on  orders  of  the  president  or  president  pro  tern.;  he 
shall  keep  fair  accounts  of  his  receipts  and  payments,  and 
settle  his  accounts  with  the  town  council  whenever  they  shall 
require  the  same  to  be  done,  and  pay  over  all  moneys  or  bal- 
ances found  in  his  hands,  and  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office 
all  books,  papers  and  accounts,  belonging  to  the  corporation 
or  pertaining  to  his  official  duties,  when  demanded,  for  which 
he  shall  give  bond  to  the  burgess  and  town  council,  with  sure- 
ties thereon  as  they  may  require.

by  the  president  thereof,  and  attested  by  the  clerk.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  town  council  to  settle  the  accounts  of  the 
treasurer,  street  commissioner,  collector  of  taxes,  and  of  the 
several  officers  annually,  and  to  cause  a  fair  statement,  show- 
ing the  receipts  in  the  treasury,  and  how  the  same  shall  have 
been  expended,  to  be  published  by  the  town  clerk  every 
year,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  said  town  council. 

Section  13.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  persons  entitled 
by  law  to  vote  for  burgess,  and  other  officers  of  the  borough  ^ons'*''^^

To  authorize  the  Commissioners  of  the  incorporated  districts  of  the  county 
of  Pliiladelphia  to  construct  woriis  for  supplying  said  districts  with 
water  from  the  Schuylkill  river. 

Whereas,  It  has  been  represented  by  the  petitions  of  the 
board  of  commissioners  of  the  incorporated  districts  of  the 
Preamble  county  of  Philadelphia,  that  a  large  portion  of  the  district  of 
Spring  Garden  cannot  be  supplied  with  water  from  the  works 
of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  at  Fairmount,  the  ground  in  some 
parts  of  the  said  district  of  Spring  Garden  being  considerably 
above  the  level  of  said  works  ;  and  that  the  said  commission- 
ers design  to  construct  within  the  limits  hereinafter  mentioned, 
the  necessary  works  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  inhabi- 
tants with  water  ;  therefore, 
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Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is   hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  the  incorporated  districts  of  the 
county  of  Philadelphia,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  construct  steam  or  other  suitable  works  on  ^""f*'^'*®' 
or  adjacent  to  the  river  Schuylkill,  at  any  point  between  the^*"^  ^ 
south  line  of  Coats  street  and  the  northern  boundary  of  the 
said  district  of  Spring  Garden,  or  in  such  other  suitable  loca- 
tion as  they  may  deem  expedient,  for  the  purpose  of  pumping 
up  and  supplying  said  districts  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  with 
water  from  the  said  river,  or  such  other  stream  of  water  in 
the  vicinity  of  said  districts,  as  may  be  found   practicable : 
Provided,  That  no  more  water  shall  be  taken  from  the  said  Proviso

of  Philadelphia  ;  and  hereafter  shall  not  charge  more  for  water 
rents  in  the  incorporated  districts  than  is  charged  to  the  citi- 
xens  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia;  and  at  no  time  shall  the 
rents  be  increased  beyond  the  present  rates  :  And  provided Ynx\het  pro- 
further.  That  a  compliance  with  the  foregoing  proviso  ontheviso 
part  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens  of  Philadelphia, 
shall  not  prevent  any  of  the  incorporated  districts  of  the 
county  of  Philadelphia  from  taking  water  from  the  river 
Schuylkill,  at  any  point  below  the  Fairraount  dam,  or  from 
any  other  stream  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  supply  of 
their  respective  districts. 

That  the  said  incorporated  districts  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  construct  such  reservoir  or  reser-  Rgseivoiis 
voirs  for  the  reception  of  the  said  water,  as  they  luay  deem 
expedient ;  and  also,  to  lay  such  supply  pipes  from  said  river 
and  works  thereto,  as  may  be  requisite  ;  and  also,  to  lay  such 
pipes  of  conduit  from  the  said  reservoir  or  I'eservoirs  as  may  be 
found  necessary  to  connect  the  same  with  any  of  the  pipes  of 
conduit  already  laid  in  the  said  districts:  Provided,  That  all  Proviso 
expenses   incurred    in  the   erection  and   completion   of  said 
works,  shall  be  equally  borne   by  said  districts,  except  the 
expense  of  laying  pipes  to  conduct  the  water  from  the  reser- Exp(n.'3"f» 
voir,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  districts  for  whose  supply 
such  pipes  shall  be  laid  ;  and  each  of  the  aforesaid  incorpo-  -- 

rated   districts  shall,  annually,  on  the  third  Monday  in  the 
month  of  July,  elect  three  suitable  persons  to  be  water  com- 
20 
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missioners,  who  shall  have  the  care  of  the  erection,  superin- 
tendence and  management  of  said  woiks,  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  provided  by  law  and  the  ordhiances  of  said  districts ; 
but  all  ordinances  before  going  into  effect,  shall  be  approved 
by  the  accepting  districts  ;  and  the  annual  cost  of  the  manage- 
ment and  repairs  of  said  works  shall  be  assessed  on  each  of 
the  accepting  districts  by  the  water  commissioners,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  of  water  rents  of  each  district ;  and. the 
rates  or  prices  for  the  use  of  the  water  shall  be  uniform 
throughout  the  accepting  districts  ;  and  the  water  rents  accru- 
ing from  properties  using  the  water  shall  be  collected  by  the 
agents  of,  and  belong  to,  the  districts  in  which  such  proper- 
ties are  situated. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  open  and  grade  any  such  street  or 
streets  laid  down  on  the  plan  of  said  districts  which  it  may 
be  found  necessary  to  open,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  such 
supply  and  distribution  pipes  to  and  from  the  said  reservoir 
or  reservoirs,  and  also,  to  vacate  any  part  or  parts  of  such 
streets  as  may  interfere  with  the  proper  construction  of  the 
reservoir  or  reservoirs  :  Provided,  That  no  more  than  two 
squares  of  any  such  street  or  streets  shall  be  so  vacated  :  >^nd 
provided  further,  That  upon  the  opening  of  the  street  or 
streets  necessary  for  laying  said  pipes,  the  damages  occasioned 
to  the  owners  of  private  property  by  such  opening,  shall  be 
assessed  and  paid  by  the  commissioners  of  said  districts  out  the 
funds  raised  for  the  erection  of  the  aforesaid  water  works  and 
reservoirs,  according  lo  the  provisons  of  the  acts  of  assembly 
now  in  force  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  for  assessing  and 
paying  the  damages  for  opening  streets  and  highways. 

Section  4.  That  in  case  any  of  the  incorporated  districts 
aforesaid  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  accept  the  provisions  of  this 
law,  within  four  months  from  the  passage  of  the  same,  then  the 
remaining  districts  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  granted 
by  this  act:  Provided,  That  in  case  neither  the  commission- 
ers of  Northern  Liberties  nor  the  commissioners  of  Kensing- 
ton, Southwark  or  Moyamensing,  shall  accept  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  then  the  commissioners  of  Spring  Garden  shall 
enjoy  all  the  aforesaid  privileges,  and  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  proceed  to  construct  said  works  :  It  being  pro- 
vided  nevertheless,  That  upon  the  application  of  the  remain- 
ing incorporated  districts  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  or 
either  of  them  to  be  supplied  with  water  for  their  respective 
districts  from  these  works,  the  commissioners  of  Spring 
Garden  shall  be  required  to  furnish  them  at  the  same  rates 
which  shall  be  charged  to  citizens  of  Spring  Garden;  but  in 
no  case  shall  the  districts  aforesaid  be  charged  at  higher  rate« 
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than  are  now  charged  within  the  city  of  Philadelphia  :  Pro-  Provigo 
vided,  That  the  expense  incurred  in  laying  pipes  to  conduct  Expeaeen 
the  water  from  the  reservoirs  to  connect  with  the  pipes  laid 
in  the  several  incorporated  districts  aforesaid  shall  be  paid  by 
the  district  for  whose  use  they  may  be  laid  :  Provided,  That 
nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  impair 
any  grant  heretofore  made  by  the  commonwealth  to  the 
Schuylkill  navigation  company.

To  extend  the  charter  of  the  Bank  of  Delaware  County,  and  for  other 
purposes. 

Section  1,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.  That  the  charter  of  the  bank  of  Dela- 
ware county  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  continued  and  ex-  ^^^^'^^^ 
tended  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  the  expiration  of  the 
present  charter,  subject  to  the  provisions  imposed  by  this  act, 
and  to  all  the  provisions  now  imposed  upon  the  said  bank  by 
existing  laws  of  this  commonwealth ;  and  also  subject  to 
such  further  provisions  as  the  legislature  may  hereafter  think 
proper  to  enact  for  the  regulation  of  banking  institutions. 

Section  2.  The  total  liabilities  of  the  said  bank,  exclusive 
of  deposiles,  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  double  the  amount  Liabiiities 
of  its  capital  stock  paid  in  ;  nor  shall  the  debts  of  every  kind 
clue  and  to  become  due  to  the  said  bank,  except  debts  due 
from  the  government  of  the  United  States  and  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania,  ever  aniount  to  more  than  double  its  capital 
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stock  paid  in ;  and  the  said  bank  shall  not  loan  or  discount 
any  when  its  circulation  shall  be  equal  to  three  times  the 
amount  of  specie  or  specie  funds  in  ils  possession,  belonging 
to  said  bank. 

_  Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  returns  which  the  said  bank 

auditor  een'l  *^  "°^  required  by  law  to  make,  when  notified  so  to  do  by 
the  auditor  general,  it  shall  also  return,  on  the  oath  of  the 
cashier,  a  siatement  in  tabular  form,  showing:  First,  the 
whole  amount  of  its  liabilities.  Second,  the  amount  of  debts 
due  or  to  become  due  to  said  bank;  and  if  upon  the  return 
so  made  it  shall  appear  that  its  liabilities  or  debts  due  or  to 
become  due  to  it  shall  have  exceeded  at  any  quarter  of  the 
last  year  double  the  amount  of  ils  capital  stock  paid  in,  or 
that  its  circulation  was  greater  during  that  time  than  three 
limes  the  amount  of  the  specie  or  specie  funds  in  its  posses- 
sion, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  general  forthwith  to 
give  notice  thereof  to  the  governor,  who  shall  issue  a  procla-

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  the  charter  of  the  Farmers'  and  jjjj^^jjgjj

Erecting  parts  of  Jefferson,  Clearfield  and  M'Kean  counties  into  a  sepa- 
rate county,  to  be  called  Elk. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Hepresentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  all  those  parts  of  the  counties 
of  Jefferson,  Clearfield  and  M'Kean,  lying  between  the  fol- 
lowing boundaries,  viz  :  beginning  at  the  north-east  corner  of 
Boundaries  Jefferson  county,  thence  due  east  about  nine  miles  to  the 
north-east  corner  of  lot  number  two  thousand  three  hundred 
and  twenty-eight,  thence  due  south  to  Clearfield  county, 
thence  east  along  said  line  to  the  east  line  of  Gibson  town- 
ship, and  thence  south  so  far  that  a  westwatdly  line  to  the 
mouth  of  Mead's  run  shall  pass  within  not  less  than  fifteen 
miles  of  the  town  of  Clearfield,  and  thence  westwardly  to  Lit- 
tle Toby's  creek,  along  said  line  to  the  mouth  of  Mead's  run, 
thence  in  a  northwesternly  direction  to  where  the  west  line 
of  Ridgeway  township  crosses  the  Clarion  river,  thence  so 
far  in  the  same  direction  to  a  point  from  whence  a  due  north 
line  will  strike  the  south-west  corner  of  M'Kean  county, 
thence  along  said  line  to  the  south-west  corner  of  M'Kean 
county,  and  thence  east  along  the  south  line  of  M'Kean 
county  to  the  place  of  beginning,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
erected  into  a  separate  county,  to  be  henceforth  called  Elk. 

Section  2.  That  Timothy  Ives,  junior,  of  Potter  county, 
James  W.  Guihrie,  of  Clarion  county,  and  Zacharia  H.  Eddy, 
of  Warren  county,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  who, 
or  any  two  of  whom,  shall  ascertain  and  plainly  mark  the 
boundary  lines  of  said  county  of  Elk ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to  receive  proposals,  make 
purchase,  or  accept  donation  land  in  the  eligible  situations  for 
a  seat  of  justice  in  the  said  county  of  Elk,  by  grant,  bargain, 
or  otherwise,  all  such  assurances  for  payment  of  money  and 
grants  of  land  that  may  be  offered  to  them,  or  their  survivors, 
in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  county  of  Elk  ; 
and  to  lay  out,  sell  and  convey  such  part  thereof,  either  in 
town  lots  or  otherwise,  as  to  them  or  a  majority  of  them  shall 
appear  advantageous  and  proper,  and  to  apply  the  proceeds 
thereof  in  aid  of  the  county :  Provided,  That  before  the 
commissioners  aforesaid  shall  proceed  to  perform  the  duties 
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enjoined  on  them  by  this  act,  they  shall  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation  before  some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  well^**^ 
and  truly  and  with  fidelity  lo  perform  said  duties  according 
to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act :  Provided  also. 
That  as  soon  as  the  county  commissioners  are  elected  and 
qualified,  the  duties  enjoined  on  the  said  commissioners  shall 
cease  and  determine,  and  shall  be  performed  by  the  county 
commissioners  so  chosen  and  elected. 

Section  3.  The  citizens  of  the  county  of  Elk,  who  are 
or  shall  be  qualified  to  elect  members  of  the  legislature  agree- Election 
ably  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  shall 
at  the  ensuing   general   election,  to   be    held   on   the   second

and  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  commissioners  elected 
in  and  lor  other  counties  in  this  commonwealth  have  by  law ; 
and  the  duration  of  office  of  the  said  commissioners  respec- 
tively, shall  be  determined  in  like  manner,  and  their  places 
supplied   as   is  directed    by  law  on   the   erection  of  a   new

to  the  law  in  such  cases :     Provided  always,  That  all  and 
singular  the  costs  and  expenses   in  laying  out  and  opening 
roads,  all  costs  chargeable  to  the  county  of  Elk,  arising  from_     , 
criminal  prosecutions  instituted  against  persons  within  said 
county,  and  all  other  costs  and  expenses  incidental  to  said 
county,  and  which  of  right  should  be   paid  by  the  same,  on 
account  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  several  courts  of  Jefferson, 
Clearfield  and  M'Kean  counties,  shall  be  paid  by  the  county 
of  Elk,  on    warrants   drawn   by  the  commissioners  of  Elk  j^*.! 

county,  and  that  similar  proceeding  shall  be  had  in  that  part 
of  Elk  county  which  formerly  belonged  to  Jefferson,  Clear- 
field and  M'Kean  counties  ;  and  that  the  said  county  com- 
missioners and  auditors  of  Elk,  so  elected,  shall  hold  their 
office  and  transact  the  public  business  as  commissioners  and  Office 
auditors  of  said  county  of  Elk,  wherever  the  said  commis- 
sioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  may  deem  best  calculated  for 
the  benefit  and  convenience  of  the  citizens  thereof. 
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Section  4.  The  citizens  of  the  county  of  Elk  shall  elect, 
at  the  usual  places  of  holding  their  general  elections,  in  the 
same  manner  as  heretofore,  excepting  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, until  otherwise  ordered  by  law. 

Section  5.  The  several  courts  in  and  for  the  said  county 
of  Elk,  shall  be  opened  and  held  at  such  house  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  commissioners  of  said  county,  to  be  elected 
at  the  general  election  in  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three,, 
until  a  court  house  sh;ill  be  erected  in  and  for  said  county  as 
is  hereafter  directed,  and  shall  be  then  held  at  the  said  court 
house. 

Section  6.  That  all  suits  which  shall  be  pending  and 
undetermined  in  the  courts  of  common  pleas  of  Jefferson^ 
Clearfield  and  M'Kean  counties,  on  the  first  day  of  October, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  when  both  par- 
ties in  such  suit  or  suits  shall  at  the  same  time  be  resident  in 
the  county  of  Elk,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  court  of  com- 
.mon  pleas  of  Elk  county,  and  shall  be  considered  as  pending  in 
said  court,  and  shall  be  proceeded  on  in  like  manner  as  if  the 
same  had  been  originally  commenced  in  said  court,  except 
that  the  fees  on  the  same  due  to  the  officers  of  Jefferson, 
Clearfield  and  M'Kean  counties  shall  be  paid  them  when 
recovered  by  the  prothonotary  of  Elk  county,  and  the  pro- 
ihonotaries  of  Jefferson,  Clearfield  and  M'Kean  counties, 
shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-three,  purchase  a  docket,  and  copy 
therein  all  the  docket  entries  respecting  the  said  suits  to  be 
transferred  as  aforesaid;  and  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-four,  have 
the  said  dockets,  together  with  the  records,  declarations  and 
other  papers  respecting  said  suits,  ready  to  be  delivered  to 
the  prothonotary  of  Elk  county  ;  the  expense  of  said  docket, 
and  copying,  to  be  paid  by  the  prothonotary  of  Elk  county, 
and  reimbursed  by  the  said  county  of  Elk,  on  warrants  to  be 
drawn  by  the  commissioners  of  Elk  county  on  the  treasury 
thereof. 

Section  7.  All  taxes  or  arrears  of  taxes  assessed,  or  which

Liabilities 


To  extend  the  charter  of  the  Bank  of  Montgomery  County. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  the  charter  of  the  bank  of 
Montgomery  county,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  con- 
tinued and  extended  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  the  expi- 
ration of  the  present  charter,  subject  to  the  provisions  imposed 
by  this  act,  and  to  all  the  provisions  now  imposed  upon  the 
said  bank  by  existing  laws  of  this  commonwealth ;  and  also 
subject  to  sucli  further  provisions  as  the  legislature  may  here- 
after think  proper  to  enact  for  the  regulation  of  banking  insti- 
tutions. 

Section  2.  The  total  liabilities  of  the  said  bank,  exclusive 
of  deposites,  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  double  the  amount 
of  its  capital  stock  paid  in  ;  nor  shall  the  debts  of  every  kind 
due  and  to  become  due  to  the  said  bank,  except  debts  due 
from  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  ever  amount  to  more  than 
three  times  its  capital  stock  paid  in ;  and  the  said  bank  shall 
not  loan  or  discount  any  when  its  circulation  shall  be  for 
thirty  consecutive  days  equal  to  three  times  the  amount  of 
specie  or  specie  funds  in  its  possession,  belonging  to  said 
bank. 
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Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  returns  which  the  said  bank 
is  now  required  by  law  to  make  when  notified  so  to  do  by  the  Returns  (o 
auditor  general,  it  shall  also  return,  on  the  oath  of  the  cashier,  ^'^ditor  gen  1 
astatement  in  tabular  form,  showing  :  First,  the  whole  amount 
of  its  liabilities.  Second,  the  amount  of  debts  due  or  to  be- 
come due  to  said  bank,  except  as  before  excepted  ;  and  if  upon 
the  return  so  made  it  shall  appear  that  its  liabilities  or  debts 
due  or  to  become  due  to  it,  except  as  before  excepted,  shall 
have  exceeded  for  thirty  consecutive  days  at  any  quarter  of 
the  last  year  three  times  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  paid 
in,  or  that  its  circulation  was  greater  for  thirty  consecutive 
days  than  three  times  the  amount  of  the  specie  or  specie 
funds  in  its  possession,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor 
general  forthwith  to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  governor,  who 
shall  issue  a  proclamation,  which  shall  be  published  in  one 
newspaper  in  Harrisburg,  and  one  paper  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
said  bank,  declaring  its  charter  forfeited;  and  the  said  bank 
shall  go  into  liquidation  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the 
twelfth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
two,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  resumption  of  specie 
payments  by  the  banks  of  this  commonwealth,  and  for  other 
purposes." 

Section  4.  That  the  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  power  charter  revo 
to  alter,  revoke  or  annul  the  charter  of  the  said  bank  when-  cation 
ever  in  their  opinion  it  may  be  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  the 
commonwealth,  in  such  manner  however  that  no   injustice 
shall  be  done  to  the  corporators  thereof.

AN  ACT 

To  reduce  the  expenses  of  Government. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  third  Tuesday 
of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five,  the 
salary  of  the  executive  of  this  commonwealth  shall  be  three 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarterly  at  the  office  of 
the  state  treasurer. 

Section  2.  The  salary  of  the  chief  justice  of  the  supreme 
Judges  of  su-pQuj.^  shall  be  eighteen  hundred  dollars;  and  the  salaries  of 
preme  court  ^^^^  associate  justices  of  the  said  court  shall  be  sixteen  hundred 
dollars  each;  and  the  said  judges  shall  also  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive, in  addition  to  their  respective  salaries,  three  dollars  per 
day  whilst  on  the  circuit,  and  necessarily  employed  in  hold- 
ing courts,  or  in  travelling  to  and  from  the  same,  to  their  places 
of  residence,  as  a  full  allowance  for  travelling  expenses  : 
Provided,  That  this  section  shall  only  be  construed  to  extend 
to  those  who  may  hereafter  be  appointed. 

Section  3.  The  salary  of  the  associate  judges  of  the  courts- 
of  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  one  hundred  and  twenty  dol- 
lars per  annum.

That  after  the  adjournment  of  the  present  legis- 
lature, the  clerk  of  the  senate  and  the  clerk  of  the  house  of  cierka  of 
representatives  shall  each  be  entitled  to  receive  a  per  diem  House  and 
allowance  of  three  dollars  per  day,  during  the  sessions  of  the  Senate 
legislature,  and  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars,  as  a  full  com- 
pensation for  their  services ;    and  the  said  clerks  shall  be 
allowed  a  reasonable  compensation  for  indexing  the  journals, 
to  be  ascertained  by  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  ;  the

per  mile  for  every  mile  necessarily  travelled  in  coming  to

Sereeant-at-  Section  8.  The  sergeant-at-arms  and  door-keeper  of  the 
Arms  Door-  senate  and  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  each  be  en- 
keepers  &c  titled  to  receive  two  dollars  per  day  during  the  sessions  of  the 
legislature,  and  fifteen  cents  per  mile  for  every  mile  neces- 
sarily travelled  in  coming  to  Harrisburg  and  returning  to  their 
places  of  residence,  as  a  full  compensation  ;  the  assistant 
sergeant-at-arms  and  assistant  door-keepers  of  both  branches

upon  the  state  treasurer  by  any  speaker  of  either  branch  of  '  ^*^^ 
the  legislature,  except  for  the  pay  and  mileage  of  the  mem- 
bers. The  contingent  expenses  shall  be  drawn  by  the  respec- 
tive chief  clerks,  on  the  warrant  of  the  auditor  general, 
approved  by  the  state  treasurer,  and  all  their  accounts  shall 
be  settled  as  other  accounts  are  settled  by  the  auditor  general 
and  state  treasurer ;  but  no  such  clerk  shall  be  permitted  to 
draw  from  the  treasury  more  than  two  thousand  dollars,  until 
he  shall  have  settled  his  account  thereof  as  aforesaid ;  and 
the  account  for  said  contingencies  shall  embrace  no  expendi- 
ture, except  for  light,  fuel,  the  repairs  of  the  hall,  and  for 
labor  done  therein,  and  the  necessary  stationary  for  the  two 
houses,  and  the  different  committees  appointed  in  each. 

Section  14.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
the  salaries  of  the  officers  of  the  eastern  penitentiary  shall  be  Salaries  E 
as  follows,  to  wit:     The  warden  shall  not  receive  more  than  Penitentiary 
twelve  hundred  dollars ;  the  physician  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars;    the  moral  instructor  not  more  than   fire

hundred  dollars  ;  the  principal  overseer  not  more  than  six  hun- 
dred dollars  ;  each  of  the  other  male  overseers  not  more  than 
four  hundred  dollars ;  the  female  nurse  and  overseer  not  more 
than  three  hundred  dollars  each ;  the  gate-keeper  not  more 
than  four  hundred  dollars ;  each  of  the  watchmen  not  more

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.

AN   ACT 

For  the  relief  of  the  Overseers  ef  the  Poor  of  the  borough  of  Erie,  and 
for  other  purposes. 

Whereas,  The  power  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
borough  of  Erie  to  lay  a  rate  on  assessment  has  been  entirely 
Preamble  repealed  by  the  recent  act  erecting  a  poor  house  for  the 
county  of  Erie ;  and  as  previous  thereto  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  said  borough  have  contracted  debts  for  the  support 
of  the  poor  thereof,  beyond  the  rates  and  assessments  levied 
therefor;  and  as  no  power  now  exists  to  lay  a  rate  or  assess- 
ment for  the  payment  of  the  same;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  the  burgess  and  town  council  of 
the  borough  of  Erie,  in  the  county  of  Erie,  are  hereby  autho- 
rized and  directed  to  lay  a  rate  or  assessment,  not  exceeding 
Tax  one  cent  on  the  dollar,  upon  all  real  and  personal  estate,  in 

said  borough,  to  be  ascertained  from  the  assessor's  book,  to 
pay  Jndah  C.  Spencer,  Hezekiali  Bates  and  William  W. 
Wells,  late  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  borough,  the 
respective  sums  due  them  for  accounts  made  and  money 
expended  by  them  for  the  support  of  the  said  poor  whilst 
overseers  thereof,  beyond  the  taxes  laid  and  collected  by  them 
for  that  purpose,  which  said  sums  have  been  ascertained  and 
settled  by  the  auditors  of  the  said  borough. 

Section  2.  That  so  much  of  the  eighth  section  of  an  act, 
entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  Thomas  Gardner,  Benjamin  J. 
Miller  and  Isaac  Coates,  trustees,  to  sell  and  convey  certain 
Chester  co  real  estates,  and  for  other  purposes,"  passed  and  approved  the 
twenty-third  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-two,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  so  far  as  it 
relates  to  the  school  and  road  taxes  in  the  township  of  East 
Nantmeal,  in  the  county  of  Chester.

chief  burgess,  or  in  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  the  assistant 
burgess  of  said  borough  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  issue  his  precept  or  warrant,  directed  to  such  collector,  com-  ''^" 

manding  him  to  collect  all  taxes  assessed  from  time  to  time 
as  aforesaid,  and  the  same  to  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  ap- 
pointed by  the  said  town  council ;  and  that  so  much  of  the 
eighth  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  erect  the  town  of 
Chester,  and  its  vicinity,  in  the  county  of  Delaware,  into  a 
borough,  and  for  other  purposes  therein  mentioned,"  passed 
the  seventeenth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighteen,  as  relates  to  the  collection  of  taxes,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4,  That  every  warrant  to  the  collector,  is&ued  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  effectual  to  authorize  him  to^°"^*^*°'^ 
collect  the  sums  charged  in  his  duplicates  during  the  period ^""^'^ 
of  five  years  from  the  date  of  his  warrant ;  and  that  the 
warrants  issued  for  the  collection  of  taxes  assessed  during  the 
years  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  forty,  shall  be  effectual  to  authorize 
the  collector  of  said  taxes,  to  collect  the  same,  uncollected, 
charged  in  the  duplicates  annexed  to  said  warrants,  until  the 
expiration  of  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Section  5.  That  the  "  Act  to  incorporate  the  Pittsburg  and 
Connelsville  railroad  company,"  passed  on  the  third  day  ofpittgijyr„and 
April,   one    thousand    eight    hundred    and    thirty-seven,    be  Connelsville 
revived,  extended   and   continued    in    force  upon    the  same  railroad 
terms,  conditions  and  limitations,  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  as  were  contained  in  the  original  act,  from  and 
after  the  date  of  its  passage  :     Provided  hoivever.  That  the 
shares  of  stock  be  reduced  from  one  hundred  dollars  to  fifty 
dollars,  and   that   the  amount  to  be  paid  on  each  share  at  the 
time  of  subscribing,  be  reduced  from  five  dollars  to  two  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents  :     And  provided  also,  That  the  commis-

Section  6.  That  the  counties  of  Allegheny,  Westmore-

Section  2.  From  and  after  the  first  election  of  the  canal

That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  no 
supei visor  or  superintendent  on  any  of  the  canals,  railroads 
or  other  improvements  of  the  commonwealth,  shall  receive 
more  than  two  dollars  per  day;  no  engineer  upon  a  locomo- 
tive more  than  two  dollars  per  day  ;  no  foreman  more  than 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day,  except  the  principal  fore- 
man in  the  mechanical  department,    who  shall   not  receive 
more  than  two  dollars  per  day;  no  despatcher,  state  agent, 
collecting  money  from  passengers  or  otherwise,  more  than 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day ;  the  collector  at  Phdadel- 
phia  shall  receive   one   thousand   two    hundred  dollars    per 
annum  ;  the  collectors  at  other  offices  where  the  tolls  shall 
amount  to  thirty  thousand  dollars  and  upwards,  shall  receive 
ninety  dollars  per  month;   at  offices  where  the  tolls  shall 
amount  to  twenty  thousand  dollars  and  upwards,  the  collector 
shall  receive  seventy  dollars  per  month;   at  offices  where  the 
lolls  shall  amount  to  twelve  thousand  dollars  and  upwards, 
the  collector  shall  receive  sixty  dollars  per  month  ;  and  all 
other  collectors  fifty  dollars  per  month ;  and  that  there  shall 
be  but  one  collector  at  each  collector's  office  ;  and  no  collec- 
tor shall  receive  any  compensation  or  allowance  for  clerk 
hire ;  and  no  collector  at  any  of  the  offices  on  the  canals  of 
this  commonwealth  shall  receive  pay  for  any  time  when  the 
navigation  of  the  said  canals  shall  not  be  in  operation :  Pro- 
vided, That  no  superintendent,  supervisor  or  other  officer*, 
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except  lock-tenders,  employed  on  any  of  the  public  works  of 
this  commonwealth,  shall  receive  pay  for  any  day  they  shall 
not  actually  have  been  employed  in  the  service  of  the  com- 
monwealth; and  that  each  and  every  account  shall  be  ren-

To  the  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  district  of  Southwark.'* 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.  That  in  all  actions,  whether  by  scire 
facias  or  otherwise,  now  pending  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
brought  by  the  commissioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  incor- 
porated districts  of  Philadelphia  county,  for  the  recovery  of 
any  sum  claimed  for  water,  pipe,  curbing,  paving,  work  done 
and  materials  furnished,  and  for  which  the  said  district  now  by 
law  have  a  lien,  it  shall  only  be  I'equired  to  be  proved  by  said 
district,  to  entitle  them  to  recover  on  the  same,  that  the  said 
work  was  done  or  the  materials  furnished,  and  the  just  value 
thereof;  and  upon  any  such  trial,  it  shall  only  be  lawful  for 
the  defendant  to  deny  that  the  said  work  was  done  or  materials 
furnished,  or  prove  that  the  price  charged  therefor  is  greater 
than  the  value  thereof,  or  that  the  amount  claimed  has  been 
paid  or  released. 

Section  2.  That  certified  extracts  from  the  assessment

That  the  seduction  of  any  female  of 
good  repute,  under  twenty-one  years  of  a^e,  with  illicit  con- 
nexion, under  promise  of  marriage,  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
an  indictable  offence,  in  addition  to  the  remedies  now  given 
by  law,  for  the  perpetration  of  this  great  private  and  public 
wrong;  and  any  person  who  shall  be  convicted  of  the  offence 
of  seduction  as  aforesaid,  in  any  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
the  peace  of  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a 
fine  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court,  and  further  to  undergo  a  solitary  confinement  at 
hard  labor  in  the  proper  penitentiary,  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  one  year,  nor  longer  than  three  years,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court:  Provided,  That  in  lieu  of  the  imprisonment 
in  the  penitentiary,  the  court  may,  if  the  circumstances  of  the 
case  are  mitigated,  sentence  to  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail:  Provided  further.

well,  Washington  Parker,  E.  Maurhauff,  Jacob  Zeigler  and 
Francis  M'Bride,  and  all  other  persons  who  may  hereafter 
associate  with  them  in  the  manner  hereafter  prescribed,  shall 
be  and  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  style  and  title  of  the  Buller 
county  mutual  insurance  company,  and  shall  have,  so  far  as  Name 
they  can  be  applicable  to  them,  all  the  rights  and  privileges, 
and  be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  to  them  properly  applicable, 
conferred  and  imposed  by  the  act,  entitled  "An  Act  to  incor- 
rate  the  Independent  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  company  of 
Bucks,  Montgomery  and  Philadelphia  counties,"  passed  the 
tenth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
forty-three,  and  the  thirteen  persons  named  herein  shall  be 
the  first  board  of  managers  to  carry  this  act  into  effect;  and 
this  act  shall  continue  in  force  for  the  term  of  twenty  years, 
and  no  longer. 

Section  2.  The  company  hereby  incorporated  shall  also 
have  power  to  maintain  suits  at  law  against  any  of  its  mem- Suits  at  law 
bers,  for  the  collection  of  their  deposite  notes,  or  for  any 
cause  relating  to  the  business  of  the  corporation,  or  against 
any  person  for  monies  due  the  corporation,  or  for  any  injuries 
done  to  their  corporate  property,  books,  or  papers,  or  for 
causing  the  destruction  by  fire  of  any  property  by  them 
insured. 

Section  3.  No  policy  shall  be  insured  by  said  corporation  „  ,. 
until  application  be  made  for  insurance  for  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars  at  least. 

Section  4.  No    person    insuring    with    said    corporation 
shall  be  entitled  to  membership,  except  such  as  were  origi- Members 
nally  insured  for  at  least  five  hundred  dollars,  and  deposited 
a  note  as  provided  in  the  act  to  incorporate  the  independent 
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mutual  fire  insurance  company  of  Huclis,  Montgomery  and 
Philadelphia  counties,  referred  to  in  the  fiisl  section  of  this 
act.  But  this  corpotation  may  insure  for  smaller  sums,  And 
issue  policies  therefor  on  the  payment  of  such  a  premium,  to 
said  corporation,  according  to  ihe  rates  which  shall  be  estab- 
lished and  regulated  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company  ;  and 
the  persons  so  insured  may  maintain  a  suit  or  suits  against 
the  company  for  losses  or  damages  by  fire,  in  the  same 
manner  as  suits  may  be  maintained  by  members  of  the  com- 
pany as  provided  for  in  tiiis  act. 

Section  5.  No  insurance  shall  be  made  by  this  company 
for  a  longer  period  tlian  five  years  at  any  one  time,  bnt  poli- 
cies mny  be  renewed  from  lime  to  time. 

Section  6,  Tiie  business  of  this  company  shall  be  done 
and  transacted  at  such  place  in  the  borough  of  Bnlier,  and 
county  of  Butler,  as  shall  be  designated  by  a  majority  of  the 
directors  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  board;  and 
this  company  may  make  insurance  of  property  situate  in  the 
county  of  Butler,  and  the  adjoining  counties. 

Section  7.  That  the  seventh  section  of  the  act,  entitled 
"An  Act  to  incorporate  the  trustees  of  the  township  of 
Huntingdon,  in  the  county  of  Luz'.me,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses," approved  the  seventh  day  of  May,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-one,  and  the  fourteenth  section  of 
the  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  authorize  the  governor  to  incor- 
porate the  Cherry  Ridge  and  Enst  Sterling  turnpike  road 
company,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  the  seventh 
day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Skction  8.  That  in  all  cases  in  which  the  widow  of  an

RESOLUTION 

To  protect  Laborers  and  Contractors. 

Resolved,  By  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  .Assembly 
met,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  resolution,  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  company  incorporated  by  the  laws 
of  this  commonwealth,  and  empowered  to  construct,  make 
and  manage  any  railroad,  canal  or  other  public  internal  im- 
provement, while  the  debts  and  liabilities,  or  any  part  thereof 
incurred  by  the  said  company  to  contractors,  laborers  and 
workmen  employed  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  im- 
provement remain  unpaid,  to  execute  a  general  or  partial  as- 
signment, conveyance,  mortgage  or  other  transfer,  of  the  real 
or  personal  estate  of  the  said  company,  so  as  to  defeat,  post- 
pone, endanger  or  delay  their  said  creditors,  without  the 
written  assent  of  the  said  creditors  first  had  and  obtained ; 
and  any  such  assignment,  conveyance,  mortgage  or  transfer, 
shall  be  deemed  fraudulent,  null  and  void,  as  against  any 
such  contractors,  laborers  and  workmen,  creditors  as  aforesaid.
